Her Unkle glad of 
this glimmering light, which he hopes will produce a greater and perfeRter, conjures ber to in- 
cercept ſome of his Letters, for the more effectual diſcovery of his brother's, and her Unkle's 
death, So Felicia promiſeth her belt care and fidelity herein, and ſhortly effe&teth it: For in few 
daies after, being ſent by her Lady Yi&orina to a Casker-of hers to fetch her a new pair of Ro. 
miſh Gloves, ſhe opening an Ivory Box, therein finds a Letter, which the reads, and ſeeing it 
ſgned by Syporers, ſhe thinks it no fin to be falſe ro her Lady, and true to her Unkle, and ſo 
veryſecretly and ſafely ſends it to him ; which indeed was the very Letter we have formerly 
ſeen and read; Now is his jealouzy and ſuſpition contirm*d, - So vowing and ſacrificing revenge 
to his dead and murthered brother, —_—_—_—_ to-three chief Judges of the fourty, 'who fic 
cn criminal cauſes; and wy paſſionately eth Sy pouras and Y:forine for the murther, com- 
mitted on the perſon of his brother, Seignior Foven Buptifi Souranz4, at Sea ; wheretipon they 
are both; commirced priſoners, but ſequelired in ſeveral Chambers.

It is with a ſorrowful, but true preſage, that I fore-ſee 
my life baſtens to her period : the Racks already prepared for my torments, and F bourly expet when I 
ſhall be fetch'd to receive them, which for thy ſakg I will embrace aud ſuffer with as much conftancy as pa- 
tience, I will deny mine own guiltineſs the firſt time, but not the ſecond, but in my torments and death,1 
will acquit thee of thine, with as true a reſolution, as earth expelic 10 hoſe me,and T hope to find Heaven, 
Ther re by. all the bonds of love and affetiion that ever ba ve been. between ws, I firſt pray, then conjure 
. #hee to change thy reſolution, and to ſtand on thine innocence. For if thou wilt, or deſrreſt to gratifie me 
with thy laſt affetiion and courteſie at my death, let me bear this one contcnt and joy to my grave , That 
Vitorina will live for Sypontus bis ſake, though Sypontus dye for hers. 


He had no fooner ſent away this his Letter toViderins, but he himſelf is ſcat for to appear 
before his-Judges, who upon his ſecond examination and denial , adjudged him to the Rack 3 
which he endured with admirable paticnce and conſtancy; yea, he cannot be drawn to contels, 
but ſtands firm m his denial, and not only clears himſelf, but alſo acquits Vidorins, Hi 
Souranza doth; notwithſtanding, earncſily follow and ſolicite the Judgts, and God, out ot his 
tmmenſe Mercy, and profound Providence, ſo ordaineth, that their Conſciences ſuggeſt and 
prompt them,rhat Sypontus is the ator of this execrable Murther. Wherefore the next day. they 
adminiſter him double torment; when 1g, his reſolution and firength failing him, he acknow- 
tedgeth the Letter his,and confeſſeth it was himſelf that had murthered Seignior Foun Baptiſts 
Soxranzz;but withal, proteſteth conſtantly,that Videring is innacent,and no way acceſlary here- 
unto.

and taking his Cloak on his Shoulders, and his Rapier in bis hand, he aſcends the fairs ; whare 
Berinthia hath not mace ſo great ſpeed, but he ſees her entring her Chamber and throwing her doog 
after het 3 whence running to his Maſters Chamber, he finds the decor open, and his Miſter mo(t 
cruelly murthered-in his Bed, of eight ſeveral wcunds, at which bloody and lamentible ſpeRacle, 
he makes many bitter and pitiful ou:-cryes, whereat all the Houſe is in Allarum, and th: folks and 
ſervants repair thither of all fides, By this time Ferinthi« hath ſhifted her outward Taffita 
Gown, ſprinkled all with blood, and wcapt hzr bloody Knife cloſe in it, and for the more ſecreſis 
thro;vs it into her Cloſe-ſtool, and ſo waits the coming up of her Father and Mother, whom the 
mournful echo, and ſorrowful news of their Son Sebaſtiano's cruel Murther, had with an Oce- 
an of tears wafred to his Chamber, with whom Ber/utbi4 likewiſe, all blubb:r'd with Tears, 
enters, They are all amazed atth: fizhe of this bloody and breathleſs Corps, and wringing their 
hands; - Father, Mother, Daughter,' and Servants look one on anoth=r ia this calamity, and at this 
ſorrowful diſafter, They ſearch 'every Chamber, Vault, and Door & the Houſe, and find no

$o, all praiſed God for the deteRion of this lamentable murther,and for the condemnation of this 
execrable Murthereſs; and thoſe who befote locked on her Youth and Bzauty with pity, now be- 
bold her fcul crime with hatred and deteſtation; and as they applauded the fincerity of her tormer 
affcRion to Antonio, ſ0 they far more deteſt and Condemn' this her inhumane cruelty to her own 
Brother Sebaſt;ane, But what grief is there comparable to that of her Father and Mother ? Whoſe 
age, content, and patience, is not only battered, but razed down with the ſeveral afſzults of affliction; 
ſo as they wiſh themſelves buried, or that their Children had been unborn ; for-it is rather a tormear 
than a grief to them, that they, whom rhey hoped would havg been props and comforts to their age;

Lo, theſe are the bitter fryits of Revenge and Murther, which the undertakers ( by the juſt judg-

He is obſtinate in — as ſhe reſolute in het 
deuial. So having performed the part of a Friend for his Friefld, and commending the Nobi- 
lity and virtues ot Stari, as much as he pitied the weakneſs of his eſtate and wealth, he leaves 
his Sifter to her 3ftcion aud defigns, and fo with an unwilling willingneſs (without any ex» 
tenuation ) delivers his friend Bertolaxt her definitive an{wer : yet performs his promiſe ro 
his Siſter, in concealing $txrio his name. 

Bertolini is all in fire and choler atthis news, ahd Legins no longer to look on his Friend 
Brellati, with the eyes of affeQion, but of conterypt and indiguation ; and ſo conſulting with 
/ His Paftion, not with his Judgnient 3 with Rage, and not with Reaſon ; as immoderate anger 
ſeldoin looks right ; commonly {quint-eyed z . he'in the heat of his wrath , and height of Ris 
revenge, very much negleds and flights him 3 yea, and moſt uncivilly”and abruptly departs 
from him; as it he were no longer worthy of the bare complement of Farwel. Which Brellari 
well obſerves 3 and in obſerving, remembers; and in remembring , grieves at , fith Bertolini , 
was his moſt intimate and deareſt friend 3 and in whoſe behalf, did occaſion preſent, he was 
ready, notonly to ſacrifice his beſt ſervice, bat his beſt life. Lo here the firſt breach and- vio- 
licion, which-Bertokni gives to theit friendſhip : but the ſecond is not far behind : For,in the 
next company he meecs , which was ſome rwo days after , walking in Cardinal Farnefi his 
Galleries, in preſence of ſome tour or five Gentlemen , both of Fi8 and of Brellaris acquain- 
tancez heftorgor himlelt fo much, as ſome detnauding tor his Conſort Brellati, he cholerickly 
replied, That he wasa baſe and beggarly Gentleman, and therefote henceforth difdained his 
company; and that his Siſter Pauline was a laſcivious and difſembling Strutnpet.But although 
the tire of. his choler had fooliſhly bapded forth theleſpeeches m the air; yer they fell not to 
the ground : bur ſonie of the company then preſent, that very night report chem to Brellati, 
It is:mpofliblefor my Pen to relate how paſſionately and tenderly he takes it; yea,his affliction 
and grief hercimis far the more redoubled , in that (contrary to his delires and wiſhes) he is 
aſſured his Siſter Paxlins is likewiſe acquainted with the vanity and injuſtice of theſe ſpeech- 
esz\ the conceit and remembrance whereof, make her enraged 4nd forrowtul eyes, pour forth 
many Rivolets arid Rivers of tears, upon the Roſcs and Lillies of her beauty. But as ſhe is too 
impatient to relliſh this ſcandalous affront and diſparagement; (o her Brother Brellati js too 
generous and noble to digeſt it; whereot burning to know the truth; and reſolving, it he found 
it true, ſharply to revenge it on Bertolinzz, he paſſerhaway the night in reſtle(sand diſtrated 
flumbers. And fo the very next morn; taking his Sword and Lackey with him, he goes to Bey<_ 
toleni his Father's houſe, and meeting firlt with hum, demandsof him for his Son Seighior Fobx 
Battiſta Brtolini; His Father informs him , he is in the Garden very folitarily walking, 'and 
prays Brellati togo to him ;- who needing not twany requetts, entreth, and with his Har in his 
hand approacheth him. Bertolixi doth the like, and-meets him haif way; when he bein = 
tor anger, and Bertoliniblaſhing for ſhame, he praycs him toexempt the Gardeniof bo. ex< 
vants,becauſe he hath ſomething to reveal and impart him in ſecret , which needeth no wit- 
nefles: when Bertolini commanding his Servants to depart, Brellati chargeth him with theſe 
diſgraceful ſpeeches,-vornited forth two dayes ſince, againit his Honour z as alſo; that of 
his only dear Siſter Pawfins, in Cardinal 4" his Palace; in preſence of e 
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"His wealth deceiving him , "be bath recourſe to her only Brother, aud hisbeſt and dear- | 
eſt Friend- Erebati, to whom he relates the profundity and ferveiicy of his affeiort to” His - 
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Al[ſaudro Fontonii, Seiguior Rhanxtio Plawimio, and Sceignior Antonio Voltomari , ( which words

.'  Bertolinti is no way diſmayed or daunted hereat, cither in courage, or complexion; and (© 

| loſing his honour in his indiſcretion, or rather burying his diſcretion in his diſhonour;he,with 
fire in his looks,and thunder in his ſpeeches, tells, Brellati, that he confeſſeth theſe ſpeeches his ; 
adding withaF, That what his Tongue hath athrmed, his Sword ſhall be ready to make good- 
and jufiific : whereon they cover.” When Bellati demanding; of him , if this were his lait re- 

Aotution 3 he told him, yea. Then ( quoth he ) I pray expe& mine ſhortly : and fo without 
giving each other the Good-morrow, they part ; Brellati ſtill leaving Bertolini in his Father's 
Garden. His Siſter Pawlins having notice ot her Brother's ſpeaking with Bertolini, very.curi- 
ouſly and carefully awaits his return; when ruſhing into his Chamber, ſhe with tears and tighs 
demands of him the iſſue of his conference with Bertolini, and whether he were ſo impudent 
todeliver theſe diſhor ourable and baſe ſpeeches both of her ſelf and him. . But her Brother,

This Letter of Panlins'to Sturio, meets with a ſpeedy. paſſage from Rome to Capreazwho re- 
cciving it, and thinking to have found herin her trucand perie& health, ned pe _—_ 
affeion breaks up the ſeals thereof; when, contrary to his hope and expeRation, uoderſtand- 
ing of her ficknels and approach to death/, he tenderly and bitterly weeps. at his own qusfor- 
rune, in hier diſcontent and diſaſter ; yea, he paſſionately and ſorrowtully bewails his Father's 
cruelty, in thus baniſhing hira from her ſight and preſence, from.. the cone ion of whoſe 
beauty, and from» his innate affection to herythe-Fates and Deftinies cannot baniſh him. But 
alas, unfortunate'$1»#io! the news of thy Pawlins's ficknels, is but the Prologue to the enſuing 
ſorrows and aMiitions that are ready to befal] and ſurprize thee: for the; news of her death, 
thall thortly follow her Letter; and if that drew tears from thineveyes, this {ball drown thine 
eyes in the Ocean of thy Tears3 neither ſhallhe ſtay long to feel the miſerable imperuoſiry uf 
this mournful ſtorm. For ſcarce twenty days are paſt , after the. writing of her Letter to 
Stxrio ; but Pavlins languiſhing with grief, deſpair, ſorrow, and ſicknefs, as a Female Love- 
Martyr, takes her laſt leave and fatewel of this World, in Rome; it being not in the power or 
affection of her Parents, any longer to divert her from paying this her laſt due and tribate 
unto Nature, fith we all have our liveslent, not given us: and therefore as we receive, fo mult 
we repay them td/our Creator and Redeemer, of whom we have tirſt received them. 

ON Stwrio is'a5 glad in Rome for the death'of Paxlina,as her Parents grieve thereat; and now 
it is that he intends to be"as happy and joyful in his Son's preſence, as he hath formerly made 
himſelf ſorrowful in occalioning his abſence: whereapon, with all expedition, he diſpatcheth a 
Servant of his to Capres, with a Letter,to ſignific his Son thereof, and conſequently, to xccall

Father's unkind baniſhing of him from Rome to Capres: wherefore,that he may out-live his ſox- 


- rows, and apply a Lenitive to his Corrofive, he vows to revenge both, The manner is thus z 


That, as his Father deceived his hopes in carrying him from Rome to-Capres : ſo he will de 
ceive thoſe of his faid Father, in carrying himſelf from Capres to Cicily, there to find out Bery- 
zolini, and to fight with him. It is not the point of Honour, much leſs, Judgment, and leaft of 
all, Religion, that precipitates and throws him on this bloody, and therefore uncharitable,re+ 
ſolution : but it is the vanity of his thoughts, and his living-affection to his dead Miſtreſs; 
Pa#uline, which gives life and birth to it : for he (trampling on all diſſwaſions and oppotition)

Berjolinj receives and reads this Challenge, which, to-write the-truth, is vot ſo pleaſing. | 
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him ,. as was that of Brellati: he (ces himſelt and his houour engaged to tight, and knows noc 
how to excmpt and tree hinuelt thereof. For, tixlt, he conlidereth that the ground of his Dc< 
fence and Quarret is not good, fith he knew in his ſoul and conſcience , that Paulina was as 
chaſi as fair, and that he had wronged himiclt, in ſeeking to wroug and ſcandalize herzthen, 
that he perfectly underitood, Stxri9 was valiant and generous; yea, and very expert and con- 
Gant in unconltancy :. fothat he began not-only to doubt, but feat, that as he had killed Bre#- 
lati, lo Sturio was reſerved to kill him ; but again, confidering that his birth and blood was 
noble, it contrariwile {q incited and animated, his courage , aud inflamed and (et an edg, on 
his Generolity, as with a kind of unwilling willingnels, he accepts of Stwrio's Challenge ; and 
{o: bade his Lackey tcl] his Maſter from him, That he would not fail to meet him, to give him 
his welcome to Palerm!. The Clock-[irikes fiye, and long betore fix, onr two young Gentle« 
nen-come riding itito the held; where giving theic Horſes to their Chirurgeons, with com- 
mand not to ftix till their duty and ofhce call them, they both dray, , and fo approach each 
other; but alchowgh this fury. of theirs begin in blood,yet it ſhall nor here cud1n death; At 
the firſt comiugup, Sz#rio wards Bertolinz's thruſt, and runs him into the right flank, of a deep 
wound at the {:cond, he wounds him again in.the neck, which draws much bloagd fronf him: 
neither is the rhird meeting more propitious, or lels fatal, to him : for Stwrio, without reces«

for ſhe outwardly retires her affection, thereby the better inwardly to advance and finiſh het 
purpoſes : ſo this repulſe of her's, makes him hang his head, and become penſive and melan- 
choly;the true ſigns and ſymptoms of a fooliſh and fantaſtical Lover,as in ctfe&t we ſhall ſhort- 
ly fee De Salez will prove himſelf. For the colder ſhe is in affeQion to him, the hotter is he in 
luſt with her 3 forgetting the wars, yea, his diſcretion, himſelt, and all,to crown his deſires in 
enjoying her : the which the well oblerving,begins to triumph in her good forttne, as think- 
ing him already fairly come'to the hookzand ſo hopes, that if the line of his folly,and her good 
fortune and wit hold, fhe will ſoon make him her Husband, and her ſelf his Wite : for, having 
formerly met with many Knaves in othcrs, ſhe now begins toreſt confident, either to find or 
to make a fool of him, thereby to ſerve as a veil to over-veil her Whoredoms. He pleads hard 
to her for love 3 ſhe replies,it is impoſſible to fing love in luſt. He vows he will dye her ſervant 
ſhe ſwears, ſhe will never live his Strumpet. He protelteth, that ſhe ſhall ſhare of his eſtate; ſhe 
tells him plainly,rthat ſhe had rather live a poor Wife, than dye a rich Courteſon.He replies, thi 
he adores Fer beauty 3 ſhe anſwers, that ſhe knows no other, but that he only ſecks to profan 
and defile it. And here, with more facility to make him ſwallow either a Gull , a Gudgin, or 
both; ſhe, by ſtealth, permits him to cull ſome kiſles, as well from the Cherries of her lips , as 
the Roſes of her cheeks; and in the interim, like an hypocritical diſſembling Quean, reads him 
many Le@urcs on the pureneſs of Chaſtity, and the foulneſs of Lf, on,the blet{cdae(s of Mar- 
riage, and the wretched eſtate of Formcation, Prophanc ayd impious Cigler ! whole ſpeeches 
are perfumed with Vertue, and yet her aQions Rink, and are polluted and infe&ed with Vice: 
diſſembling Syrex , who calts forth bitter-ſweet inchanting tunes and charms, to pleaſe the 
fenſe,andyet purpolely to poylon the ſoul:Pills of Wormwood,candy'd in Sugar;Honey to the 
palate, but gall to the ftomack : a fatal Rock , whereon many inconfiderate and debauched 
young Gentlemen have anfortunately ſuffered Shipwrack ; a wretched Gulph and Labyrinth, 
Ophich con tains all variety of endleG miſeries and calamities , whereunto whoſoever enters 
with pleaſure, is ſave to retire with tears, curſes and repentance. A Plague ſent us from Hea- 
ven in our age, for a juſt guerdon and recompence of the fins and folly of our youth. And 
iaro this intricate Lakyrinth, and bottongleſs Gulph of miſcry and calamity is our raſh and 
luſtful young Gallant, cheerfully ng, Jar ſcering his courſe, without either the Star of 
hope, or Compaſs of felicity and (afety, bearing out top and top-gallant ; yea, (as I may ſay) 
with all the failsof his folly bearing, and with the Flag, Enſign, and Pendants of his gbſcene 
and laſcivious deſires, playing and dallying in the Air of Lz Hay's fatal and infetious bzau- 
ty z which hath (© cloſely furpriſed his Judggpent, captivated his Thoughts, and eclipſed his 
Diſcretion, as in her abſence and preſence he extols as well her Vertues, as her Beauty, tothe 
Skies; vowing that ſhe is ſo fair a Nymph, ang fo pure a Virgin, as ſhe deferves rather to be 
his Wife, than his Strumpet; or rather, not his Strumpet, but his Wife. And {o two months 
bcingÞaſt lince he tirſt trequented her, and ſought to ſeduce and obtain her to his laſcivious 
deſires; and ſeeing ( diſſembling Quean as ſhe is ) thag, therein ſhe bores her (elf 'infinitely 
chaſt aud modeſt, and that it was impoſlible for him to obſerve or remark any other incli- 
nation ot teſtimony , cither in her word or carriage , his witsare {o belotred and _ 
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iti the fetters cf her beauty, that he prefers her ſweet feature and complexion, a thouſand 


times before La Fraxge's deformed 3 and vows, that he had rather dye: La Hay's ſlave, than 
evet live tobe Ls Frange's Husband. But this folly of his, in the cud, ſhall coft him deer, and - 
ſo lead him to another, far more unnatural , and, «s I may juſtly (ay, damnable: But

By this time the ſly ſubtilty, and ſceming-chaſt behaviour. of Lz. Hiy., hath acted 
wouders in De Salez hcart; ſo as ſhe now hopes conhdently and ſhortly to play her

He at- 
firms, He caunot be more hers in heart, than he is: nor 1, quoth ſhe , leſs yours in luſt, 
than Tam. It is, quoth he, my Love which makes me report ſo much: and, quoth ſhe, 
it is my Fear which makes me affirm no leis. Why , quoth he,, ſhould my Love -procure 
your Fear ? My Fear, quoth ſhe, is wholly cngendred and derived from your Laſt , but not 
trom your Love,. I pray expreſs your (elf, quoth he : ſhe replies, My.Bluſhes may, but my 
Tongue dare not. Quoth he, Did youratic&ion equalize mine , La Hay would accept 
of De Salez, and not refuſe him. Nay , quoth ſhe, did De. Salez know how infinitely 
mine exceeds his, he would not refuſe Ls Hay, but accept of her. Why, quoth he, De Salez 
deſires none but Ls Hay : Nor, quoth ſhe , La Hay any in the World but De Salex. Where- 
upon De Salez. being provoked with his owfi luſt , and: animated. .and encouraged by her 
V6. ſpeeches , he yery joytully ( yet falſly ) flattering himſelf with the conqueſt ot her 


our and conſent, ſhuts the door, and(like a moſt laſcivious and diſſolute Geutleman )takes 
cr in his arms, and fixives to convey her to the Bed , reſolving, there to enrich himſelf 
with more than kiſſes; yea, to reap the fruit of his bealily plealures , and obſcene: and 
brutiſh defires , but his hopes ſhall deceive him; Fox, although La Hay be a Conrteſan in 
heart , yet ſhe will not be ſo in tongue , eſpecially now, where to get her ſelf a rich Hus- 
band, it behoves her wo play her prize in Chaſtity, as if ſhe were' as vertuous as fair , and 
as chaſt as lovely. Wherefore, exclaiming , and ſtorming at this his -laſcivious, attempt 
and enterpriſe , levelled at the deploration and ſhipwrack of her Honoxr , ſhe witha vio- 
lent power, and cnraged violence, unskrews her ſelf forth his Arms, and with a world 
of hypocritical ſighs and tears, flies to his Ponyard , which he had thrown -0n the Table;

But yet, ſhe knowing that his Father Argentier was both rich and eminent, and her own poor, 
and of a far inferior rank the is ſo politick and -ſubtil in the managing of this her affe 10n, 
as ſhe is reſolved to make ſure work, and todo nothing by halts 3 1o as knowing that words 
are but wind, and what De Salez promileth her now,he may either torget or deny to morrow; 
the intends to catch at Opportunitic's fore-lockz and ſo-with a ſweet and ingenuous infinuati- 
on, draws him to give her a Diamond-Ripg in token oft Marriage; and ſhe,in exchange,returns 
him a {mall Gold Bracelet, which (he wore upon her arm next her heart. And yet again, con- 
fidering that his Father would vety difficultly (or never ) be drawn tb conſent to this Match, 
ſhe can give n@ true content to her defires, nor ſatitaction to her feat, before ſhe have united 
and linked him to her, in a more ſtricter and firmer bond of aſſurance; when not only tealt- 
ing,but (as it were.) lurfcitirg him with variety of kifles,ſhe bethinks hex ſelf of a policy as

he vows and (wears, wholly todiſ-inherit him, and from thencetorta never repute'ar eſteem

But De Saltz his fooliſh vanity and vain affe ion 'in himſelf towards his new-contractcd 
Love, Le Hey, is fo great 3\ and confequently his filial obedience ro his Father, ſo (mal! , as 
not withanding this hiswholſome advice and counte], he is fill reſolute and conſtant topre- 
fer La Hay before La Frangez the beauty of the one 5} before the deformity of the other ; his 
own content, before his bather's; and Sexlanges citate and birth, before the great wealth and 
noble extraction of De Clugxy : But this raſhneſs, induſceetion, and ingraticude of his, will 
colt him dear, 

Now if Argentier have perfect intelligence and curious notice of his Son's familiarity with 
that fair yet leud Courteſan Z2 Hzy 3 no leis hath Lz Frange, who, poor ſoul, is o deeply ena- 
mored of De Sal:z, as at the very firltnews and conceit,that another ſhould enjoy him;zand not 
her ſelf, for very grief and ſorrow ſhe ſeems to drown her (e}t in the deluge of her tears. His 
Father is cholerick thereat, ſhe mournful ; he incenled, ſhe aflited ; he enraged, and ſhe per- 
plexed and tormented : his paſſions and anger proceed from ſufpition,that he ſhall ſo ſoon tid 
a Daughter-in-law in Le Hayzher fighs and rears, from tear,that ſhe ſhall £> ſoon loſe her Love, 
though not her Lover, his Son De Salez.

But, although the jealouſic of Capello and Caſtians were very 
careful to watch ahd oblcrve Baretano in Millar; and the zeal and affeftion of Alhemare's, 
fafcly to guard, and (weetly toattend on Clara: in Modens : yet as fire ſuppreſſed, flames forth 
with more violence 3 and Rivers fiopped, overflow with more impetuokity; {odefpight of the 
one*s vigilancy, and the other's jealoutic, though Baretano cannot be ſo happy and bleſſed to 
ride over to Modena, to fee and (alute his Clar4+ yet Love, - which is the retiner of inventions 
and wit, and the poliſher of judgment, cannot yet detain him from viliting her with his Let- 
cers; the which in reſpect of the hard acceſs and difficult paſſage to her, he is enforced toſend 
her by (abtil means and ſecret meſſengers. And the better to overſhadow the curiolicy of his 
Arts, and the Art of hisaftedion herein ; he, among many others, makes uſe of a Fryer and a 
Hermit, for the conveyance of two Letters to Modena, to his Lady 3 which (as fit Agents for 
ſuch amorous employments) they (with more cunning and fidelity, than zeal” and religion ) 
ſafely delivered her, and likewiſe returned him her anſwers thereof. And becauſe the fervency 
of 'their affections and conſtancies,cach to other,are more lively depainted and repreſented in 
theſe 'two, than in any other of their Letters: therefore 1 thought my ſelf in a manner bound 
hereto inſert them, to the end to give the better ſpirit and'grace to their Hiſtory, and the ful- 
ter ſatisfaction and content to the curioſicy of the Reader, ' That which Baretano ſent Clars up-

makg difficult things eaſie, but, which is more, impoſſible things poſſible : for, far thy ſake, what would 1

with him, andif Albemare be reſolute in fighting, no leſs valiant and couragious is Barerano 
for the remembrance of his Clara's ſweet Idea, and freſh delicious beauty, infuſerh ſuch life to 
his valour, and ſach generoſity and animoſity to his courage, as he deals his blows roundly, 
and his thrults freely, making 4/bemare know, that his Rapier is of an excellent temper,

courage to him, and ſo likewiſe behaves himſelf manſully and valiantly, in ſuch fo: ;, ghar 
within leſs than a quarter of an hour, Barctavo hath given him five wounds, and he Baret«no 
three; when the Count of Aſartingue paſling that way in his Coach towards MMilain, andſeeing 
tvo Gentlemen'ſo buſily fighting, he cries out to his Coachman, to gallop away with all ce. 
lerity, and ſo parts them ; when ſeeing them full of blood, ſwear, and dui, baving his Chirar- 
gion (till in his train with him, he out of an honourable courreſie and charity, intreats and ac. 
companies them to the next houſe, where he cauſeth their wounds to be drett and bound up , 
when by their Apparel ſeeing them to be Aſiltaineſes, be is defirous to know their quarrel, and 
proffers his beſt aſliltance to reconcile and make them friends 4 but their hearts are fo great, 
and their malice ſo implacable, as hey both thank the Count for his noble courteſie, But be. 
ſeech him to pardon x gang in obſcuring their names and quarrel; and yetke is ſo noble and 
ay as he willmot ſo leave them, bur feeing them ſhrewdly wounded ( thouzh not 

ie thinks mortally ) he for their greater eaſe and ſafety, cauſeth tiyo of his Gentlemen to 
mount their Horſes, and takes them both up into his Coach with him, and ſo brings chem 
within the Gates of 1Millein, where after they had ſeverally rendred him many chanks for his 
ooxams and Honour, he commends them both to their good Fortunes, and ſo leaves 
them, 

Bayetano and Alhemare heing thus arrived at Millain, they conceal their fightings, and ſo 
keep their Chambers, till they have ſecured their wounds : when Albemare viſits Capello, and 
his Lady Caſtiana, and reports to them the health and duty of their Daughter, as alſo her averſ- 
neſs towards him, and withall ſhes ber Paretaxo's two Letters to her, whereby it is appa- 
rent, that ſhe is ſo wholly his, as he himſelf is ſure never to obtainorenjoy her. Her Facher 
and Mother at the firſt, ſeemgo hang their heads at this news, and che peruſal'of the Le:rers , 


but at laſt, bid him not deſpair, but be couragious, forhe, and only be ſhall betheic Soa-in- 
Y 3 Law. 
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law. But Albimare conſidering, that for the rerm of at leaſt fix Months, be, Camelion-like, 
had only been fed with the air of their vain promiſes ; and that he perfe&tly knew, that Glar, 
only intended to marry Baret ano, and none but him : his love to her was ſo tender and fervent, 
as he cannce conceive the ſhadow of any hope how to obtain her for his wife in this world. be. 
fore he have ſent Baretano to another , when he being conttant in his reſolution thereof to him- 
ſelf becauſe he was reſolute in his confiancy and aff:Rion to C/ira; no Reaſon, no Relizion, 
not his Conſcience, not his Soul, can divert him from this bloody deſign, from this murther- 
ous and therefore damnable projet: Feeding therefore on malice, and boiling with Revenge 
rowards Baretano, he, not as a Gentleman, bur rather, degenerating from the virtue and ho- 
rour of that honourable degree and quality, berhinks himſelf, eicher by Piſtol or Poyſon how 
he may treacherouſly diſpatch him; whereon ruminating and pondering ( 8s Mice and 
Revenge may perchance ſlumber, bur difficultly ſleep ) the Devil, whois never abſent in ſuch 
helliſh ttratagems and occaſions, gives him means ( though by a contrary courſe) how to diſ- 
patch him : For on a diy, deſcending the ſtairs of the Domo, he ſees Pedro'and Leonardo { two 
Souldiers, or rather Braves of the Caſtle of Pavia) paſs by him, with whom he had been for- 
merly acquainted, bur ſo poorly apparelled, as, weighing their bloody humours by their ne. 
cefſuy, he ( in favour of money ) thinks them very fic Agents and 1nframents ro murther and 
make away Baretano; to which end, toplay the PrafFick part, as well as the Theorick, and ſo 
to reduce this his bloody contemplation into ation ; he ſends his man Yalerio after them, and 
prays them to repair to him in the Cloifters of Borromo's Palace, for that he hath a buſineſs to 


© impart them of great importance for their profits. Yaleyio overtakes them, delivers them his 


Maſter's pleaſure ; who netled with this word Profit, they repair ro the Rendevoxz,, and meet 
Alhemare ,, when having refreſhed their acquaintance, and he ſyorn them to ſecreſie, as he was 
a wretched and perfidious Gentleman, acquaints them with his defire, ſome ten days hence to 
have them murcher Se;gmor Baretano in the ſtreet by night, and to give it out, that it was done 
by ſome Spaniards of the Yiceroy's Guard, and that he will give them an hundred Duckatoons 
in hand, and leave them as much more wich his man Yalerwo, which they ſhall receive of him, 
when they have diſpaccht him ; and for his own part, ſome four or five days hence he will away 
for Medena, to caſt the better varniſh and colour that he was innocent thereof, and had no fin- 
ger at all inthe buſineſs. 

Pedro and Leonardo ſeeing that 4/b:mare proffered them Gold, which they ſo much 
wanted and defired, like tivo limbs of the Devils, and as a couple of helliſh Blood- 
Hounds, not only promiſe, but ſwear to him puncually, in all reſpe&s to perform his de- 
fires, and ſo they couch their firſt hundred Duckatoons, which being the pledg and price 
of innocent blood, it will aſſuredly coſt them dear, and draw down vengeance, ruine, and 
confuſion on their heads from Heaven, when they leaſt think or dream thereof. Albemar: 
having ſetled this his bloody and 'mournful buſineſs with Pedro and Leonardo, he is again 
ſolicited by Capefo and Caftians, to return to their Daughter in' Modena , whereunto he wil- 
ſingly conſenterh ; when armed with their Letters to her, wherein they charge her on their 
commands and bleſling, to diſpoſe her felf to affe& and marry him, he within four days de- 
parterh : But having fecretly revealed his fight with Barerans to ſome of Capelto his chiefeſt and 
moſt confident ſervants, they yet love and honour their young Lady Clara ſo well in her ab- 
ſence, as they ſend her the true relation and intell;gence thereof, which is az Xodena a little 
before Albemare, the which _—_ unknown to him, he is no ſooner arrived there, bur he 
ſalutes firſt the Aunt Emc/ia, then her Neece, and his Miſtris Clara, to whom having delivered 
her Parent's Letters, ſhe ſtepping aſide to the window, reads them, and ſo returning to him 
apain, gives him this ſharp and: bitter welcome: fy Father and Mother command me to Ive 
thee ; but how can 1, ſince upon the high-way, thou baſe!y andtreacherouſly artfmpredſt to kill my dear 
Baretano, whom 1 love 4 thouſand times dearer than the whole world? When with tears in her eyes, 
andchoſer in her looks, ſhe very ſuddenly and paſſionately flings from him, whereat Emeliz 
wondreth, and he both ſtorms and prieves; and ſo they berake chemſelves to their Chambers, 
where Albemaye throwing himſelf -on his Bed, faith thus to himſelf, Unkind and cruel Clars, 
if thou take my fighting with Barerano thus tenderly, how wilt thou brook the news of his 
death ? On the other fide, C/ara grieves as much at her Baretafe's ounds, as ſhe rejoyceth 
at his ſafety and recovery ; yea, ſo tender is her affection to him, as ſhe a thouſand times 
wiſhes that che blood he loſt, bad ſirezmed from her own heart. Again, knowing his wounds 
free from danger, ſhe cannot bur ſmile, and delight to ſee his dear and true affeion to her, 
in remembring, that he would not fight for his own ſake, -and yer was ready, yea, and valiant. 
ly hazarded to loſe his life for hers; andin theſe amorous conceits and contewplations, ſhe 
penſively drives away the time, admiring and wondering that all this while ſhe hears nor 
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from her Bar:ta»o; But alas, alas! ſhe ſhall hear too too ſoon of him, though indeed ne. 
ver more from him ; for theſe execrable wretches, Pedro and Leonardo, tome four days 
after Albemarg's departure to Modena, they, according to their promiſe and oath given him, 
like evo moſt bloody and butcherly villains, cruelly aſſaujt and murther this harmleſs 
and innocent young Gentleman Baretano, in the ſtreets of /A1./{ain by night, with no leſs 
than ſeven ſeveral wounds, whereof four were clean thorow his body ; and fo give it out 
( as it was formerly conciuded ) that he was murthered by ſome Spaniards of the Vice-roy's 
Guard; when the ſame nighe they repair to Valerio, acquaint him therewith, receive their 
other hundred Duckatoons, and ſo provide for their ſafecy in the City , but that bloody me.. 
ney, and this crucl murther, will in the end colt them dearer than either they imagine or dream 
of, 
Whiles Milain ratleth wich the news of Parerano's bloody and untimely end, as his own 
friends infinitely lament and grieve, ſo Capello and his wife Caftiana, cannot refrain from rejoy- 
cing thereat, as now aſſuring themſelves, that A/bemare ſhall ſhortly be their Son-in-Law, and 
for Yalerio, he with all poſſible ſpeed, writes away thereof to Modena, to his Maſter, who en- 
rertains this neiys with infinite joy and dele&ttion, and preſently acquaints the Lady Emelia 
therewith , whereac ſhe rejoyceth, and he triumphs ; but chey both reſolve as yet, to conceal ir 
from Clara, becauſe they know ſhe will even diſſolve and melt into tears thereat. But four days 
after are nct fully expired, but her Father and Mother advertize their Daughter Clara, their 
ſiſter Emelia and Albemare thereof, by a Gentleman a ſervant of theirs, whom they purpoſe- 
ly ſend to Mcdexa to bring back Clara and Albemare to Millain But it is for none bur lovers, 
ro conceive or judg, with what extream excels of grief and immoderate ſorrow our poor C/a- 
ra underliands this heart-piercing news of her Bayetano's mcurnful and forrowful death; for 
ſhe is no ſooner advertiſel chereot, but ſhe throws off her attire, tears her hair, and twice fol. 
lowing falls tothe ground ina {wound , ſo as Emelia, Albemare, Adriana, and her Father's Gen- 
tleman, can hardly refetch and keep life in her, but being come againto her ſenſes and ſelf, and 
faintly, opening her cloudy eyesto the beams of the Sun, who enamored of her beauty ( as 
well in pity as love } came to comfort and revive her ; ſhe wringiog her hands, then croiſing 
her arms; and laſtly, looking up towards Heaven, betwixt (ighing and ſpeaking, breaths forth 
theſe mournfall, paſſionate, and affetionate ſpeeches. 

O my Bxetono, my ſyeetand dear Baretano | and ſhall thy wretched Clarg live, thou being 
dead ? When the violence of her affe&ion and ſorrow making her forget her ſelf, and her 
God, ſhe ſecretly unſheaths her-Knif, and then, and there would have Rabbed her ſelf to 
death, had not A/bemare and her Aunt Emelia ſpeedily ſtept to her aſſiſtance,” and prevented 
ber, by wreſting ic from her, when conduQing her to the Garden to take the air, ſhe prays 
Albemare to leave her, and in his abſence often again repeating the name of her dear Bare- 
tan), ſhea thouſand times wiſheth that her life had ranſomed his, vowing that although 
ſhe were a woman, yet if the knew his murtherers, (he would flie to their eyes, and tear our 
their hearts, in meer revenge of chis inhuman and cruel death ; when her ſorrows are ſo 
infinite, and her grief ſo unſupportable, as ſhe cannot long remain in one place, but with. 
draivs her ſelf from the Garden to her Chamber, where her Aunt Emelia carefully accompa. 
nies her, lies with her that nigh to comfort her, who, poor aflited young Lady, neither can 
nor \vill be comforted ; ſo as the next morning, , had not ber Aunt powerfully preyented and 
Ropped her, ſhe had then undoubtedly entered the Nauutry of her oivn name St. Claray and 
in that retired and obſcure life, there ended her days in Afodens, reſolving in true affeRi- 
on and zeal to her dead Barcrano, never 'thence-forth, either to ſee her Parents, or Afiliin; 
but being diverted and comforted by ſome Diyines, and many Ladies of that City, ſhe brook. 
ing her ſorrows as patiently as ſhe may, ( with much ſolicitation ) after ten days, permits her 
ſe f to be conveyed home to Millain, where, although ſhe were cheerfully received, and joy- 
fully entertained of her Father and Mother, yer ſhe likewiſe went neer to have there mew- 
ed her ſelf upa ſpiritual Siſter in the Nunnery of Annunciation ; . bur that again ſhe was pre= 
vented ; whereat grieving, ſhe takes on mourning attire, and vows to wear ita whole year 
for his ſake, when to make her ſelf ( asſhe was ) both a true Lower, and a true Aourner 
rothe memory of her dead Bareteno, ſhe ofcen-rimes ſteals into St. Emphemia's Church, where 
he was buried, and there bedews his Tomb with tears, living ſo penfively, and diſcon. 
ſolately, that although the live in the world, yet it ſe:ms ſhe neither is, nor long will be of che 
world. 

But 2s women are but womer, and as time is a ſovereign remedy for all diſeaſes and ſor. 
rows; ſo about ſome ten months after, the inceſſant importunity of her Father and Mother, 


and the continual tender reſpe& and obſgrvant courtelie of Albemare towards her, _ her 
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ſomewhat negle&t and forget the mgmory of Bayerano, and now tolook on him with a more 
pleaſing and favourable eye, than before. But here ( again ) a conſideration makes her affe&tion 
die towards Albemare, a!molt as ſoon as it begins to live. For why ( quoth ſhe ) ſhould ſhe affe& 
or love him, who at St. Remy gave her Baretano three ſeveral wounds? But then love again ſteps 
in, and thus pleads with her for Albemare ; That he received five wounds, and gave Barttan 
but three, which made him loſe far more bloo4 than Barerano; and yer that this attempt of his 
was only occaſioned through bis affe&ion to her, and only for her ſake, as loving her dearer 
than his own life ; which again gave her thoughts ſach ſatisfaction, as weighed down and 
vanquiſhed, as well by the Power and Prayers of her Parents, as alfo by the endleſs fighs, ler. 
ters and preſents of 4/bemare. The year is no ſooner expired, and her mourning weeds and ar. 
tire done away, bur to their owrihearts content, and the unſpeakable joy of their Parents, they 
in Millain ( with great Pomp and Bravery ) are very ſolemnly married. But this marriage of 
theirs ſhall not prove ſo proſperous as they expect and hope, for God in his all-ſeeing Provi. 
dence, hath decreed co diſturb the cranquillity and ſerenity thereof, and to make them feel che 
ſharp and birter ſhowers of afflition and miſery, which briefly doth thus ſurprize and befall 
chem, : 

Albemarye and Clara have hardly been married together a year and quarter, but his hot love 
begins to wax cold and frozen to her, yea, a'beit ſhe affeted him truly and tenderly, yet he 
continually negleRing her, and no longer delighting in the ſweetneſs of her youth, and the 
freſhneſs of her beauty, his luſtful eyes and thoughts carry his laſcivious ſeif abroad among 
Curezans, when they ſhould be fixed on her, and reſident at home with his chaſt and fair Lady, 
ſo as his infidelity proving her grief and corments, and his vanity and ingratitude, her unſpeak- 
able affliction and vexarian ; ſhe with infinice ſighs and tears repents her matching him, and 
a thouſand times wiſhes ſhe had been ſo happy and bleſſed to have died Barerano's Martyr, and 
not ſo unfortunate and accurſed to live to ſee her ſeit Albemare's Wife , and yet were there any 
hope of his reformation, ſhe ſhould theh pre{x bounds to her calamities and ſorrows ; bur ſee.. 
ing chat his vices grew with his age, and that every day he became m6re vicious and yhkind 
to her than other her hopes are now wholly turned into deſpair, her mirch into mourning ; 
yea, her inward diſcontents ſo apparently bewray themſelves in her outward ſorrowful com. 
plexion and countenance, that the Roles of her cheeks are metamorphoſed into Lillies, and 
her heart ſo wholly taken up with anguiſh, and (urprized with ſorrow, as ſhe wiſheth that her 
bed were her grave, and her ſelf in Heaven wich God ; hecaule ſhe could find no comfort here 
on Earth with her Husband : but beyond her expeRation, God is providing to redreſs her 
grief, and to remedy her afflictions by a very range and unlooked.for Accident, 

The Providence and 7 »ſtice of God doth now again referch b!oody- Pedro, to at another part 
upon the Srage and Thearye of this Hiſtory ; for having ſpent that money lewdly, which he be- 
fore got damnably of A/bema:z, his wants are ſogreart, and his neceflity ſo urgent, as having 
played the murtherer before, he makes no conſcience nor ſcruple now to play the thief, and fo 
by night breaks into a Jeweller's ſhop, named Seignior Fiamara, dwelling in the great place be. 
fore'the Domo, and there carries away from him a ſmall Trunk or Casket, wherem were ſome 
uncut Saphy+s and Emralds, with ſome Yenice cryſtal pendants for Ladies to wear in their ears, 
and other rich commodities ; but Fiamats lying over his ſhop, and hearing it, and locking his 
door to him for fear of having his throat cut,, gives out the cry and alarm forth the wjndow, 
which ringing into the ſtreets, makes ſeme of the Neighbours, and alſo the watch approach and 
aſſemble; where finding P:drs running with a Casket under his arm he is preſently hem'd in, 
apprehended and impriſoned, and the Casket rook from him, and again reſtored to Fiamara , 
when knowing that he ſhall die for this robbery, as a juſt puniſhment and judgment of God, 
now [ent him for formerly mucthering of Baretaxo, he having no other hope to eſcape death, 
but by the means df Alh.mar: , he ſends early the next morning for his man Valerio, ro come 
to the priſon to him ; whom, he bids to tell his Maſter 4/bemare from him, thac'being ſure to be 
condemned for this robbery of his, if he procure him not his pardon, he will not charge his 
ſoul any longer with the murther of Barerano, but will on the Ladder reveal, howit was he 
who hired himſelf and'Leonar do to pertorm it, Yalerio reporting this to his Maſter, it affrights 
his thoughts, and terrifies his conſcience and courage, to ſee himſelf reduced co this miſery, 
that no leſs than his |ife muſt now ſtand to the mercy of this wretched 'Varlet Pedro's tongue. 
Bur knowing it impoſſible to obtain a pardon for him, and therefore high cime to provide for 
his own ſafery, by ſtopping of Pe4rs's mouth , he reſolves to heave Ofſa upon Pelion, or to add 
murther ro murther, ard now to poyſon him in Priſon, whom he had formerly cauſed to 
murther Bayerano in the (ireet, tothe end he might tell no cales on the Ladder, thinkiog ir no 
ingratitude or ſn, but rather a juſt reward and recompence for his tormer bloody ſervice, ſo 
tofeed Pedro with faiſe hopes, thereby to charm his tongue to ſilence, and to lull his malice 
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aſleep, be ſpeedily recurns /. /erio to priforito him, who bids him fear nothing, for that his Ma» 
ter had vowed to get him his pardon, as he ſhall more effetu2lly hear from him that nighr; 
whereat Pedro rejoyceth and triumphech. telling /alerio, that his Maſter 4/bemare, is the moſt 

enerous and braveſt Ceva'ier of Lombardy. But to nip his joys in their untimely bloſſoms, and 
to diſturb the harmony of his falſe concenr, that very day, as {.,0n as he had dined, he is tryed 
and arraigned before his Judges 3 and being apparently convicted and found guilty of chis rob. 
dery, he is by therh adjudged co be hanged the next morn, at a Gibbet, purpoely to be ereged 
before Fiamats's houſe, where he commicred his deliRt and crime : which juſt ſentence, not on- 
ly makes bs joy ſtrike ſail ro ſorro.y, bur alſo his pride and hopes ler ta'l their [/Neacock's 
Pſumes to hunftlity and fear ; bur his only trutt and comfort; yea, his Litt hopes and refape, is 
in Albem ure, who hearing him to be condemned to be executed the next morning, he isenforced 
co play his bloody Prize chat night, and fo in the evening ſends Valerig to pri{un t» him, with 
a Capon, and two Fiaſcoes ( or Buttles ) of Wine for him :o make merry, informing him thac 
he hath ubtained his Pardon, and that it is written, and wants notbing-but the Yice "oys fignto 
it, Which he ſhall have ro morrow at break of day. Bur the Wine of one of ti:e Battles, was in» 
cermixed with ſtrong and deadly poylon, which was ſo cunningly tempered, as it carcyed no 
diſtaliful; buc a pleaiing reliſh, co the palare. YVaerio like an execrable villain, proving as true a 
ſervant to bis Matter, as rebellious and falle to his God, puntuaily performs this fearful and 
mournful buſmeſs; and having made Pedro twice drunk, firſt wiilt tys good news, and-then 
with his poyſoned Wine, he takes leave of him that night, and commiring bim to his relt, pro» 
miſeth co be iyith bim very early in che morning with his Pardun. When this miſerable and 
beaſtly profane iwreech, new@ thinking of his danger, or death , of God, or his Soul ; of Hea. 
ven, or Hell, berakes bimſelf to his bed, where the poyſon ſpreading ore his vical parts, ſoon 
bereaves him of bis breath, ſending his ſoul from this life and worl-' to arother. 

Now the nexe-morning very-early, asthe Gaoler came to his Chamber, to bid him prepare 
to his execution, he finds him dead and cold, in his bed ;, and thus was the miſerable end of this 


day hanged by che heels io his ſhirt, ar his aypointed place of execution, becauſe his Judges 
deemed thar he had cruelly poyſoned and made away himſelf. And now doth Albemare again 
rejoyce and triumph, ro ſee he hach ayoided that dangerous ſhelf 4nd rock where6n' he was 
very likely co have ſuffered ſhipwrack, yea, and now he this himſelf ſo abſolutely, ſafe and 
ſecure, as he holds it impoſſible, that either his murthering of Barct+no, or his poyfoning of 
Pedro, can any way reflet on him, or henceforth produce him any farther ſtorms or a ; 
but his hopes and joys will deceive him; for God, wh- is the infallible revenger of innocene 
blood will noc ſo leave bim, bur ere 'ong when he leaſt thinks or dreams thereof, not only in 
- providence det=& theſe his foul crimes, but in his Juſtice ſeverely puniſh chem ; and the 

eaders curioſity ſhall not gofar to ſee it , for astoa gu.['y Conſcience, its the pleaſure of the 
Lord, that one miſery betall him in the neck and nick of the other, 10 4lbewmare is no ſooner 
freed of Pedro in AMillain, but behold he is afreſh intangled and aſſaulted with Leanardo ( his 
other hired murtherer } in Pavia, who having there prodigally rioted away his hundred Duc- 
karoons, and alfp run himſelf far in debr,, his Creditors joyn together, and ſoclap him priſoner, 
where having no other hope for his freedom and liberty, bur to rely on Albemare, he writes 
him a Letter co Milaing wherein he g-quaints him with his poverty and miſery, and prays him 
( for the obtaining of his lþerry) eicher co lend or give him fifry Duckatoons , Albemare receives 
this Lecter, but forgetcing his former ſervice ; as alſo thinking it only a ferch of Leoyzrdo, to 
ferch him over for ſo many Duckatoons , as God would baveit, he very iaconſiderately burns 
this his Letter, and anſverech it with ſilence , but he ſhall repent when it will be too late, and 
out of his power co remedy this his ingratitude and indiſcretion. 

Leonardo having at leatt fifteen days expeRed an anſyer from Albemare, and receiving none, 
he is extreamly incenſed and enraged to ſce himſelf rhus (lighted and forgotren of him, whea 
exaſperated by his miſery, -and animated by his extream poverty and indigeace, in that he is now 
inforced to ſell away his apparel, and ſo ro uncloath his back, thereby to feed his belly, he in- 
trends ng more to requeſt and pray him, but now reſolves to touch him to the quick, the which he 
dah intheſe few Jines which he ſends him to Alain by a meſſenger of purpoſe.

ter upon a, Cupboard near hs Maſter's ſtudy, that it might be apparent to his eye when be came 
in, and ſo departs. | 

Buthere the mercy and providence of God invite the Chr1ſt;an Reader to admire and wonder 
atthe ſtrange diſcovery and dereRion of this Letter ; for as A/Mmare ( more for fport than 
charity ) kept a Man-fool of ſome fourty years 0'd in his houſe, who inc{eed was ſo naturally 
peeviſh, as not Milian, hardly 1raly could match him. for imp icity- lt fo chanced, that this 
harmleſs fool gat into the room after Valerie, and ſaw him put upthis Letter on the Cup-bonrd ; 
Now, as Chiidren and Fools may in ſome ſort be termed Couſin: German to Apes 3 ſo, as ſoon 
as Valerio was departed, this Fool ( no doubt led wholly by the dire&tion-and finger of 'God, ra- 
ther than by his own proper igrorance and ſimplicity ) gets into the Chamber, ant raking a 
ſtool to afcend the Cupboard, he brings a-vay the Lecter, which both in the Hall and Yard he 
toſſes and dandles in his hand, as if this new found play gave delight ond content to his extra. 
vagant and ſimple thoughts ; when, behold our ſweer and virtuous C{4-4 coming from St. Am- 
broſe Church,where ſhe had been to hear /7/per's and ſeeing a fair Letter falt ſealed in the Fool's 
hand ; ſhe enquires of him from whence he had it 2 who finging agd hopping, and ſtill playing 
with the Letter, ſhe could get no other anſver from him, but, That it was bis Letter, and that 
Golhbad ſent it him, God had ſent it him; which ſpeeches of his he ofren redoubled. When 
Clara weighing his words, and conſidering out of whoſe mouth they came, her heart inſtantly

found ſilence, ſhe bandying and evaporating many volleys of far. fechr ſighs into the air, com. 
manding Adrian forth, and the door being ſhur, with the two extremities of paſſion and ſorrow 
ſhe alone utters cheſe mournſul ſpeeches to her ſelf. ; 

And ſhajl C/ara live to underſtind, that her Bareravo was murthered for her ſake, and by 
her unfortunite Husband Albemare ? and ſhall ſhe any more lie in-bed with him, 'who fo inhu.. 
manly hath{ain him inhis untimely and bloody Grave * And Clara, Cla-a, wilt thou prove 
ſo ungratefull to his memory, and to the tender affeion he bore thee, as ovt co lament, not 
ſeek to revenye this his diſaſtrous and cruel end ? Whgn again, her tears intercupting her 
words, and her fighsher tears ; ſhe entring into a furcher confairacion with ber chouzhis and 
conſcience, her heart and ber ſoul, at laſt continues her ſpeech in this manner : O, but unfor. 
nate arid wretched Clara, what ſpeakeſt thou of Revenge * for conſider with thy ſelf,. yea, for. 
get not to.confider, Baretano was but thy friend, Albemart is thy Husband the firſt loved chee 
in hope to'rarky thee; burchou 2rt married to the ſecond; and therefore thou muſt love him |

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and although his ingratitude and infidelity towards thee,make hini tinworthy of thyaſſeaion, 


yet ye two are but one fleſh ; and therefore confider , that Malice is a bad Advocate; and re- 
venge a worſe Judg, But here again remetnbring what 4 foul and' odious critne Murthet was 
in the ſight of the Lord, that thediſcovety thereof intmitely tended to his glory and hdhour; 
and that the poor Fool was doubtlets infpired from Heaven, to affirm thatGod ſent the Letter; 
ſhe knows that her bonds ot Conſcience to her Saviont,muſi exceed and give a Law to thoſe 
of ' her duty towards her Husband : and'thercefore prefetring Heave before Earth , and God 
before her Husband,ſhe immediately calls for hex Coach and goes dircAly to Barttano's Uncle, 
Seignior. Giovan de Mantefiore , and with lighs and tears ſhews him the Letter, who formerly, 
though in vain, had moſt curiouſly and exaatly hunted to diſcover the Murtherers of his Ne- 
hew. -Montefiore firſt reads the Letter with tears, then with joy 3+ard then turning towards

ing then found in bed with Marian, one of the moſt famous Beauties and reputed Curtefans 
of Millan : He, both aſtoniſhed and amazed by the juſt Judgments of God, is drawn from his 
beaſtly pleaſures and adulteries, to prifon z- where being charged to have hired Pedro and Leo- 
nardo to have murthered'Baretano, he ftontly denics it But Leonardo's Letter being read him, 


and he thereon adjudged to the Rack; his Soul and Conſcience ringing hin! many thundring 


Peals of terror, he there at large confeſſeth it z when for this foul and bloody tact of his, he 
the ſame afternoon is condemned to'be hanged the next morning , at the cormmon- place of 
Execution, which adminiſtreth matrer of talk and' admiration thorowout all Milan , when 
Serjeants are likewiſe ſent away to Pavia, to bring Leonardo to Millan, who not fo muchas 
once dream'd or thought that ever this his Letter would have produced him this danger and 
miſery. | 

And now Albemare advertiſed of the manner how this Letter of Leonardo's was brought to 
light ( without looking up to Heaven, from whence this vengeatice juſtly befell' him tor his 
fins ) he curfed the cruelty of his Wite, the ſimplicity of the Fool, but moſt bitterly exclajms 
againſt thercmiſneſs and careleſneſs of his ſervant Valerio, in not retaining and kecping that 
Letter, which is the ouly cauſe of his'death:; yea, he is fo far tranſported with choler againft 
him, as although he hath but a few hours to live, yet he vows he will aſſuredly cry quittance 
with him crc he dye. 

- Now the charity of his Judges, ſend him Divines that night in Priſon, to prepare and clear 
his Conſcience, and to confirm and fortifie his Soul againſt the morn, -in his laſt confi with 
the world, and her flight and tranſmigration to Heaven; who powerfully and religioully -ad- 
moniſhing him, that it he have committed any other notorious offence or crime, he ſhould 
now do well to reveal it.

give if him ; that he was as guilty of his muxther, as innacent of Baxeteno's; yea,or of the

for theſe their bloody crimes, be is banged, and ſhe burnt alive. , 


OW falſly, nay, how impiouſly do we term our ſelves Chriſtians , when under that: glo» 
rious. and ſancified Title,we (eek to prophane and deface the glory of Chriſt, in cruclly 
murthering our Brethren his Members ? -Efte&ts, not of- zeal, but of rage, not of piety, but of 
madneſs; invented by the Devil,and perpetrated by none but-by his Agents: lamentable effects! 
yea, 1 ſay, bloody and infernal crimes , which ſiill ruin-choſe who contrive,, and confound 
thoſe who finiſh them. For, let us but laok from Earth to Heaven, from Satan to God; from

Now during the time that the vain carriage arid deportment of this old Gentlewoman and 
Widow, La Vaſſelay, made her ſelf the laughter ard by-word of all Mans, home comes a 
young Gentleman of this Countrey of - Main, termed Monfiexr De Merſon , from his travel in 
Italy, whoſe Father dwelt betwixt LaVall and Gravelle, termed Monſiewr De Manfrelle , being a 
Gentleman well deſcended; an&zich; and to whom'De Merfon was ſecond fon , who in a year's 
abſence in lraly, being purpoſely ſent thither by his Father, to enrich his experience and capa- 
city:(which is the true cfſence and glory ofa Traveller,thereby to be the more'capable to ſerve 
hisPrince and Countrey, as alfoto bea comfort to his age , anda ſecond prop to his Houſe 
and Linage ;he had-made ſuch poor and unprofitable ule of his travels, as Forgerting the ob- 
taining of the Languagg, and all generous exerciſes, perteQions, ' and qualities, ( fo requiſite 
and graceful in Gentlemen) he delighted in nothing fo much, nay, in nothing elſe, but to paſs 
histime with Curtiſans and Strumpers, eſpecially in Venice, Rome, and Naples ; where, for their 
fakes; and his laſcivious pleaſures, he built up the greateſt part of his Refidence;- where he fo 
prodigally ſpent and exceeded his Father's exhibition, as he rggurns into France, not loaden 
with#ertes and:Experience, but with Vices and Debts; being otherwife ignorant in all things 
Which'he ſhould know, and knowirg/nothing bur that wherein he ſhould be ignorant. Only

Again, to add more ſorrows to his grief, and more diſcontent to his ſorrows: for the vanity 
and levity of this his Son, every week, nay, almoſt every day, brings him in new Bills of his 
debts;and a third falling in upon the neck of tirſt and ſecoud,and a fourth on the third; which 
being greater than his cliate, or at leaſt his plealure would permit him to pay, he takes his Sox 
De Merſon afide, and very ſharply checks him for his old and new prodigalicics, vows that he . 
will neither (ell nor mortgage his Lands, to diſcharge his tooliſh debts; and therefore he bids 
him look to ſatishic them, for chat he is fully refolv:d-not to (ee, much cls to ſpeak: with any 
of his Creditors, how great or ſmall ſoever the fummes b2 he ows them. This cooling-Card 
of Manfreclle*'s, makes his Son De Merſon not only bite his lips tor ſorrow, but hang his head tar 
* anger and vexation yea, his folly doth fo eclipſe and over-veil his judgment hercin,as initcad 
of- making good uſc hereof , he rakes a contrary reſolution , and (o relolves to embrace and 
follow the wortt : for, whereas he ſhould have made his pride and prodigality (irike fail, and 
now rather feek to re-integrate himſelf into his Father's tavours, than any way futurely to 
incenſe or exa{perate him againſt him; he only taking counſel of his Youth, Pathons, and Cho- 
* ler, ( which as talſe and-treacherous guides, molt commonly lead us to miſery and repentance) 
again precipitates and ingulphs himfelf afreſh in uew debts, both with his Vſzrer, Mercer, and 
Taylor ;, and, no longer able to digeſt his Father's checks and frowns, he very inconhderatcly 
and raſhly packs up his baggage, leaves his houle, rides tv Mans, and there reſolves to pats his

either publick or private, bat till De Merſor made one 3 and there was not a reputed: Beau- 
ty, or ſuppoſed courteous Lady in Mans, or thereabouts, but ſuch was his vanity, as he 
ſoon wrought and mfinuated himſelf into her acquaintance and familiarityz the which he 
made not only his delight , but his glory. And although that in a ſmall time ,- the wiſer

Atid of this rank and nutnber was our old Widow, LzVaſſclay ; who having many times 
heard*of De Merſon's fame and comely perſonage; and feen him once at a Sermon, andtwice

no way but death for him,and the hideous image thereof apparently betore his cyes, the ſpirit 
of God doth ſo operate with his ſinful ſoul,as he there conteſſeth how his wicked wife Ls Vaſ- 
ſelay, had cauſed him to murther his Maſter De Merſon, whom he ſhot to death with his Piſtol; 
that ſhe firſt ſeduced him with athouſand Crowns to perform it, which he refuſed 3 but then 
her con(ent to marry him,made him not ouly attempt,but finiſh that bloody buſineſs, where- 
of now from his very heart and ſoul he repented himſelf, and beſeeched the Lord to forgive 
it him. 

And here, before the Reader*s curioſity carry him further, let me, in the Name and fear of - 
God, both requeſt aud conjure him to ſtand 2mazed and wonder with me at his Sacred Pro- 
videuce, and inſcrutable wiſdom and judgment, which moſt miraculouſly concurrs and ſhines 
in this accident, and eſp<gally iu thrice efſential and moſt apparent circumſtances thereof 
For, it was on the very tam? Horſe, the ſame day twelve-month, and in the very ſame wood 
' andplace, where this exccrable wretch, Villerte, formerly murthered his Maſtcr De Merſon.Fa- 
mous and notorious circumſtances, which deſerve to be obſerved and remarked by all the 
Chi:dren of God, yea, and to be imprinted and engraven in their hearts and memories, there- 
by to deter us from the like Crimes of Murther. 

Now theſe honeſt Merchants of Lavel and Vittry, ( as much in charity to La Villerte's life, as 
in exeeration of that confeſſed Murther of his Maſter De Merſon ) convey him to an Inn in 
St .Gcorges, when expeRing every minute that he would dic in their hands,thcy (end away poſt

che content of a world of people of that City , who,as much. abhor the enortuity of chek: 
their bloody crimes, as they rejoice and gloritic God for this their not {o (everc as deſervey

As for LaVilette, he (like an impious Chriſtian ) ſaid little elſe but that which he had for- 
merly ſpoken and delivered in the wood, at the receiving of his fall; only he (aid, that he had 
well hoped, that his great wealth which he had with Ls Vaſſelay, would kawe ſheltred and pre- 
terv'd him from this infamous death,for murthering her Husbaud,and his Maſier:De Merſox. 
But as for this bloody Beldame, and wretched old 'Fury , La Vaffelay , ſhe was contont to 
grieve at Gratians's death, though not to lament or pity thar of her Husband De Merſon;yea, 
and although ſhe ſeemed to blame her jealouſic towards her,.yet her age was 1o. wretchedly 
inſtructed in impiety,as ſhe could not find in her heart either co makean Apology,or any way 
to ſeem repentant tor her inhuman cruelty cowards him : for, as ſhe demanded ;pardonof De 
Bremay for poyloning his Daughter; ſo ſhe ſpake not a word tending that way,to Manfrelle,for 
cauſing his Son to be, piſtoll'd : only,-in particular terms, ſhe requeſted God to forgive the 
vanity of her youth; and, in general ones, the World to forget the offences and crimes ot her 
age 3 and fo conjuring all old Widows and Wives to beware by her mournful and cxecrable 
example ; her flames and prayers made expiation for the offeace of her body.; 'and her ſoul 
mounted and fled to HeaveF'to crave remiſſion and pardon of.

and damnable murther to Time, and to God the Author and Giver of Time, Alcaſero cauſeth

And that we may 
not ſeem extravagant inthe narratjon and unfolding of this Hiftory,fly we from Orrentoto Ns. 
up yan leave we the faral and woful Tragedy of Fide/ia, to ſpeak a little of the Baron of Carpi 

Lover, who bath yet a great parc to act upon the Theatre of this Hiſtory. 

He hath no ſooner received F1dvjig's Letter by his Lacquy, but he much wanders and grieves 
at the contents thereof : he ſecs her cold in her affeion rowards bim, avd hot in deſpair to her 
ſelf,avd thinks, that as it is in ber power to rejoyce him with her affeRion, ſo it nidy be in his to 
comfort her with bis preſence, : bur ber requeſt and his conſcience inform bim, that ir is yet too 
ſoon to leave Naples to ſee Orranto; and yet that be may not fajl in the complement and duty of 
a Lqverbe reſolves to viſit her by Letter,though not in perſon;and ſo writes ber theſe few lines.

WE re thy requeſt #et my Law, 1 wonld ſee Fidelia to comfort her,and comfort my ſelf to ſee her + 
But fith I muſt be ſo unfortunate, 45 in one Letter to receive to different ſorrows, my refuſal, 
and thy deſpair, Wbat remedy (or Antidote) can 1 more aptly adminiſter, than Patience tothe prſt,and 
Prayer to the ſecond. If thou weigh matters aright, 1 have more occaſion of ſorrow than thy ſelf, and 
yet 4 am ſo far from deſpairing,as I hope Time wall give thee conſolation and me content. Endeavonr to 
lars thy ſelf, and not to hate me ; ſo ſhalt thou draVW felicity out of afflition, and I ſerwrity ont of 
w.] bope thy Brother will not fallow thy Fathers ftepr,bus aff. tion to thee, ſhall be mine to himſelf. 

Lis bby ſecond Letter give me haif ſa mnch joy, as thy firſt did grief, and I ſhall then triumph at my 
good fortune 4s much as 1 now lament and pity thine, and in that mine own,

He ſends this Letter of his to Otranto,by his Lacquy Fieſco,who carried his firſt ; but he muſt 
go into another world, if he mean to deliver it to Fide/ia - He comes to Orrantogand repairs to 
Captain Benevente's houſe; whereas be is walking in the ſecond Court,Alcaſers being very ſolita- 

and penſive at a window, leaning bis head ov his hand,and deeply and (eriouſly thinking what 
two fatal diſaſters were befallen his bcuſe,as the loſs of his Father and Siſter,he by chance eſpies 
this Lacquy Fe/co ; at whoſe ſight his heart bears, and bis blood very ſuddenly flaſherh up in bis 
face ; be exceedingly wonders hereat, and attributing every extraordinary motion in himſelf, as 
ſep or degree to the diſcovery of his Father's marther,wbereon his thoughts were always fixed, 
_ could never be withdrawn, he ſends a Gentleman of his, named Plantinus, to erqu re whoſe 
Lacquy it was,and what waz his bulineſs. Plantines deſcends and examinerh him, bur ke is cloſe 
and will reveal nothing. He intreats him to enter and taſte the Wine, which he doth ; when in- 
gaping, and leaving bim in the Cel.ar, he trips upto bis Maſter, and acquaints him with his an= 
ſwer, adding withal, that ſome fifteen days, fince he ſaw him here before. Alcaſero commands 
this Lacquy to be brought before him, be examines him, bur he will nog diſcover himſelf, he 
threatens him with the whip, and impriſonment, bur he cannot prevail, le is a virtue in a ſervant 
toconecal his Maſter's ſecrets, Alcaſers is angry at his filence and fidelity,yet commends him ; 
he bethinks bimſelf of another courle and ſubrilty, as weil knowing ei at fair words may obtain 
Shat which threats cannct;be prays him to dine with his ſervants,and enjoyneth Plantioas to bring 
him to him in the Garden afier dinner,the which he doth. Alcaſero takes him apart, and tels him, 
that ſome fifteen days paſt he ſai him here : Fieſco anſwereth him with filence. Alcaſero finds 
much perturbation 1n his heart, and diſtraction in his looks and ſpeech , he thinks this boy can 
reveal ſomething which he ought to know, and therefore thinks to ſurprize him with a filver 
hook ; he proffers him twenty Duckets, and lays it down before him, to diſcover himſelf and 
his buſineſs, 

Gold is, but ought not to be a powerful bait to indiſcretion and poverty. It is a ſma!! point] 
of ſmall wiſdom in Nob/emen tro commit ſecrets of importance to thoſe who have roo much; 
folly, and too little judgment to.conceal them. The ſight of this Gold doth not only dazle! 
Fieſco's eyes, but eclipſe his fidelity ; ſo he holds it no fin towards God, nor treachery towards 
his Maſter to reveal it ; but takes it, and informs him that he is the Baron of Carpi his Lacquy, 
who ſent bim from VN ples thicher, with a Letter from him to the Lady Fidelia his filter. Alca- 
ſero grows pale hereat, and is very-curious and haſty to ſee the Letter : Fieſcodelivers it him, 
who ſteps aſtde, and reads it, whereon he plucks bis hat down his fore-head, and fo an 
three or four paces, readsit ore again. He is perplexed to know as much as he ſees,and griev 
not to {ce and find as much as hedefireth ro know. He now confirms his former ſufpicion of

Alcaſero withdraws himſelf from the Gaxdev to his C loſer, "und there again peruſerh'this eel 
ter of Carps's; he finds it full of ſuſpition and atnbiguiries, andperceives it hath a,relatioh ro for 
mer Letters; yea,there isa myſtery in this Letter,the which he muft unlock and find our Cre he 
be ſatisfied ; for although Carp; be ſquint-ey'd, yet he fears he hath looked too right onhis Fa- 
ther. He files to Fidelia's Cloſet, Trunk and Casket, and finds a former Letter of Carpi's to her: 
arid the Copy of one of hers to him ; and the, perulal of thtfe'rywo Letrers are ſo far from dimi- 
viſhing his ſuſpicion,as it doth augment and encreaſe it; for now he ag; Are that 5 
and his Sier Fidelia have jointly had a great hand in his Fathers murther,” But all chis while he 
doth not otice ſo much as ſuſpe& or imagin that bis other Siſter C2/-fina bath played any part 
in this Tragedy: but Time is the daughtcr of. Trath,as Trath is that of Heaven. In the morn he cals 
for Fieſco,to whom he gave this farewel;T:/! the Baron of Carpi thy Maſter, that my Siſter Fidelia 
is in another World,and not in this,and thit ſhortly. 1 reſolve to ſee him at Naples, and that in the in- 
terim 1 will reſerve his Letter. Firſco departs, but knows he hath'ſo highly betrayed and wrong; 
ed his Maſter, as he dares not ſee him, and fo ſhews bim a fair pair of heels. Such Lacquies far 
betcer deſetve a halter thana Livery. Carp; wonders at bis Lacquys long ſtay ; in which meay 
time Alcaſero comes to Naples,where he is yet irreſolute, wherher to accufe Cayp: by order and 
courſe of Laiy, or to fight with him ; but he reſolves to do both , and that if the Law will not 
right him for the murther of his Father, his ſword ſhall. He goes to the Criminal Fadger, and 
with much paſſion and ſorrow accuſerh the Baron of Carpi for murthering of the Captain Ze. 
nevente his Father;and for proof hereof, producerh his two Letters to his Silter F:de/ia, and the 
Copy of one of bers to him, Whereupon che Judges grant power to apprehend Carp! , ſo heis 
taken and conſtituted priſoner; and now he hath leiſure to think on the baſeneſs and foulneſs of 
his fat. Bur he is ſo far from dejeRing himſelf co ſorrow, or addicting himſelf to repentance, us 
he puts a brazen face on his looks and ſpeeches,and ſo peremptoriy intends and reſolves to deny 
all. Had he had more grace,or leſs impiety, he would have made better uſe of this his impriſon- 
ment, #nd have ſhewn himſelf at leſt humble, if not ſorrowful for his offence and crime. But he 
holds it wiſdom in greateſt dangers to ſhew molt courage and reſoſution, and ſo makes himſelf 
fit to grapple and encounter with all accidents and occurrences whatſoever. 

Men may palliate their fins, but Ged will find them out,and diſplay them in their naked colors; 
'Alcaſero is an importunate ſoliciror rs his Judges,to draw and haſten on Carpi his arraignment : 
Bur they (reſembling themſelves) proceed therein modeſtly and gravely : they conſult and con- 
ſider the three Letters; they find conjeRural ſentences enough to accuſe, but no ſolid proof to 
condemn him, they hold, that their opiniovs ought not to be ſwayed with the wind of every 
preſumption,and that it is not fir ſo trivially to ſet the life of a man at ſix and ſeven. Beſides, m 
they approve of Alcaſero his affection to his father, ſo they diſlike of his impetuoſity and vehe. 
mency towards Carpi. They all reſolve to lay the Sword of J»fice in the balance of Equity ; 
and then ordain, that Carpi ſhall berackt, to ſee whether they can draw more light from his 
rongue,than from his pen. But he endures theſe his cortures and torments with wonderful con- 
ſRancy,and ſill denies all. Had his cauſe been more religious and humane,and not ſo bloody, this 
fortitude znd courage of his had been as praiſe-worthy, as now it is odious and execrable. The 
Court by ſentence (pronounced in open Sexare) acquit and clear Carp of this murther, wherkt 
Alcaſers exceedingly repines and murmurs. 

It is not enough that Carpi hath now eſcaped this danger , for Alcaſero remains ill conſtant in 
bis conceit, that he is the murtherer of his Father, and therefore vows and reſolves to fight with 
him : He lets paſs ſome fix weeks time,till he be ſound of his limbs,and then reſolves to ſend him 
a challenge. Had Carpi been innocent, it had been more honourable and requiſite, that he had 
challenged Alcaſero,than Alcaſero him; but his cauſe being unjuſt, and his conſcience fearful ; he 
dares notrunthe hazard, to be deſirous or ambitious to fight with Alcaſers ; which if he had at» 
rempted, Alcaſcrs will ancicipate and prevent him ; who making P/antinws his ſecond, he outof 
the aſhes of his ſorro'y, and the fire of his revenge, ſends him to Carp; with this Billet of Defi- 
ance. |

Whiles the Baron of C arpi is eriumphing to ſee how he hath bleared the eyes of his Judges,and 
ſo freed bimſelf from the fears and danger of death, behold, Plaxtinzs finds him our, and deli- 
vers him A{caſero his Challenge. He takes it,aod with a variable countenance reads it, whereat 
be finds a reluRation and combat, not only in his thoughts, but his Conſcience, whether he 
ſhould acceptor refuſe ir. His Honowr bids bimdo the firſt ;bur his Conſcience wils him to. per- 
form the ſecond; 7t were better to be born a Clown than a Coward. Belides if be ſhould refule to 
fight with Alcaſero, he upon the matter makes himſelf guilcy of the Captain bis Fathers death. 
He knows he hath an unjuſt cauſe iv hand, but'be prefers his Honor before bis. Life ; when ſet- 
ting a gocd tace upon his reſolution, he addrefleth himſelf ro Plantinw, thus, 

Sir, preſume you know this buſineſs. for I take you to be Alcalero's Second. He hath (replied Plan- 
tune) dowe me the hononr to make cboice of me, inflead of a mare worthy. W. {(quoth the Baron of 
Carps ) tell thy Maſter from me, T hat although 1 beve not deſerved his mal ce, yet that T accept his 
thallenge,and will perform it,only 1 muſt fight ſingle, becauſe 1 am at preſent unprovided of a Second. 
Flantinus (as full of Valour as Fidelity ) prays him,7 ha: he, m1y not ſee *M hopes and defsres fru» 
ſtrated, but that be may enjoy part of the feaft. But Car); gives bim this anſwer,which he bids bim 
cake for bis laſt reſolution ; 7 hat be will hazard himſelf, but wt his friend. So Plantingr returns 
with joy to his maſter, and diſcontent to himſelf ; when nothing proving of power to quench 
the fire of theſe two Gem lemens courage and-revenrge, they meet at the time and place appoia- 
ed. Carps fights with paſſion and vehemency 3, Alcaſero with judgment and diſcretion. Carpi 
looks red and fiery with choler, and Akaſero pale and gaſtly, not tor fear of his cauſe, bur for 
the remembrance of his ſorrows ; and toconclude and ſhut up this combat in the iſſue there. 
of, 7»ſtice is not now pleaſed to theiv the. effets of her power and influence, nor God that of 
his Juftice, onely it is reſerved for another time, and for a more ſhameful manner : ſo Carps 
bath the beſt of ihe day, for he is onely burc in his right hand,and ſcarr'd over both his lips, as if 
the providence and pleaſure of God had ordained,that that hand which committed the Murther, 
and chat momth which denied it, ſhould be purpoſely puniſhed, and no part elſe.As for 4/caſero, 
be bad five ſeveral younds, whereof one being thorow the body, made Capi believe it was 
mortal, and the rather, for that he fell therewith ſpeechleſs to the ground ; ſo leaving him 
grovelling and weltring in his blood, he departs, reſting very confident that he was at his ve« 
ry laſt glaſp of life, ard point of death, But Carps his Chirurgion (being more humane and chiz- 
ritable chan bis Maſter) leaps over the next hedge, and comes to his atſhiſtance : He ſears bin 
avainſt a bank, binds up his wounds and wraps him in his Cloak, and ſo runs to a Litter, which 
be ſaw near him, and prays the Lady that was in it, that ſhe would youchſafe to rake in Do4 
Alcaſere, who was there extreamly and dangerouſly wounded , andthis did Carpi his Chirar- 

ge on perform,in the abſence of Alcaſers's, own Chirnrgeon, who out of ſome diltalt or forgetful- 
nefs,came not at the hour and place aſſigned, according to his promiſe, It was the Lady Aſar- 

werita £/peria,who out of her noble and charitable zeal ro wounded Alcaſers, preſently de- 
cended ber Litter, commanded ber ſervants to lay him in ſoftly, and to convey bim to his 
lodging, and ſhe her ſelf is pleaſed to fiay in the fields till her ſervants return it_ her, It was 4 
cenrtefie, and a charity worthy of ſo honourable a Lady as ber ſelf; and in regard whereof, 1 hold 
it fir,to give her remembrance and name a place in this Hiftor y. All Naples, yea, the whole King- 
4 rings of this combat , the Baron of Carpiand Alcaſeroare (;ointly) bighly commended and 
excolled for the ſame, the laſt for his affetion and zeal to his dead father , the firſt, for giving 
Alcaſero tus life when ic was in bis power and pleaſure to have taken it from him, But God wil 
not permit A/caſero to die of theſe wounds, but rather wil; have bim live to ſee Carpi die before 
bim,though in far more ignoble and ſhameful manner. 

As ſoon as Alcaſers*s wounds are cured,and he pretty well recovered he leaves Nap'es, and re. 
turns tO'Oryanto, where h15 Siſter Celeſtina did as much ſhake and tremble at the impriſonment 
of the Baron of Carp;,as ſhe now rejayces at his liberty;eſpecially, (ith ſhe is aſſured,rchat he bach 
no way accuſed her, nor uſed her name for the death arid marther of her Father, which indeed 
makes her far more pleaſant and merry than before, and within fix months after marries with 
Seignior Alanſo Ludovici, whom ſhe ever from her youth had loved and afﬀfeRted,and with whom 
ſhe ves in great pleaſure, ſtate and pomp : and no lefs doth her brother Alceſero, who for the 
courtelie which Dona Har gueris Eſperia ſhewed him when he was ſo dangerouſly mm 
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in requital cherevf,doth now marry the fair Beatin, het only Daughter, with whom he lives in 
the higheſt content and feſicity, as arly Gentleman'of 7:x/y,or of the whole world caneither de. 
fire or wiſh. | .,* | 

Bne this Sun-ſhine of Carpi's proſperity, and Cel:ftina's happineſs and glory ſhall not laſt 

lorg.for there is a ſtorm breaking forth. which threarneth no leſs than the utter ruin, as well of 
their fortunes as lives. Where theg cannot God will both detect and puniſh Marthers , yea, by 
fuch ſeerer means and infiraments, 'as ive leaft ſiffpeR br imugin. They are infallible Mfaximg, 
That Wwe art #evtr Itfs ſeeurtd.than when we think our ſelves ſecure, nor nearer danger than Whew we 
efleers our ſelvts fartheſt from it. And if any be ſo incredulous,of as 1 may ſay, ſoirreligious u 
not to beljeveit, Have they bur a lictle pacience, and chey ſhall inſtantly ſee it verified 8nd made 

ood in the Baron of Carpi,and the Lady Celrftine, whio thinking themſelves now ſafe and free 

rom. afl adverſe fortunes and fatal accidents whatſoever, and enjoying all thoſe contents and 
pleaſtires iyhich their hearts could'either defire or wiſh to enjoy, or. which the world could 
proſtiture or preſent them, they in.« moment ſhall be bereaved of their delighry and glory, 
and enforced to end their d1ys on a' baſe Scaffold, with much ſhame, infamy and miſery. The 
manner is thus : —_ 

\. Ged many times beyond our hopes and expeAations, doth ſquare out the rule of his Juſtice, 

according to that of his will. All merare to be accountable to him for their ations, bur ke 26 
none for his decrees and reſolutions : it is in bit to'order,in us to obey; yea, many times he re. 
proves us,but yet with no intent to pardon us. Caricfity in matters of Faith and Rel;7 ion, proves 
not only folly but impiety, for av we are men,we muſt look up to Goa, but as we are Chriſtians, 
we muſt not look beyond him. He oftentimes makes grear offenders accuſe themſelves fot 
want of others to accuſe them; andwhen he pleaſerh, he will puniſh one fin by another, the 
which we ſhall now ſee verified in Lorexzo, the Bren of Carp bis Lacquy ; that wretched and 
bloody Lorenzo, ho as we have formerly heard, ailiſted this his Maſter tro murther-Capeaia 
Benevente and Fiamento near Alpiata, who ever ſince being countenanced and authorized by 
his Maſters fayour, in reſpe& of this his foul fat, wherein his bloody ard murtherous hand

houſe with a Letter to his Counſellor, he there in the throng and croud of the people cuts 4 
purſe from a Gent/ewyoman's fide, wherein was ſome tive and twenty Duckatoons in Gold, was 
taken with the manner, and apprehend<d and imprifoned for the fact, and the next morn his 
Proceſs was made, he found guilty, and-condemne@to be hanged : So he is dealt withal by & 
couple of Fries in priſon,who prepare his ſoul for Heaven : He ſees the foulneſs of his formet 
life, and repeats it. The Baron of Carpi his Maſter, no ſooner underſtands this news, but he ſhakes 
and trembles, fearing leſt this his Lacquy ſhon!d reveal che Marther of the Captain and his 
man : whereupon he reſolveth to flie ; but confidering again, that if his Lacquy accuſe him not, 
his very flight will proclaim and make him guilty, he ſtays, and as he thinks, reſolves of a bet. 
ter courſe, He goesto the priſon, and deals with his Lacquy to be ſecret in the buſinefs he wots 
of, proteſting and promiſing him, that im conhideration thereof, he will enrich his mother and 
brothers, Lorenzo tells him, that he needs not fear ; for as he bath lived, ſo he will die his faiths 
ful ſervant : But we ſhall ſee him have more prace, chan to keep ſo graceleſs a 'promiſe.Caryi 
Aattering himſelf with the fidelity and affeAion of his Lacquy, reſolves to ſtay in the Cizy : but 
be ſhall ſhortly repent his confidence. He was formerly betrayed by Fiez/co, which me thinks 
ſhould have made him more cautious and wiſc,and not ſo ſimple to intruſt and repoſe his life on 
the incertain mercy of Lorenzs*s tongue : but God's Revenge draws neer him,and conſequently 
he near his end ; for he neither can nor ſhall avoid che Judgment of Heaven.

: yea, there are like viſe ſome Dyvin ' 
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She was lamented of all who eicher knew or ſaw her, not that ſhe ſhould die, but that ſhe 
ſhould firſt deſerve, then ſuffer ſo ſhameful and,wretched a death : and yet ſhe was far happier 
than hee ſitter Fide/ze, for ſhe deſpaired, and this confidently hoped for remiſſion and falvarion., 
Thiy albeit this wretched and execrable young Ontlewoman lived impiouſly, yet ſhe died 
Chriftiatly + wherefore let us think on thet'with aeref arion,and on this with charity, And here we 
ſce low ſeyerely the murther of Captain” Benevenre was by Gods juſt revenge puniſhed, not 0n- 
ly'i" bis evo Daughters who plotredit, *but alſo in the two. Noblewes and theit two; Lacquies 
who ated it. Such attempts and-crimes deſerve ſgth ends and puniſhments, and infallibly. 
findthemy, * The only way therefore for- Chriſtians to avoid the one, and contemn the other, is 
with fanRified hearts, and unpolluted hands, Rill-ro pray to Got forhis Grace, continually ro 

rajer, and inceſſantly to praftiſe piety inour Sicaches, and godlineſs in our reſolutions 
and a&Qions : the which if we be careful and. conſcionable to perform, Ged will then ſhroud us

him ; when allowing ber Son! an boneſt exhibition, and ſarniſhing 1m with Books, a Gown, 
and all other neceſſaries,ſhe ſends him away to Zoſumna, charging him ar his departure, to be 
careful of his learning, carriage and ations ; and above all, to make piety and godlineſs in his 
life and converſation, the Regent of all bis fludies; when'with rears of natural affeRion, they 
take leave each of other.

ſity: A moſifpernicious and ſwiniſh vice , indeed too too much incident and ſubje&ro theſe - 


people the Swiſſers; but if it had been immured and confined within theſe Rocks and Moun- 
eains of Cermary, it had proved not only a happineſs, but a bleſſing to the other weſtern parts of 
the Chriſian world, where it ſpreads its infetjon like an uncontrolable and incurable Gangres, 
yea, like a moſt contagious and faral peſtilence : ſo as in Varfeus there ' was nothing more it- 
congruons and different, than his doQtine and his life, bis profefhon and convet ſation, his T heory 
and his PraFijce, his knowledge and his will.

from the more illiterate Commons, whoſe groſs ignorance makes them far more capable to'learn 
Vice than Virrae ; ot rather Vice, and not Virtze; fith there is no ſhorter nor truer Art to learn 
is, than of their Arts Aſaſers, becauſe the example and prefjdent of ill doing in our Teachers, 
and Swperiors, doth not only plant, but ingraff and root it; not onely priviledge, ' but as it were, 
authorize it in us, ill with a faral impetuofity, with a dangerous violence, and pernicious event 
and iſſue : for if remedies be not found in learned Phyſicians, it is then in vain to ſeek them in 
the rude and unearned people , and if the Pretepror himſelf be not fanRified, it is rather to be 
feared than donbred, that his Di/ciple will -not.. This (yea this) is («moſt monurnful and fatal 
rock; whereon divers virtuous 2nd religious parents have even wept themſelves to death, co 
ſee their children ſuffe#®ſhipwrack, yea, this/beaftly and brutiſh fin 'of Drankenneſs, is ſtill 
the Devil's V/her and Pander to all other fins,and'therefore how-cantious and careful ought che 
Heads of Schoots and Univerſities be, ro expell and root it out from themſelves, and to hate 
and deteſt it in others, ſich in the remifs winking thereat, I'may (with as 'much truth as {gfety) 
affirpn, that toleration is corfirniation , and connivency, cruelty, as we ſhall nor go far to ſer 
ir made good and verified in thig enſuing mournful Hifory ; the' which in exaRing Ink from my 
rey, duth likewiſe command blood from my heart, and tears from mine eyes, to anatomize and 
anfold it, | 

Difficultly hath 2Zazrice been three months in Lo/anna with Vaveſine,but bis virtues are eclip. 
fed and drowned in vice ; yea,he not only thinks, but holds it & virtue to mike bimſelf culps- 
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bleandguilty of this bis Tators vice of Drankewneſe, wherein within leſs than three moneths he 
proves ſo expert, or indeed ſo execrable aSchojar in his 'beaſtly Art, as both day and night he 
makes ic not only his praRtice, bur his delight, and nor only his delight, bur his glory, He who 
was before ſo temperate in his drink and converſation in Merger, as for the moſt part, he whol.. 
ly drank water, not wine; now he is ſo'viciouſly metantorphoted in Loſanna, as cont iſe, 
he only drinks wine, no water ; yea, and which is lamencable ro remember, and deplorable to 
obſerve in this yourg Scholar, he drinks (or to write truer; devours/it) ſo exceſliively, as. his 
Cups are become his pooks ; bis Caroufing, his Learning; the Tavern, bis Study ; and Drun- 
kenneſsthe only Art he profeſſeth , which fileby and infectious diſcaſe, ſpreading from the Pre- 
ceptor tO the P»pi, from old YVarefiw to'young MMawrice, bath fo ſurprized the one, and ſeized 
on the other,as it threatevs the diſparagement of the tigſt his reputation,and the ſhipwrack ofabe 
ſeconds fortunes, and it may be of his life.

the foulneſs of this atrewpt, and the unnatural cruelty thereof, in refolving ro embrew his dia-

TA Manricetherefore (as the ſhame of his time, the diſgrace of his Sex, and @ prodi. 
gious monſter of Nature) having helliſhly reſolyed on the matrer, now with a deviliſh fortitude 
and kelliſh aſſurance paſſerh on ro the manner of her Tragedy. He will not give earto God, 
who ſeeks to divert him from it, but will heatken 'to the Devil, who uſeth his beaſt Oratory to 
\erſwade and entice bim to it: But as the Devil is malicious in his ſobtilty, ſo ſhould we de 
both wiſe and cautious in our credulity , for if we believe him, he will betrsy us , but if we be- 
ſieve God, we ſhall then betray him : he is impatient of delays ; yea, his/malice is ſo bloody, 
and his revenge {o cruel, as he chinks every bour a vear, till he hath ſent her from Earth to Hea- 
cn. He propoſeth unto himfelf divers ways to murther her ;' and the deyil, who is never abſent, 
2p preſent in.fuch helliſh occaſions, makes' bim as well induftrious as vindiRive and 1mplacable 
inthe contriying and finiſhing thereof.

e is taking the Ayrin's 40 bh the Lake;which twice or thrice weekly ſhe is accuſtomed to do; 
bur yer {till he is irreſolute, either which, or which not to reſolve on, rill at laſt, after a weeks 
dilxtory protraRion,baving with a fatal and infernal ratiocination banded and reb:nded theſe ſeveral 
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bloody pre jets in his brains and comemplations, he-rejecteth them all, 2s mbre full of difficulty 
and apparent danger, than of warrantable fatety, when conſidering there was a deep Well in the 
cutet=yard,adjoyning to the Garden, be holds it fitteſt for bis purpoſe to drown ber therein, whereop 
the Devil and be (trike hands, and ſet up their reft and period, 

While thus this gracious mother Chrifize endeaveurs with het beft care and prayers to divert her 
eraceleſs ſon Aaxrice from this his intemperate and dealtly fin cf drunkenneſs, be (as if he 
were no part of her, butrather alimb of the Devil) with a monſtrous and inhumane iugrati. 
tude, ſets his inventions and brains on the tenter-hooks, to eſpy out the occaſion and time to 
diſpatch her, . When burning with a flaming defire to quench the inſatiable thirk of his revenge 
in her blood, he {raking time and opportunity at advantage) ſecing all his Mother's people 
abroad to gather in the Vintage, the Well open, and ſhe with a Prayer. book in her hand, 
walking in the Garden next adjoyning, the Devil infuſeth ſach courage to his hearr, his hearr 
" ſuch cruelty and inhumanicy to his reſolutions, that all things ſeemed then to conſpire to ſee 
an end to this his ſo long defired and affected buſineſs, of murthering and diſpatching his Mo- 
ther: be taking on bim the part of a mad man, whom it ſeemed ſorrow had ſuddenly afMiced, 
and grief diſtrated, be'with his hat in his hand, haitily and furioutly ruſheth into the Garden 
to his Mother, and cries out to her, that there is one of the Neighboui's cbildren fallen into 
the Well, which he efpied from his Chamber Window : whereunto (harmleſs good woman) 
ſhe adding belief to his falſe and perfidious ſpeeches ; and { being beyord her ſelf ) afflited 
and amazed with this ſudden and forrowful news, ſhe throws aivay her Book, and hand in harid 
with him (her fghs interrupting her words, and her tears her fighs) ſhe (as if pity added 
wingsto her feet) trips away to the Well, both to ſee this mournful ſpeRtacle, and chiefly to 
know, if it any way lay in her poſſible care to afſiſt,, or power to preſerve the ſaid child from 
death : when bringing ber ro the Well, he better like a Pury, than a man, and rather reſem- 
bling a meer Devil than a ſon, faſteneth bis left hand on the Well-poſt, and as ſhe looks into 
the profundity thereof, he with his right band tips and throws her in; and ſo without any more 
doing, claps down the cover thereof; when rejoycing in his heart, that he had ſent her co 
death, becauſe he ſees it now not in the power of the whole world to fave ber life, he (the bet. 
ter to overveil this his impious villany) aſcends her Chamber, breaks open her cupboards, 
trunks, and cheſts, rakes away moſt of her money, and ſilyer plate, which be privately bides 
away for his own beboof and uſe, and ſo ſcattereth a few pieces of money, and ſome of her 
clothes and apparel in the floor, thereby ſubtilly ro ifinuate and intimate to the-world, that it 
were thieves who had robbed and drowned his mother ; when fealing a borſe out of the ſtable, 
be gets him out of the back door, which be leaves open, and from thence rides to his Mother's 
people in the Vineyards, to whom he relates he hath been all that morn abroad to take the Ayr, 
and is now come to paſs the remainder of the day with them, - and ro be merry with them ; to 
which end he ſends for Wine from the $skirts of the Town , and ſo they carouſe and frolick ic 
till rowards night, and then they return home, where they find both doors open, his Mother 
their Miſtris wanting, and no creature in the houſe, whereat they much admite: So they 
ſeek and call her in che Orchards and Gardens; but in vain, for they find no news of her ; 
when the maids ore way, gnd he and the men-ſervants another way, ſcek her where ſhe is 
accuſtomed ro frequent, but to no purpoſe, for they can neither ſee nor hear of her , till at 
length the maidens ruſhing into her bed chamber, they find her cupboards, cheſts and trunks 
broken open, 'and ſome of her money and apparel ſtrewed here and there upon the floor ; 
whereat amazed; they cry out zt the window, that thieves had been there and robbed their 
- mifſtris her cheſts and crunks : which Afawrice and the men. ſervants of the houſe over. hearing, 
they aſcend and admire at the fight therecf ; neither doth his curward fears, or their inivard 
apprehenlions, ſtop or Nay ar the meer lofs of the goods, bur they fear the abſence of his Mo. 
ther, and their Miſtris Chriſtina, and are already become jealous of her ſafery, and fearful that 
the thieves have offered ber ſome violence and craeſty. Whereupon late at night, hearing no 
news of: her, her ſon'goes and acquaints the Bayliff of Aforges, and the reft of the Criminal 
Officers therewith, who of all ſides inquire for her, and. make a ſecret ſearch inthe town, to 
find out the thieves ; and in the mean time leave not a room nor place of the houſe unſoughe 
tor her, bur their diligence proves vain, for they can- purchaſe no 'news of her, much» leſs of 
the thieves, They remain it the houſe all nighr, and chey all with forrowful and watchful eyes 
expe& to hear of her.

the which ſhe affirmed with many words, and-more (ighs, out-cries, and tears , which piercirg 

into the ears ard the ughts of the Bayliffand ſervants, ard into the very beart and conſcience of 
this our execrable Aaxrice, they look pale with grief and amazemert,and be ſtraineth che high. 

eſt key of his art ard policy, to keep his cheeks from bluſhirg for ſhame thereat ,, and the berter | 
to hood-wink their eyes and judgment from the leaſt ſpark or ſhadow of his guiltineſs herein, 
he with many ſhi rvers of hypocritical tears, prays the Pajliff, that upon Hefter*s dream and 
report, the Well may be ſearched ; adding withal, rhar it was more probable than impoſſible, 
that thoſe thieves who robbed his Mother's bouſe, might likewiſe be ſo devil! ſhly malicious to 

murther ber, and throw her into the Well : which the Bazl:f ſeriouſly conſidering, as firſt the 

maids dream, then the ſons requett and tears, be inttantly in the preſence of allthoſe of the 
houſe, as alſo of many of the next neighbours, whom he bad purpoſely aſſemb'ed, cauſed'the 
We.) to be ſearched ard ſounded, where the hook taking hold of herciothes, they igtianily 
bring up the dead body of his Mcther ard their Milireſs Chrifina , the ſcull of whoſe tead 
was lamentably broken, ard her brairs pititully caſhed our with ber-fall, All are amzzed, her 
ſervants grieve, and her helliſh ſon Mawrice weeps and cries more than all the re\t at this mourn. 
fal ſpeRtacle. The Bayliff carefully and punctually again exam:nes Heſter, it God in her 
dream revealed her not the manner how, and the perſors who had thus thiown her_ Miſtreſs 
intothe Well ;. ſhe anſwercd negarively, according to the cruth, that ſhe had already delivered 
as much as ſhe kreiv of that mournſul buſineſs. When Mawrice, to ſhew his forwardneſs ard 
zeal, for the detection and finding out of his Mother's murtherers, he pretends chat Fe ſuſpeds 
Heſter ro be acceſſary, and to have's hard berein.. But the Bayliff ard Common.-ccuncil of 
Mo: ges, having neither paſſion nor partialicy to dazle and inveagle the eyes of their judgment, 
finding no reaſon or ground of probability to accuſe her, or which might tend or conduce that 
way, they free her without farther queſtiooivg ber,and fo (as it bath been foro erly remembred) 
they all concurring in opinion, that the thieves who robbed her, had und: ubredly thrown her 
intothe Well. They give leave to Maxriceto bury his breathleſs Mother, which he doth with 
the greateſt pernp and decency, requiſite as well to her rank ard quality, as to his affection and 
duty ; ard the better to fan off the leaſt duſt or ſmoak of ſuſpirion, which might any way: fall 
upon the luſter of his innoceney, he at h&r Funeral (to the eye of the world) ſheds mzny rivo. 
lers of tears, But, alas, what is this tothis his foul and execrable fin of murthering his Mother ? 
for althcugh it blear the eyes, and inveagle the judgments cf che Bayliff and his Aſociares, the 
Criminal Judges of Morzes; yer God the great and Sovereign Judg of Heaven and Earch, 
will not be thus deluded, cannot be thus deceived herein. No, no : f:r albeit he be merciful, 
yet his Divine Majeſty is too juſt to let crimes of this hell:ſh nature go eicher undeteRed or un- 

uniſhed. 

, We have ſeen this execrable ſon ſo bloody hearted and hi nded, as with a Cevilliſh rage, and 
ichumane inferral fury, to drown his own dear and tender mcther; ard with as much cruelty 
a: ingratitude, to throw her from the World into a Well, who with maay bitter gripes and tor- 
ments (to the hazard ard peril of ber life) threw bim from her Womb into the World; and 
the providence and jullice of God will not lead the curioſity of the Reader far, before we. ſee 
this miſerahle-miſcreant overtaken with the impetuous ſtorm of God's revenge, and the fiery 
guſts and tempeſts of his juſt incigration for the ſame, rotwichſtanding rtar bis ſubtil malice, 
and malicious ſubtilty , have ſo cunningly contrived - and ſo fecretly ated and 
com; actcd it with -the Devil, that no carthly. perſon',. or ſublurary eye can ary way 
_ much leſs convict himehereof; as mark the ſequel, and it will briefly and truly inform 
tnce NOW. . 

As ſoon as tie lath buried his Mother, his black mourning, apparel doth in his heart and ations 
work ſuck poor and, weak effets of rexen ance ard ſorrow for her untimely dea h, as where 
- divers others lament and grieve, he contrariwviſe rejoyceth and triumpheth thereat, and by her de- 
ccaſe being now becc me Lord and matier of all, be like a graceleſs villain, falls gain to his cld ca- 
routing companions, and vein of drunkenneſs, wherein he takes ſuch fing ular delight and glcty, as 
he makes it not only his paſtime and exerciſe by day, but bis praRiice and recreation by right, And as 
God hath ipfinite means and ways to ſcourge and revenge the enormity of our delights and crimes, 
ſo we {hall ſhortly ſee for our infitudtion, and obſerve- for cor reformation, that this ungedly and 
beaſtly vice of crunkenneſs of bis, which is bis mot ſecrer, boſom and darling fin, will iy the end 
provea ravenous Vulture to devour, and a faral Serpent to eat cut the bowels, firlt of his wealth and 
proſperity, and ihen of his life ; for it not orly takes up his time, but bis ucy ; inſcouch, as 1 may 
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truly aver to my grief, as affirm to his ſhame, that he levelleth at nothing more, than to 
make it his felicity; which {winiſh cxcels and intemperancy, ( 2s a puniſhment inſeparably. 
incident and infallibly hereditary to that lin) doth within three moneths make him (elt 
away all his lands, yea, and the greatelt part of his plate and houſhold ſtuff ; fo his drnn- 
kenne(s tirſt, but then chicfly God's juſtice and revenge purſuing his toul and inhumane 
crime of drowning his Mother, makes him of being lett rich by her, within a very ſhort 
time become very extream poor and miſerable z fo as he runs deeply into debes, yea, his 
debts are by this time beecme fo exceedingly urgent and clamorous, as contrary to. his 
hopes and tears, when he leaſt dreams thercot, he is impriſoned by his Mercer and Draper, 
for the blacks of his Mothers funeral, to both whom he is indebted the ſum of three hun- 
dred crowns, which is far more than either his purſe can diſcharge,or his credit-and eltate 
now ſatishe. Whev, abandoned of all his friends, his means ſpent aud conlumed,and no- 
thing leſt him to exerciſe his patience in priſon, but deſpair 3 nor to comfort him, but the 
rerrours of his bloody and guilty conſcience, he is clapt into a ſtinking vault or dungeon, 
where (in horror and deteſtation of his bloody crime) the glorious lamp of Heaven, the 
Sun, dildains to ſend his radiant and glittering beams to comfort him; to as he who was 
before accuſtomed to fare deliciouſiy,aud, as it were, to {will and drown himſelf in the beſt 
aid moſt curious wines, now he mult content himfelf only with coarſe bread and water ; 
and yet his milery is ſo extream, and that extremity of his {o miſerable, as he hath hardly 
enough to maintain and (uſtain life : But we ſhall ſee that this tirft affliction of his, will 
inſtantly be follvwcd and overtaken by a ſecond, 

Whitſunday being arrived, he petitioneth his Goaler (for that day) to have the liberty 
of the yard, and the freedom of the air, which is granted him, when at night deſcending 
the ſtairs, again to be pent up in his ob{cure dungeon, his foot lips,and he receives a fearfat 
fall, wherwith the bone of his right arm is broken in two pieces, and having no Chirurgeon 
to look to it, it putrifies and rots, ſo as for the preſerving of his life, he withia tifteen days 
js enforced to have it cut off a little below the ſhoulder z and this was the very ſame hand 
and arm which threw his Mother into the Well. A ſingular a& of God's revenging juſtice, 
and juſt revenge ſhewn herein. O that it may be deeply imprinted in our hearts, and en- 
graven in our {ouls, that the Reader hereof, of what Sex or quality ſoever, may as it were 
ſtand amazed at the conſideration of Mawrice his impious ſin'towards God,and of God's duc 
and true revenge and requital thereof in his juſt judgment and affliction towards him. 

But this is not enough for Mawrice to ſufter, nor for God to inflict on him for this his 
bloody and inhumane crime, in murthering his mother ; nor to ſay the truth, it is but the 
prologue to the deplorable, yet deſerved puniſhment, which is immediately ready to ſur- 
prize and befall him, For to the end, that the truth may inform our curiolity, and our curi- 
plity us, of the Cataltrophe of this Tragedy, we muſt underſtand, that it was the pleaſure 
and providence of God, that the breaking and cutting away of Maurice his arm, proved 
the breAk-neck ot his patience,and the cutting away of his content and judgment. The De- 
vil cauſed him molt inhumanely to drown his mother, the which he might have refuſed 
to perpetrate,but would not 3 and now God in expiation thereof ſends him Rage for Rea- 
ſon, D<lpair for Comfort, and Madneſs for Sobriety, the which he would fly and eſchew, 
but cannot, He hath committed this execrable crime beyond the rules and laws of Na+ 
turc3 and theretore God hath ordained, that he ſhould feel many degrees of puniſhments, 
and this is not only the law, but the rule of Grace. Of all degrees ot afflictions, madnels 
is the molt to be piticd 3 and the worſt to be cured, fich it makes a man go far beyond rea- 
ſon, and cherctore to come too far ſhort of himſeif : it is held by ſome to be a ſickneſs of 
the Liver, ot others, an over-tuming of the blood, and of others a debility of the brain : 
Eut ia this our cxccrable wretched Abawrice, it was the infetious malady of his ſoul, which 
. God ſent putpolely into his brains, tobe revenged of his heart, for ſo inhumanely drown- 
ing his Mothcr . tor although his Divine Majelty hath infinite more ways to puniſh mur- 
rther,than man hath to commit it 3 yet that he might make the deteQtion of this of wretch- 
ed Mawrice,as (irange as the complotting and hnithing thereof was cruelly inhumane, and 
whumanely crucl, he purpolly (ends it him 3, for although ſince his impriſonment, hun- 
ger had io taken down his fiomack, and quelled his courage, as his former volubility of 
tpcech was now rcduced to a kind of forrowful and penfive fence; yet as ſoon as his 
brains and (cnt.s were poſicefled and captivated with this prodigious lunacy, and outragious 
phrenfic,then his tics were fo violent, and that violence ſo implacable, as his ſpeeches were 
19 many feartu] outcrics and howlings, and his words ſo many uncouth and unheard of 
ravings ; to that whoſoever heard or law him, he might jultly conceive and affirm, that 
he had chandgg in his tongue, and lightning in his-eyes; For his crime made this _— 
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and phrenſic of his ſo miſerable, ſoimpetuous, as he ſpake non-ſenſe perteRly, and looked 
rather like a Fury than a man : | yea, his foul conſcience and polluted ſoul rung him fo ma- 
ny. Panick fears and terrours of deſpair, as he was afraid bf al{ things,and angry with him- 
ſelf, becauſe he could be no more atraid of himſfelt ;- ſoas the dungeon which could impri- 
ſon his body, was not capable to contain his thoughts, much lets to itmmure his fears, and 
in this miſcrable plight and perplexity, he remained for the ſpace of ten days and nights, 
without any intermiſſion or hope ot remedy, which infinitely ditturbed his fellow-priſon- 
ers,but chictly his Goaler, whoſe ears had never been accultomed to hear fuch diſcordant 
tunes, much lefs te be taken up with fuch diſtaltetul' and fearful melody. 

He acquaints the Common Council of the Town hereof, and importumately {olicites 
cthem,that they will remove this diſtracted priſoner Mazrice to ſome more fitter and more . 
convenient place : Who remembering what Maurice had bzen, and now conſidering and 
ſeeing what he is, they who heretofore would not be (o charitable to relieve his poverty, 
are yct now lo religiouſly compallionate, as they pity his madnels3 ſo they command him 
from a dungeon to a chamber, trom his pallet of firaw to a teather-bed, /from his bread and 
water, to wholſome meats and broths, but all this will not ſuffice; and to thew rthem- 
ſelves not onely good men, but good Chriſtians, they to reliore him to his wits and ſenſes 
make yet a further progreſhon/in charity. They cauſe him to be conferred with by many 
good Divines, who are not onely cloquent, but powerful to perſwadehim to pray often, 
and to praQiſc other Chriſtian dutics and officesz but- his cries are fo outragious, and his 
ravings ſo extravagant, as he is as uncapable to relliſh their reaſons, as they are to under« 
ftand his rage : When the very unmediate finger and providence of God, make th:m yer 
ſo ſenſible of his unparallel'd miſery, as they are reſolved to remove him from his priſon 
toan hoſpital,thereby to take the benchit of the air in the gardens, walks, and fields, hoping 
that they might prevail with-him, to recall his wits, and re-ſtabliſh his ſenſesin their pro- 
per feats of underſtanding, and ſtations of judgment : when here, (oh here) I conjure 
thee, Chriſtian Reader, to ſtand amazed and wonder with me, at the facred and ſecret ju- 
ſtice of the Lord, expreſſed and demonſtrated in this accident : For as his under Goaler 
(by the Magiſtrates command) takes him by the hand, with an intent to conduct him from 
the priſon to an hoſpital, his bloody crime ( like ſo many Blood-hounds) purſuing his guil- 
ty conſcience and foul:his thoughts ſo enformed his knowledg, and his knowledg {o to 
confirm his belief, that the drowning of his mother is deteCted, and that they now draw 
him from his priſon to the place of Execution, to ſuffer death for the ſame. Which ap- 
przhenſion and fear, God putting into his conceits and heart, in deſpight of his madneis, 
' he wanting an Accuſer, lo here he himfelf both accuſeth and condemneth himſelf for the 
ſawe. For the very image of that conceit redoubling his tear, as his fear did his phrenfic 
and madneſs, he in the midſt of thoſe fits, and the height of that agony and anxiety, cricy 

outwith a loud voice, I have drowned my motber in the Well, I bave drowned my mother in the 

Well, God will bave me to confeſs it, before be ſuffers you to hang me T ſpeakit on truth, and by my 
part of Heaven, what I now confeſs is true. Which words no ſooner eſcaped his tongue, but 
he inftintly returns again to his out-cries of phrenſie and madneſs. His Goalers and the 

reſt are amazed at theſe fearful ſpeeches, and bloody confellion of his; which notwith- 
ftanding that they attribute to madneſs, yet they lead him to the hoſpital, he ſtill raving 
and crying as he paſſeth the ſtreets. But oh! Let us here farther admire with wonder, 
and wonder with admiration, at the providence and mercy of God here again mitaculouſlly 
made apparcnt and maniteſted in this execrable wretch Maurice, for he who outragiouſly 
cricd in priſon, and licentiouſly raved in the ſtreet , is no ſooner entered into the Hoſpiral; 
bur the pleaſure of God hath fo ordained it,as his madnel(s full y falls from hi:n,and he abſo- 
lutely recovererh again his wits and {enſes,in ſuch firm and (etled manner, as if he had ne- 
ver formerly bzen touched or afflicted therewith. 

His Gaolcrs make report to the Magiſtrates, firſt of his confeſſion of drowning his mo- 
ther, and then of his ſudden and miraculous recovering of his perfe&t memory, judgment 
and (ſenſes, aſloon as he ſet foot within the Hoſpital : Whereupon they as much aſtoniſhed 
at the one, as wondering at the other,do inſtantly repair thither to him,and there arraign 
and accuſe him, for that inhumane and bloody tat of his, whereof his own evidence and 
confeſſion hath now mad@ him-guilty. Burt they take him for another, or at leaſt, he will 
not be the fame man : he denies this horrible and bloody crime of his, with many oaths and 
aſſeverations, which tbzy maintain and affirm he hath conteſſed, (ays,that they either heard 
a dream,or ſaw a vilion, whereof he ncither dreame nor thought of, and that he was ready 

to lofe all the blood of his body, to find out, and to be revenged of the murtherers of 
his mother,

with him, as he cannot ftindiin his/heart torelene;. mucty leſsto- repens this fyul and! inku+ 
mane crime of his. bur confidering that he afted'it ſoſecretly, as al the: would (gould nas 
produce z witneſ5againſt hir(elfi, except himſelf; hervows robe fo impirusan$prophane 
whis fortitude and courage, ' as to-diſdaintheſthis. torments, and colook on them and his 
Tormentor, with an eye rather of contempt than fear : But God will be as propitious and 
indulgent to him, as he is rebellious and refraftory to God 3 for here we (hall fee both his 


, conſcience and reſolutions taught another rule, and preſcribed a contrary Law ; yea, here 


we ſhall behold and obſerve in him,that now Righteouſneſs ſhall triumph over Sin, Grace 
over Nature, his Soul over his Body, Heaven over Hell, and God over Satan : for at the 
very firſt fight of the Rack, the ſight and remembrance of his bloody crime makes him 
ſhake and tremble extreamly;, when his ſoul being illuminated by the re{plendent Sun- 
beams of God's mercy,and the foggy miſts of Hell and Satan expelled and baniſhed thence;

The Divines, who are given him for fortiffifig and affiſting his ſoul in this herflight and 
tranſmigration from Earth to Heaven, have religiouſly prevailed with him,ſo as they make 
him ſee the foulneſs of his crime, in the ſharpneſs of his contrition and repentance for 
the ſame; yea, he is become fo humble,and withal ſo ſorrowtful,for this bloody and dege- 
nerate offence, as I know not whether he think thereof with more grief, or remember it 
with deteſtation and repentance. At his aſcending the ladder, moſt of his SpeQators can- 


not refrain from weeping zand the very light of their tears proves the argument of his, as 


his remembrance of murthering his mother, was the cauſc, 

He tclls them he grieves at his very ſoul, for the foulne(s of his fact, in giving his Mother 
her death, of whom he had received his life.

finds her wonderful fair and beautiful,and wonderful coy , of a very {;veet and Majeſtical car- 
riage,und of a delicate and curious ſpeech, fit baits to enſnare the hearr,and to bercay the judg- 
ment of a more ſolid underſtanding than that of Dow 7xan. She aRts her part as wiſely as he 
doth amorouſly and paſſionately ; For the more ſhe makes ſhew to retire and conceal her 
affeRion from him,the more be is provoked to adyance and diſcover his ro her ; bur he can- 
- nor beſo much enamoured of her beauty, as ſhe is with the great Ellate of Lands and De- 
mins whereunto God and his Father have made him heir. 

Whiles thus the Father privately,& che Son publickly are ſeeking to make Marlin hjs wite,. 
theold Lady Henoria the mother, by many firong reaſons ſeeks ro divert him fromher, She 
hath perfe& notice of her husbands long and often frequenting of- 747 ſ4;a*s houfe and com- 
pany,and therefore fearing the vanity of his age,and doubting che frailty of her youth and cha- 
tity, her jealouſie and judgment at lat finds out and-concludes, that bis familiacity with her is 
far greater than honour can warrant or honelty allow of.

Madrid; which (t9 the prejudice of the truth, and of my content and honour ) hath occafioned it. For 
my beart andjoul wil teftifie both with mee and for mee,that my affeion and conſtancy is both as ſpot= 
tes, firm, and true to thee, as thy jealowfie is falſe towards my ſelf, and therefore as thou leave(t my 
pretended crime, ſo will T thy reat ingratitude both 0 thyme and 20 God, and if yet thou :vilt be ſo wil- 
fully cruel to live from me, and conſequently not td efteem me thy wife, yet as it is my zeal and duty 
20 "Mm and pray thee to return t» me, ſo T will make it my Integrity and Conſcience fill to bold and 
love thee for my Huband; and ſo preſerving my beart for thee, as I do my ſoul for God, Thope with 
aſſurance and confidence that T ſhall bave no cauſe to fear either bis indignation, or the worlds con- 
tempt, in regard I bave neither meritcd the one, nor deſerved the othcr.

Upon the writing and contents of theſe two Letters of 1d:aq:tes to his Son, and of Marſilia to 
her Husband Don J#an, the Readet may pleaſe to obſerve and remember with how much policie, 
and with how little piety they ſeek to oyer-veil and deny theſe their Adulteries and Iacelt toivards 
him, thereby to make their aRtons and themſelves appear as innccent, as they are guilty both to 


- them and co God, But God being th= Author of Tc uth, and the Father of Light, and whoſe 


Sacred Throne and I ribunal is enviconned with-more glorious Suns than we ſee gliftering Stars in 
the Firmzment, He will one day unmask this their bypocrifie, and bring their foul ſins of Adal- 
tery aud Inceſt, both to light and puniſhment. Now as Marſilz2 is exorbitantly laſcivious in her 
affe&ion to her Brother De Perez, and he reciprocally ſo to her; ſo with a world cf falſe ſighs 
and tears ſhe ſhews him her Letter, and her Father%s-in-Law 1diaques, which they had ſent to 
her Husband Don Juan to Madrid, -and with many female oaths and affeverations protefieth to 
him of both their innocencies herein; which her Brother believes, yea, her feigned ſorrows and 
£;lſe tears had Io far trenched and gained upon his credulity, that in contemplation and -commi- 
ſeraticn of 'her' wrongs, he was then ſo vain and impious, as once he thought to have carried 


theſe two-Letters himſelf into Spain, and there to bave fought with Don Fan for the repara-

This Letter of his doth inflame his wife wit maliceand iddigriation ; for row her Father and 
ſhe ſee theſe their luftful and laſcivious crimes ſeated and confirmed in his belief, and hisftay in 
Spain fixed-in his anger, and eternized in his reſolution : When as cloſe as they bear ic, yet know. 
ing full well that the World will takenotice of it, and ere long make it their publike ſcandal and 
infamy ; He is ſo devoid of grace, and ſhe of goodneſs, that to prevent it, he wiſheth his Son 
in Heaven with his Mother, and ſhe her old Father-in-Law in Grave with her yours maid Afarhu- 
rizs, ., But theſe vain bopes of theirs may deceive them, which as yer, they tivo are not ſo wiſe to

Theſe two inconfiderate Gentlemen having thus embarqued them elves in the ſrong reſolution 
of this weak quarrel and raſh Duel, which earthly honour cannot as juſtly approve and allow of, 
as divine religion and Chriſtian piety and charity diſallow and execrate ; Their mzlice and re- 
venge each to other is ſo violent and impetuous, that without any thought, either of God + their 
. Souls, or of Heaven or Hell, they pals over the night, if not in watchfulneſs, yer in broken 

and diftrated flumbers, yea the morn no ſooner peeped from Heaven through their windows eo 
their Chambers, but they leap from their beds'to the Prado, : where De Perez, with his friend 
Lopez, come ficlt on horſe-back, immediately after them Don 7uan in his Coach, with' young 
Ger:tleman bis friend, tearmed Dow Richardo de Yaldona + So theſe two Ducllifs diſdaiing to be 
tainted with the lealt piece of diſhonour, or ſhadow of comardiſe, they at firR fight of each 0- 
ther, throw off their doublets, and in their filk Rockings and pumps, with theic rapi drawn, 
they without any further complement or exp::ſulation approach each other, But here before 
they begin to reduce malicious contemplation into bloody aRion, I hold it fit to inform my Rea- 
der with a circumſtance that now paſt between'them, wherein doubtleſs, the Providence of God 
was molt conſpicuous and apparent ; For as by the Law and cuſtom both of Spain and Portugal, 
all Rapters ſhould be of onelevgth, yet De Perez, curiouſly caſting bis vigilant eye upon that of 
Don 7uan, either his fear, or his judgment, or both, inform him that that Rapier is longer than 
his, whereat Don Zan grieves far more than De Perez, can poſſibly either rejoyce or wonder, 
for he is ſo far from any way blemiſhing his honour with this, or with any other point or ſhadow 
of diſhonour, as now he gives his Rapier to meaſure, and to write the truth, his is found one 
inch longer than that of De Perez,, when biting his lip for anger, he ( reſembling m_ prof- 

rs to fight with that either of Lopez/or Valdona, which was ſufficient reaſon for one entle- 
man of Honour to give, and for another to take ; but when he ſees that this proffer of his will 
neither ſecure De Perez. fear, nor confirm his content ther, as a Noble and generous Gallant, he 
freely exchangeitrRapiers with him, gives De Perez. the longer, and contents himſelf to fight 
with the ſhorter, whereat De Perez. reſis ſatisfied, and well he may, fith this aRion and his te- 
ceit thereof, doth as much teſtifie Dox Fuans glory, as his own diſhonour and ſhame ; and now 
they again approach each other to fight, 

Attheir ficſt comming up, Dox Juan runs a firm thruſt to De Perez, breaſt, but he ( bearing 
it up with his Rapier ) runs Den 7a in the cheek towards his right ears which draws muck 
blood from bim, and he in exchange runs De Perez, thorow. bis ſhirt-ſleeve without hurting 
him : At their ſecond meeting they again cloſe without hurting each other, and ſo part fair 
without cffering any other violence: At their third aſſault Ds Perez, runs Doy Taman thorow 
the brawn of his left arm, who in exchange requites him ith a deep wound in his right fide, 
from whence iſſued much blood; and now they breathe to recover ivind, and to the judgments 
of Lopes, and Va/dona, ( as alſo of their Chirurgions ) they hitherto are equal: in valour, and

runs him clean thorow the body, a little below his right pap, when cloſing nimbly with him, and 
rcſuing the point of his good fortunes he whips up his heels, and ſo nails him tothe ground, 
when he had not the ftrength to begg his life of Don J#an, and God knows he much grieved that 
it (yas not then in his powver to give it him, for this his laſt wound being deſperately mortal, he 
preſently dyed thereof, having neither the remembrance to call on God, much leſs to beg mercy 
of him for bis ſinful ſoul ; but as he lived, abominably and prophanely, ſo he died miſerably and 
wretchedly. And although I confeſs it was too great ap honour for him to receive his death from 
ſo brave a Noble Gentlemans hands as Do» fan, yet it is a moſt fingular providence and rematk- 
able puniſhment of God, that he dyed by the hands of his own laſcivious Siſter's Husband, ard 
which is yet more, by his own ſword, as if God had formerly decreed, and purpoſely ordain- 
ed, that the ſelf ſame-Sword ſhould give him his'death, whereyith ſo lately and ſo cruelly he 
had bereaved that harmleſs innocent young Gentlewoman Aathwrine of her life: although in re- 
gard of this his fowl and lamentable murther, he ( with leſs honour and more infamy ) every 
way deſerved to have died rather by a halter than a Sword ; But Gods Providence is as unſearch- 


- able as ſacred. 


Don Fnan having rendred thanks to God for this his vitory, he out of his noble courteſie and 
humanity , lends Lopez his Coach to tranſport the dead body of his Brother-in- Law De Perez, 
mto the City; and taking bis horſe in exchange, 'he bya private way gets home to bis lodging, 
But this their Duel is not ſo ſecretly carried, but' within three hours after, all Madrid rattles 
thereof ; who knowing the Combatants to be both of them noble Gentlemen of Portuge/, it 
pives cauſe of general talk, and argument of whiverſal envie and admiration in all Spaniards, ef- 
pecially in the nobler ſort of Souldiers and Courtiers, ' When the very day after that Don 74» 
had cauſed this his Brother to be decently buried, Lopez repairs to his Chamber to bim, and in a 
fair and friendly manner enquires of him if be pleaſe toreturn any Letter of this his friends 
death and of his own viRtory to Santarem, to Don Tdiaques his Father, or the Lady Marſillia his 
wife, and that his beſt ſervice herein ſhall attend and wait on his cotmmands ; Dov Juan thanks 
Lopez for this his courtehe, but tells him, that for ſome reſerved reaſons he will ſend vo Letter 
toeither of them, but otherwiſe wiſheth hima proſperous return to Port#gal ; ſo Dow 7 nan 
retains in Madrid, and Lopez returns for Sautarews, and there from point to point relates them 
theiſſue of that Combat, as the viRory of his Son Dow Tur, and the death and burial of De 
Perez; adding withall, that he was ſo reſerved and range, that he wenld write to ngither of 
them hereof. At the relation and knowledg of this mournful neivs Jd54ques cannot refrain from 
much ſorrow, nor Mar/ſi//ia from burſting forth into bitter tears and lamentations thereat : for 
ſeeing her dear and only Brother thus ſlain by the hand of her own unkind Husband, by lofing 
him (he knows ſhe hath Ic her right armz and he being dead ſhe knows not to whonr to have 
recourſe, either for counſel, or afſiftance, or conſolation. And yet as much as he ſorrows and 
ſhegrieves at this diſaſterous accident, they notwithtandiog are yet ſo far from thinking it a bloyy

Jmas to have ſlain the ſaid De Perez, in the field:''and our curiofity and expeRation ſhill nor 
gofar, before we ſhall ſee the juſt Revenge and puniſhments of God condignly to 
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ſurpriſe wretched /d149xes, ana gracclels Mearſillis tor the lame ; for bis divine Juſtice Conten. 
ding with: his Sacted Mercy it hath at lact prevailed againſt theſe their foul and bloody crimes,

Dauz hter-in- Law Maria, and to pray him.to repair ſpeedily, thither to them-to take or- 
der tor-her burial, Andrea is no (ſooner departed for his Myſter, but: theſe two Corigadors 
conſuir on the fatality of «his accident, ang -very profitably confider for themſelves, that the 
horſe who illed her, and all her apparcel, and jewels, by the. cuſiomeand royalty of their City, 


Gold and Jewels, ſo as murther cannot be long concealed or undeteRed, We- may therefore 
ber2 behol4 the wonderful Providence, and fingular juſtice of God, for in one of -her pockets 
they fad, folded up in a rich cut-work handkerchief, the laR lecrter which her Husband Dos 7u- 
an hag written and ſent her from Madrid ; - at the fight of this letter one of. theſe Corigadors is 
d:frous Oo have it read publikely: but-the other ( being -more human; and; reſpeRtive to the 
concealing of Ladies ſecrets, which many times prove that of their honows}- be contradidas 
it. 1] ac laſt God enlightning their judgments, and promptiog and ipſpiring-their hearts, 
thac the p:rutal of this Letter might ( peradventure) import and report ſom:thing which 
might 
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might cend to his (e:vice, and conduc- to his glory 3 they fall then on a medium hetivixt both 
their opinions, and lo withdrawing themielves to a private Chamber, they there ſecrerly ofce- 
read this letter, wherein with admiration and amaz:ment they anderiiand of the obſcene Adul- 
cery and Inc-ſt of /d5aques with this his Daughter-in-Law CAMarſiiia, which was the c1uſe of 
her Husband Don Fuan bis abſence frem ber in Sparz : But at length when they proceed farther 
therein, and ſo fall upon theſe words of Don Juan to her in this his letter , 1 do as mach grieve 
as 1 both doubt and fear thou rejoyceſt at thy hanimaid Mathutina's death ; and as 1 ans 1gnorant of 
the manner, ſo if my Father azd thy ſelf hav: been the cauſe thereof, you have then all the reaſons of 
the world to belzeve, that God witl in the end pun ſh it to your confuſion: Then ( led by the Spirit of 
God ) they both concurr in one opinion, that this their Adulcery, and this Murther of AMaths- 
rins did not only firmly refleA, but equally take hold both on /d:aques and Marſfl 1; and there- 
fore that this her late deplorable and dylaſterous end, was only a blow from God, and the very 
true fore-runner, and undoubred Harbinger of his own to comes, When reſolving to ſeiz2 and 
impriſcn /diaques as ſoon as he ſhould arrive thither to Cormbra , they buſhing np this Letter 
and buſineſs in their own boſoms, do then hold it fit to ſend for Marflia's foot-man Piſcater to 
come to them, which he ſpeedily doth, They carefully enquire of him, if his dead Lady had 
yot ſometimes a Waiting Gentlewoman named Mathwrina, he anſwered them yes, and that ſhe 
was lately murthered in the fireets of Saint Saviowrs, and that her murtherers were as yet un. 
known : They demand of him again whoſe Daughter ſhe was ; he informs them that her Fa- 
ther is a Gentleman who divells in Saint Saviours, and that his name is Seigmor Pedro de Caftells: 
which being as much they ſought for ; putting their ſervants to watch over this foot-man, that 
he might ct eſcape to give the leaſt inkling of their demands to his old Maſter 7d/aques, they 
preſently ſend away Poſt to Saint Sawionrs for Caſtello, and ( in honour to Juſtice ) theſe rwo 
Corigadors, as Chriſtian Magiltrates, having put all things in order for the vindication of the truth 
cf theſe deplorable matters, that very night 7dzaques arrives at Co:mbra, and deſcends from his 
Coach to the houſe of one of theſe Corigadors, where the dead body of his daughter Mar/ill, a 
lay ; at whoſe mournful fight, as ſoon as his paſſionate grief and ſorrow had cauſed him to ſhed 
and ſacrifice many rivolets of tears, when he leaſt dreams or thinks thereof, theſe two Coriga- 
ders cauſe him to be ſeized on, and inftantly commit him cloſe priſoner, without acquainting 
him with the cauſe hereof ; where all that night bis guilty heart and Conſcience ( as fo many 
Fiends and Furies) aſſuring him that it was for poyſonning of his own Lady Howeria ; there hor- 
rour and terrour, grief, and deſpair, and anguiſh, do at their ſeveral parts upon r1e Theatre cf 
his ſoul, 

Toe next morn Caſtello ( Mathwrind's Father ) likewiſe arrives at Coimbra, to whom the 
Corigzdors communicate this Letter of Don Juan to his wife, which he ſent her from Sparn, 
wherein they tell him the murther of his Daughter Mathwrine ſeems probably and Rrongly to 
refle& upon 1diaques, and his Daughter-in-Law Mayſi/11s, when they farther acquainting him 
with her tragical death, as alſo with his impriſonment, Caſtello ( with a world of tears and ' 
cties ) exclaims, that undoubtedly they were the authors, if not the actors of his Daughrets 
lamentable murtier, and ſo very paſſionately and ſorrowfully craves juſtice of them on 19: aques 
for-the Came, which they are as willing to grant and perform, as he to defire : So after dinner 
in-the publike Tribunal of Juſtice, they ſend for Idiagues, legally and juridically there to ap- 
pear, before them ; where this ſorrowful Father ( with much paſfion, and more tears ) doth 
ſironty accuſe him for the murther committed and perpetrated on his Daughter Mfathuring ; 
the which [4jaques with many bigh and ttout anſwers denieth : He alledgeth many oily words 
and ſugred and filken phraſes, to joRifie and Apologize his innccency : Which thefe Corigae 
dors (led by the firger of God } hold rather to be far more ayrie than ſolid, and. far more 
plauſible -than real or true , ſo they ( fill remembring bis Son Dow 7«2ns Letter to his Wife 
Marſillia ) do ( withcut regard to his quality or age ) adjudge bim to the Rack. The which 
Adiagues { fearing infinitely more the murther of his own Lady Hoxor:a, thanthat of Aathu- 
ins ) endures the tortures and torments thereof with a fortitade and reſolution far beyond 
bis ſtrength and age, and with an admirable conſtancy Rands firmly to the denial of this fa& 
and-2ccuſation ; ſo ſeeing the Rack taken away, and himſelf from the Rick, he is therefore 


wvery'confident and joyful, that his davger is likewiſe o'repaſt and &reblown : But thefe vain 


hoprs «f his will yet both deceive, and in the end betray bim; for as yet his conſcience hath 
not- made peace with-God. For the griefs and ſorrows of bis mournfal Father for thigamen- 
table murther of his Daughter, have nov mide him both induſtrious in this ſolicitation, 
and religious in this . bis proſecution againſt [djaques towards theſe Corigadors: to 
whonz again he becomes an caracſt, and ,” an humble Petjtioner, that they will 
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give lim eight dayes time more to fortifie his accuſation, and tharall that time be may fill re. 
maine Priſoner without Bail or Surety ; which they finding reaſcnable, and conſonant to all e. 
quity and laiy, they freely grant him, When Cafte/lo having God for his Counſellor, and whcm 
in a {mall time Idiaques ſhall find for his judge, calling to mind ſome words cf his deceaſed 
Daughter touching the ſuſpicion of poyſoning her old Lady by ber Husband, to make way for 
this match with Don 7#ax, he doth no more accuſe him for murthering of his Daughter: Aſatha. 
rin4 ; but ſome two daics after , be frames and preſents a new Inditement and zccuſaticn to hig 
Judges againſt him, for poyſoning his old wife the Lady Honoria, Which theſe Judges admi- 
ring and wondering at, they then partly, nay almeſt confidently believe, that there is ſome great 
crime, and foul fact in this buſineſs againſt /4;4gues, + Which God will in fine dete and bring 


_ tolight, by the ſolicitation and induſtry of this honeſt poor Gentleman Cafte/ios, So rhey ad- 


mit again of his ſecond Inditement againſt him, and by vertue hereof convent him before them 
at their Tribunal of Juſtice, 

14;aques underſtanding hereof , his guilty conſcience now denounceth ſuch thundering peals 
of fear and amazement to his appalled heart and trembling ſoul, as they will give no peace ei- 
ther to himſelf or to them, and the Devil, who had ever heretofore promiſed him his beſt aid 


 andaſlitiance, now flies from him, and leaves him to ſtand cr fall to hiaſelf : And here it is that 


his courage begins. to fail him, and chat his fear and ſhame is almoſt reſolved and ready to pro- 
claim himſelf guilty of this his laſt and worlt accuſation, the poiſoning of his own Wife the La- 
dy Honoria+ But again the hope of life is yet ſo ſweet to him, as the fear of death 1s diſpleaſing 
and bitter, and therefore ( with a wretched reſolution, and a miſerable confidence ) he again 
artificially endeavoureth to blear the eyes of theſe his Judges, with his chiefeft Eloquence, and 
ſweeteſt Oratory ; who haying given him his full carreir to ſpeak in his own defence and jublifi- 
cation, when they perfectly kneiv he yet ſpake not one valuable word or reaſon, either to defend 
or juſtifie himſelf, 1 one of theſe clear-fighted Corigadors (in the dehalf of both them ) 
returns him this grave reply. and picus exhortation, 

That as they have not the will co accuſe him, ſo they have not the means or power to excuſe 
him, for being ( at leaſt ) acceſſary to both, or either cf theſe murthers, cf his Lady Hoxoria, 
or Mathwriza ; that the ſudden death of the firſt, and the violent and untimely one cf the laſt, 
the voluntary abſence of his Son Don 7#an in Spain, with his killing of Perez. there, and 
now the fearful and lamentable 'end of his Daughter-in-Law, Afar//lia ( whoſe body is yet * 
unburied and her blood ſcarce cold ) left a dangerous refleRion, and a pernicious ſuſpicion on 
his life and ations, at leaſt of Adultery and Inceſt, if not of Murther ( whereof his Son Don 
Zuans Letter which he writ to his Wife 2ſarſi/lia, which they bave there to ſhe, is a moſt 
firong and pregnant witneſs ) and that the leaſt of theſe crimes are capable to ruine a greater - 
peſonage than himſelf. That he could caſt no miſt of deluſion before Gods eyes, though he 
artificially endeayoured and labored to caſt a veil before theirs. That the ſhedding of inno- 
cent blood was a crying Sin, which deſpight of ſorcery and of hell, would (in Gods due time) 
draw down vengeance to Earth from Heaven on their Authors, That if he were guilty of his 
accuſation, he had no better plea then confefſion, nor* ſafer remedy than repentance. That 
contrition is the true mark of a true Servant of God, and though we fall to Nature and Sin as 
being men, yet we ſhould riſe again to grace and righteouſneſs as being Chriſtiavs, That to 
deny our crimes, is to tugment them, and conſequently their puniſhments, both in Earth, and 
in Hell, and that he was not a Chriſtian, but an Infidel, who would attempt to ſave his life 
with the loſs of his ſoul, with many other religious exhortations concurring and looking that 
way. | 

But all this notwithſtanding, 14;aques his Faith and Conſcience, was yet ſo firong with 
Satay, and therefore ſo weak with God, that he left no excuſe, policy or evaſion uninvented 
to blear the eyes of theſe Corigadors, and fo to make his innocency to paſs currant with them, 
But his eloquence and afteverations cannot prevail with the folidity of their Judgments, for 
God will not ſnffer them to be led away with words, nor ſeduced or deluded with ſhadows : 
But froth the circumference of circumſtances, they now flie to the centre of truth, and to the 
Author and giver, yea to. the life and ſoul thereof, God. So they again a0judR him to the rack 
for his ſecond accuſation of Murther, as they formerly had done to him for his firſt. Ar the 
provouncing of which ſentence, If we may judge of his heart by his face, he ſeemed to be 


- much aMiged, appalled and daunted, which his udges perceiving, before they expoſe him to 


his torments, they in honour to his Age and quality, but far more to Truth and Juſtice, 
( whom they know to be two Daughters of Heaven) they now hold it a point of Charity 


and Piety to ſend him two Divines to his Priſon to work upon his Conſcience and = 
whic 
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which they do : And God in; the depth of his goodneſs, and the richneſs of his mercy; was ſo 
mercifully propitious and indulgent to him, that be added fuck efficacy'to their perſwations, and 
poiver to their exhortations, us .at the very fight of the rack, he with tears. in his eyes. then 
there confeſſed unto them, That he was innocent of -Mfarbyrind's murther, but guilcy of poy- 
ſoning his own wife the Lady Howoria, for the which be ſaid he moſt heartily and ſorrowfully 
repented himſelf, Whercupon his Judges (and the reſt preſent ) admiring with wonder and 
praifing God with admiration for the dereRtion of this his fowl, bloody and lamentable crime, 
they pronounce ſentence againſt him; That fat expiation thereof, he at eight cf the clock 
the next morning, ſhall have his head cut off at the place of Common execution in that Town, 
when 14;aquer, who ( yet adhered fomuch toSatin ) that he c£culd never be deveſted of his 
fivs before he were firſt depriv*d of his ſinful life,” doth yet fill flatter bimſelf with ſome fur- 
ther hope of life, and-ſohe appeals from the judgment and ſentence-of this Court of Corm'ra to 
that of Savtarom, as being native/and reſident thereof ; as alſo becauſe be commitred his muc- 
ther there, for which. they ( not.his competent Judges ) adjudged him to death ; Whereat al- 
though theCorigadors of Combre for the preſervation of the priviledpes cf theirCoutr and Town, 
do obftriately oppoſe and vehemently conteſt it, . yet at laſt well knowing, and bziog conſcious 
with themſelves, that ſmaller Towns and Courts in Porruge! are bound and ſabjeRt to depend cf 
the greater ; They therefore - making:a vertuevf- nec: ffity, and-contenting them(clyes to give 
way to that which they cannot remetiic, do ordain that /djaques ſhould be conveighed and tryed 
at Santarerm. 0 | | 
But yet before rhey ſuffer bim to depart their Town, they in hanor to Juſtice, in (wiſdom 
to themſelves, - and in reputation to their Town and Court, 'do ſericuſly and religiouſly charge 
him in the name and fear of God to- declare truly to them, whether his unbutried Daughter ip 
Law Marſil;a were not likewiſe acceflary with him in poyſoning his Wife, the Lady Hexo» 
114, which at firſt he ſtrongly "denies to them, 'Bur then they'ſend away for-the two Divines 
who had formerly dealt with him and his Conicience in Priſon, who exbort.bim to carry 3 
white and candid ſoul to Heaven, and threaten him with the torments of Hell fire if he-dos 
not, When with fighes and tears, be confefſeth itto them, and that it was be himſelf who 
adminittred that poyſon. to his wife , but that his Daghter-io-Law Afarſilia bought it far 
him, So theſe Judges ( upon the validity of this free and ſolemo confeſſion ) in. deteſation of 
this her lamentable crime, do reverently reſolve to fecond, and glorifie Ged in, his Judge- 
ments tewards her , 'and theretore they preſently condemn her dead body to be barnt that 
afternoen in their Market-fireet, the common place of execution , which. accordingly is 
then and there performed in preſence of a great concourſe of people, who infaitely rejoyce 
that God ſo miraculouſly defiroyed the life, and their judges the body of ſo execrahle a fe- 
male Monſter, By this time we muſt allow, and imagine that old Letcher, and new murtherer 
Idiaques { by vertus of his appeal ) is brought to his own City of S«xtarem, and1 think either 
with a ridiculous hope, or a prophane and 1npiods reſolution to ſee whether God will puniſh 
him there with death, or the Devil preſerve and ſave him from it. He hath many friends 
in this Court, who are both great and powerful, and therefore builds all his hopes of life, on 
this reeling quickſand, this ſnow, this nothing, that his great eſtate of money and lands will 
undoubtedly a& wonders with them for his pardon. But ill he hopes, becauſe Nill the De- 
vil deceives him ; He is arrived here at Saxtarems, where this fair City which might here. 
tofore have proved his celight and glory, is now reſerved for his ſhame, and appointed and 
deſtined for his coofufion ; They cannot brook the fight, much leſs the cobabitation ard com- 
pany of ſuch monſters of nature, and devills incarnate of men, who. glory in making them- 
ſelves guilty of theſe fowl finns, and crying crimes, Adultery, Inceit, Murther, So that 1di«- 
ques ( who hath made himſelf a principal of this number, and a monſter of Art in theſe fins") 
thinking here in Santerens to find more mercy and pity during his life, ſhall find leſs of both 
' of them after his death. For the criminal Judges of this Court who reverence and honour 
Juſtice, becauſe Juſtice doth daily and reciprocally perform the like to them, do confirm the 
ſentence of Coimbra, that the next morning he ſhall loſe his head, but in deteſtation and exe- 
cration of theſe foryl and bloody crimes, they aid this clauſe and condition thereto, thathboth 
bis head and body (hall be afterwazds burnt, and his aſhes thrown in the Air, which gives mat- 
ter of talk and admiration, not only to Saxterem, but to all Portugal. And thus moſt pevfively 
and diſconſolately is /dsaques reconveyed to his priſon, where Church-mzn are ſent him by 
the Judges of that Court, to dire& his ſoul in her flight and tranſfiguration from earth to 
H-aven , whom they find ( or at leaſt they make ) very humble, mournful, and repentant,

ous wife Henoria, Again, ſome pitied, and othersexecrated Mearfhia's youth, beauty, and luſt;

fied the providence and Juſtice of God, in ſo miraculouſly and condignly cutting off theſe mon-

" Andif the curiofity of the Reader will yet farther enquire, what afterwards became of Dex 
Jaan ; The reports of him are different: for at firſt I heard that his diſcontent and grief was fo 
great, yea, ſo extream for rhe death of his Parents and Wife, that he cloiflered himſelf up a Ca- 
puchin Fryar in their Monaſtery at Afadrid : So contrariwiſe I have ſince credibly been enform-

ſcreiy himſelf again into the eyes and repute of the world, When his neceſſity gaining upon his 
heart and nature, arid Satan upon his Conſcience and Soul, -he knowing his Brotbers wife A:ſ- 
ſerina to be rich and wanton, be will become ſo unfaithful to his owb wife, ſo ingrateful and

ſplend and ſhine to all the world, eſpecially to thoſe who had the honour to know ber living, 
of who ſhall now or hereafter rcad her Hiſtory after her death, And neve: were thoſe her ſweet 
pzrfeRions and vertves either more conſpicuous and glorious in her, than now at her enforced 
exile, and ſorrowful 'baniſhment and departure from her Husband : For althoust he were 
cruelly unkind, or unkindly cruel to her, yet knowing and confiderting him to be - her Hu» 
band, ſhe therefore holds it her duty and conſcience, ſtill to attend and wait on him as his 
Wife, and not, either ſo ſoon or fo ſa{denly toſeparate her felf from him.

Savoy, but of God and it ſelf) where. they take two Chambers, and live together, having 
no Servant at all to attend or follow them, butonly Noe/, whofor many years before had been, 
and ſtill was his man. But tolive here in Geneva with the more privacy and aſſurance ( becauſe 
they obſerve it to be a City exceeding, politiquely, vertnouſly, and reliviouſly governed ) _ 
they find out this excuſe for their ſtay, that he is heir to ſome lands ( which by the death of 

an Uncle of his) is devolved and fallen to him, in the eftate and dutchy of Afi/lan ( betwixt 
Pavia and Alexandria : ) whither he goes to ſell it away, in regard ( as he falſly alledgeth ) that 
both this Gentlewoman ( whom he reſolves to leave there, and preſently upon his return 
to macry ) and himſelf are Proteſtants, and for a month or fix weeks, this falſe gloſs, and 
true impoſture paſſeth currant with thoſe of Geneva, whom all that time they freely permit 
and ſuffer to-enjoy the Laws and Priviledges of Hoſpitality in their City ( and the ſooner and 
with far leſs ſuſpition and doubt ) becauſe they obſerve, that they very often frequent their 
Sermons and Churches, although in their hearts and devotions, God knows, they both are 
direAly Roman Catholicks, But at the end of this ſmall time, underſtanding that the two 
Syndicks, and the reſt of the Magiſtrates of that City began to pry more narroyly into their 
tay, and more hearly into their aCtions ; Then they thinking to mock God and their ſouls, 
and ſo to make Religion on'y to be a cloak to over-veil their villany, he then and there reſolves 
to marry her before he goto Millan, which indeed affords ſweet muſick to the heart, and me- 
lody to the thoughts and mind of this laſcivious dame Aafſerine, the which ſhe efteemed to be 
the chiefeſt felicity ſhe could defire upon earth, excuſing the alteration of this his reſolution 
upon her 'Gckneſs and indiſpoſition ( which alſo was asfalſe and counterfeit, as the pretence 
of their Proteſtant Religion was Feigned and hypocritical ) and to that end he acquaints the 
Miniſters and the Ancients of the Church therewith ; But they being as regular in their ations 
as he was exorbitant, and as pious in their intentions as he was prophane 1n his, queſtion him 
to ſhew ſome authentical Certificate from that Proteſtant Church or Churches in Poiftog, 
where they averr. they formerly dwelt, that they were both of them Proteſtants by Religion, | 
and that their Marriage was honourable and no way clandeſtine ; affirming to him, that it 
was againſt the Rules of their Religion, the Conſtitutions of their Church, and the Laws of

repugnant it is to Grace and Nature, Wherefore holding it a trouble to his mind, a vexation to 
his heart, and aſcruple to his conſcience any longer to attend and follow them,  becauic he is aſs 
ſured, that the divine Juſtice and vengeance of God, will never permit them to 20 long either 
undeteed or unpuniſhed. He calling to his remembrance the ſweet vertues-and chaſtity of his 
Miſriſs.Le Precoverte, and ( by oppoſition and Antitheſfis ) cotnparing them to the foul vices 
and whoredoms of Maſſerine, - hs ont of his duty to the firſt, and detettation to the ſecond, 
thongh a bad Servant to his Maſter, yet was agood Chriſtian to God, gives his Miſtriſs La Pre- 
evverte very (ecret intelligence, of his Maſters laſcivious reſiding and living here in Gexeve with 
Maſſerina, whereof he ſends her word, heis a very ſorrowful and unwilling eye witneſs, and ſo

Whereat their hearts were galled, and their C on(Ciences ſo netled and Aung, as they cannot refrain 
from bluſhing for meer ſhame, and then again, from not looking pale with meer anger theremn. 
Thus looking ſtedfaſtly each on other, their own guiltiveſs doth for the time-prefent, ſomewhat 
afliat and perplex them. Harcourt wondreth at his Wife*s boldneſs in wiiting to bim ;- and

f:arful of her Husbands ſilence, when again changing their conceits and thoughts, which incon- 
Rantly alter, and extravagantly range, without any 1otrinſecal peace, of tranquillity , Harcourt 
thinking of his Brother YV:morres filence, attributes 1t to Contempt and hatred, and Aſaſſerina 
contemplating and ruminating on her Sifter Ls Precoverte's choler, reputes it toextream grief, 
ſorrow and indignation ; But at laſt conſulting together hereon, they both of them copcurr and 
fall upon this reſolution ; that to colour out theit laſcivious life, they by their anſwers to her, 
muſt over-veil it with much ſeewing chaſtity, and pretended ſanRtity and piety, And the bet-

But again to Harcourt and 21. ſerine, whoſe laſcivious hearts and lewd Conſciences not per- 
mitting them to reſt in. aſſurance, or reſide in ſecurity any where, the very day after they had 
diſpatched the meſſenger with their Letters to La Precoverte, ( holding Geneva no place for 
them, ncr they for Geneva?) they truſs up baggage, and ſo with much ſecrecy leaveit, and di- 
re& their courſe to the gteat and famous City of Lyons ( ſome twoand twenty leagues thence ) 
and which is rhe frontier Town of France, and there they think to ſhrowd themlielves among that. 
great affluence and covfluence of people which inhabit and aboad there from divers parts: and 
they make choice to live in this frontier City, becauſe it is near to Savy, where if-any danger 
ſhould chance to betide or befail them, they might ſpeedily and ſafely retire themſelves there, 
and ſolay hold onthe Law and priviledg of Nations, which is inviolable throngout all the 
world. At their arrival at Lyons they take their Chambers and refidenee neer the Arſenal, 
though. for the two firſt nights they lie in Fanders ſtreets, They have not been in Lyons fifteen 
dayes, but there befel them an accident very worthy both of our obſervation, and of their re- 
membrance, which was thus; A Gentleman of the City of Tholoyſe named Moyfienr de 
Blaiſe, having ſome five dayes before rreacherouſly killed his eldeſt Brother fon/ieur de Barry 
in the high way as they travelled together, upon a quarrel which fell out between them, for hav- | 
ing debauched and clandeſtinely tollen away bis ſaid elder Brother De Baray's wife from him, 
and conveyed and tranſported her awty with bim : There was a privy ſearch then made in 
Lyons, when that ſame night Harcourt and Aſaſſerins were upon ſuſpition apprehended 
for them, and laid in ſure keeping. But the next morning before the Seneſchall and Procureut 
Fiſcall, they juſtified $heir innocency, by many who kneyiy De Blaiſe, and ſo were cleared, 
but yetit gave them both a hot Camiſado and fearful Alarum, and left an ominous impreſſion 
in their hearts and minds, whereof ( for the conformity of the circumſtances of this aRion 
with their own ) hid they had the grace to have made good uſe, they had not ( hereafter ) made 
themſelves ſo famouſly igfamous, nor conſequently this thzir Hiftory ſo prodigiouſly deplora- 
ble.

Yea, both of them make it their praice to frequent the fields 
often, but the Churches .and ftreets ſeldomas if their foul crime of Adultery had made them 
unworthy the Communion of Gods Saints, and conſequently all good company too worthy for 
them. He exceedingly fears his Brother /imory's filence and revenge, and ſhe highly envieth and 
diſdaireth her Sifter 10. Law Ls Precoverte's jealoufie, and Rill that diſgraceful word of Stinm- 
pet. (which ſhe upbraided her with and obtruded to her in her Letter ) Rrikes and fincks deeply 
1» her heart and remembrance ; in ſuch ſort, that it ſopoſleſſeth her theughts with malice and 
takes up her mind with choler and fierce-ipdignation, as ſhe voyyes her ſelf not thus to- let it paſs 
in ſilence, or to vaniſh and dye awayin oblivion, quite contrary to that which her late Letter 
to her Siſter La Precoverte promiſed and. ſpake. And hereit is that the Devil fir begins to 
take poſſeſſion of her heart, and by degreez to ſeiz2 upon ber ſoul, and to make her wholly to

Heaven an4 God, is ſpeedily reſclvedto cauſe her to be poyſoned, her enraged milice being ca- 
pable of no other excule or reaſon but this, thatit is impoſſible ſhe can reap any perfect felicity 
of content in earth, till (he have diſpatcht and ſent her to Heaves To which end ſhe infinu- 
ares her ſelf into the acquaintence of t'vo Apothecaries of that City,” and deals with them ſe- 
verally and ſecretly to efte& this hell:ſh bufineſs, for the which ſhe promiſed either cf them a 
bundred 'crowns of the ſum in hand, and as much more when they have effeRed it, and fitty 
more todefray the charge cf their j-urney. But the Devil hath made her ſo crafty and ſubtle, 
us-ſhe-ſtill retains from them, the name Maſſerina and the place Troyes where the party dwelt , 
there-are gocd and bad men of all Countries, Faculties and Profeffions; theſe two Apothecarics 
are as honeſt as ſhe is wretched, and as religious and charitable as ſhe is profane and bloody;

- the is glad of this advertiſcment, and will neither give nor receive any truce from her heart, 
or herheart from her revenge, before ſhe hath ſeen and ſpoken with T:vo/y, The which to ef- 
fe, ſhe to Harcourt pretznds a ſudden ach in her right arm, and ſoupon good advice tells him 
that ſhe is very defirous to go to the Bathes of Poweges by Nevwers, there to ſtay ſome fifteen oc 
twenty dayes at fartheſt ; Harcoure ( vo way once dreaming of her inveterate malice, and far 
leſs of her revengeful and bloody intents towards the ſafety and life of bis wife La Precoverte ) 
approves of ber reſolution and journey, but intreats her to be wonderful careful of her ſelf, 
her health and ſafety, and proffereth to accompany her himſelf : She with many kiſſes, dearly,

(by order of the Judges of Sexs ) apprehended and taken Priſoners in their own houſe of 
Saint Simplician, as they were walking and kifling' together , without any thought of dan- 
ger, much leſs of death, They hereat look each on other with grief and aſtoniſhment, 


eſpecially Maſſer ins, who underſtanding (by ſome of thoſe that apprehend tham ). That 
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it was the Italian Mountebank 7:ivo/y, who at bis Execution accuſed her, but not her Hys.. 
band Harcourt for having and cauſing him to poyſon her Siſter La Prccowerrey ſhe then fees © 
her ſelf ro be a dead Woman, and no hope left her in the World of her life, but every way 
a firm aſſuratice and confidenceoof her death ; yer ſeeing Tively dead, ſhe reſolves to fiand 
upon ber Juſtification. She is all in Tears at this her lamentable diſaſter, cnrſeth the name 
and memory of Tive/y for ruining her, wich himſelf, and now, when it is too tare, ſhe blames 
her ſelf of indiſcterion, for negleRing, and not dealing effectually with Zivoly in Priſon, to 
conceal this her fat and name. bes 

As for ber Husband Harcowre, he (knowing himſelf abſolutely innocent: of this mur. 
ther ) he grievesnot for the death of his firſt Wife Z4 Precoverte, but noiv extreamly monr- 
neth and lamenteth to think of this, of the ſecond Wife Aaſſerina, for live, be fears ſhe 
cannot. - He bids her yer be of good comfort, and wiſpererh her ſecretly in her Ear, 
that be will give all bis ettate and means to ſave her life, or clfe chat he will dye with her, 
the thanks Oi with a world of ſighs and tears, and rounds him as privately in-his Ear 
with many deep Oaths and Aſeverations, that her rongue ſhall never dare to ſpeak aay 
one word or ſyllable to her Judges, which -ſhall rend to the prejudice of his reputation, 
ſafety or life, and ſo they are by their apprehenders ſeparated , and when ſeverally conveyed 
to the Priſon of Sexs, Xaſſerina is firſt arraigned by the Judges, where ( according toher 
former reſolation } ſhe ( not with tears bur wich high words and ſpeeches } ftands upon ber 
Innocency and Juſtification, they inform her how frongly Tivoly at his death declared ſhe 
had given him two hundred and fifty Crowns, a Saphyr Ring, and fifty Crowns more to 
pay his chargesat Poxgges, and how he at her inſtigation, and in favour of this her Gold 
poyſoned La Precoverte at her father Monſieur de Vaguery's houſe at Troyes, ſhe terms Tivoly 
witch and devil, yea worſe than a thouſand devils, thus to accuſe her falſely of this murther 
of her ſiſter Precoverte, whereof ſhe vorves to God and the world, to Earth and Heaven, that 
ſhe is as innocent as that damned Italian was guilty thereof ; but the Judges ( notwithſtanding 
all theſe ber great fumes and cracks ) do preſently condemn her to the rack, the which as 
ſoon as ſhe ſaw and conſidered the ſharp nature of thoſe exquiſite torments, then God was ſo 
merciful to her ſoul by his grace, though ſhe was not ſo heretofore to her body by the perpe» 
tration of her foul fins, that ſhe would riot permit her tender dainty limbs to be expoſed to 
the miſery of thoſe cruel tortures, but then and there confeſſeth ber ſelf to be the auchor of 
poyſoning La Precoverte her (ilter, as 75voly was the actor thereof, when being bere by her 
Judges farther demanded whether her laſt Husband Harconure were not likewiſe acceſſary with 
her in poyſoning of his firſt wife Ze Precoverte, ſhe with much aflurance and conſtancy clezrs 
him hereof, and is ſo kind and loving to him, as ſhe ſpeaks not a word to them, of tas piſtolling 
to death of her Husband his Brother Ymory : So for this foul and bloody faRt of hers, ſhe 
is condemned to be hanged the next morning and for that night again returned to Priſon, where 
ſhe and her ſorrowful Husband, make great ſute to the Judges that they may for a ſhort time ſee 
and ſpeak one with the other, but it will not be granted them ; When Harcour: being as confi- 
dent of - his own life, as he was of bis wite*s death, makes ſecret prott-r- (by ſome friends of his) 
tothe Judges, of all his Lands , and demanded to ſave his wife, but thzy ( reſembling them- 
ſelves ) do ſo much fear God, and reverence and honour the ſacred Name of Juſtice, as they 
are deaf to his requeſts. . 

The next morning ( according to her ſentence) ſhe is brought to: the: place of 
her Execution, but (.at her earneſt and importunate requeſt) ſo early, that very 
few. people were preſent-at her death, where being aſcended the Ladder, the there 
again curſed the name, and execrated the memory of that wretched Villain 7vv/y, 
and wiſhed much proſperity and - happineſs to her Husbard HARCOURT, 
when turning her Eye about, and ſeeing a Coſen German of his there preſeat, named 
Aonſieur de Pierpoint , ſh: calls him ro her , and is ſovain at this lalt period ( as it were ) 
of her life, ' as (he takes off her Glove and Bracelet from her right hand and Arm, 
and prayes him to deliver it to his Coſin and her Husband Harcowre , and to aſſure him 
from her that ſhe died, his moſt loving and conftavt Wife , which Monſieur Pierpoint 
faithfully promiſed her to perform ; then a Subordinate Officer of Juſtice being there to ſee 
her dye, tells her that he wis now commanded by the Judges his Superiours, to tell her, 
that ſhe being now to. leave Earth, and fo ready to aſcerd into Heaven, they prayed her 
in the name- and- fear of God to declare to all thoſe who were preſent, if her Husband 
Harconyt , yea of no, had any hand , or were knowing or acceſſary with her in the poy- 
ſoning of his fuſt Wife La Precoverte, and that ſhe ſhould do picuſly and Cy to 
iſcover 
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diſcover the truth thereof, which would undoubtedly: tend to: Gods glory, 'and rhe ſalva- 
tioti of her own ſoul : When ſhe ſolemnly vowed to him, and: tv all the people, that her 
Musband Harconrt never knew, nor in thought, word, or deed, wasany way acceſliry, 
knowing, or conſenting with her or Tivoly, in poyloning of his Wite, -and this which ſhe 
now. ſpake was: the pure truth, as ſhe hoped for Hzaven; and now after'a few tears, ſhe 
moſt vainly and idly fell prayfing and commending ot him,: eſpecially how tenderly and 
dearly he loved her , with other ridiculous and impertinent ſpeeches tenditg that way, 
which I hold (every way) unworthy of my mention and repetition; but had not the grace, 
either to look up to Heaven, or to God with repentance,or the goodneſs tolook down in- 
to her own heart, conſcience or foul, with contrition and forrow tor all thoſe her foul A- 
dulterics and Murthers; Neither to pray to God for her ſelf, or to requeſt thoſe who were 
preſent to pray to God for her: And fo + was turncd over, all wondring and grieving at 
her bloody crime, and therefore ſome lamenting or ſorrowing for this her infamous 
death : But ſhe there ſpeaks not a word, or the ſhadow of a ward, cither of hex Husband 
Harcourts piſtofling to dearth of his Brother her firſt Husband Fimory, or of her knowledg 
thereot or conlent thereunto. | 
Now though Harcourt ſeemed outwardly very ſorrowful for this ſhameful death'of his 
wife Maſſcrins, yet he is inwardly exceeding joyful, that her ſilenceat her death,ot murther- 
ing his Brother Vimory, hath preſerved his life with his reputation, and his reputation with 
his life; Whereupon being that day freed and acquitted by the Judges of Sex6;both of his pre- 
tended crime, as al{o of his impriſonment; He compoling his countenance equally betwixt 
joy'and ſorrow, returns to his houſe of Saint Simplician, where now thinking himiclt abſo- 
lutely diſcharged and cleared of all theſe his former Adul teries,as alſo of his tate cruel mur» 
thering ot his Brother;He within two,or at' moſt within three months after his wite Maſſe+ 
rina's Execution caſts off his mourning apparel, (which he wore for her death) and neither 
thinking of his ſoul or his conſcience, or of Heaven or Hell; he flants and froliques it out in 
| brave apparrel, and becauſe he is now fortunately arrived to be chief Lord and Maſter of a 
great eliate both in Lands and Money, therefore he thinks it not his pride,but his glory,and 
not. his vanity but his generoſity to dight and put himſeltnow into far richer Apparrel than 
ever formerly he had done; whereof all the Geritlemen: his :Neighbours, - yea, all the City 
of Sens, ( with nolictle wonder }: took eſpecial notice thezeot:;, Yea, he is fo far from 
once dreaming or thinking cither of his murthering- of his Brothes Vimory, or of the deplo» 
rable and untimely ends of his two Wives; with as much vanity, and with far more haſie 
than diſcretion or conſideration,he now ſpeedily reſolves 'to!take and maxry a third But his 
hopes will deceive him, becaufe God in his ſacred juſtice & judgment will deceiye his hopes, 
For, whenhe thinks himſelf ſecure and ſafe, not only fram the danger, but likewiſe from 
the ſuſpition-of any fatal or difakterous accident which can pollibly betall himz then,the tri- 
umphant power of Gods revenge will both ſattdenly and-ſoundly ſurpriſe him. His hone 
man Noel, ( with an obſervant cyc, and a conſcionable, andforrowtul-heart) hath heard of 
La Precoverte's poyfoning, and of Vimory's piſtolling to dedthr,, end hath likewiſe ſcen the 
hanging both of Tizely, and of his{aft Miſieifs Moſſering.: In alliwhich ſeveral accidents, as 
one way he wondreth at the malice of Satan): \So ariother\way he cannot but.infinitely ad- 
mire and applaud the juſt judgments of the Lotd:He-likewiſe knows what his Maſter Har- 
torrt'is £0 him and be to his Mafter, andin timieof- his ſerviceand attendance under him, 
what different-and ſevera] paflagesof buſineſs and (ſecrets have paſt between them: He hath 
remarked fapmore: vices than vertues in his Maſter, whereat he much grieveth, but he was 
imtinitely moreenforced than defirous cither to ſte or know-them, aud this again doth-cx<

"refle& on the part of himſelf Feliſanne, and ſo conſequently an bimſc!f : When ( being 


in her preſence ) the paſhons cf bis affetion, and the fumes of his revenge (6 far eclipſe and 
tranſport his - judgment, as be freely proffereth her his Sword, and ſelf, to right Radegonda's 
wrong on the perſon apd life of Borlary, the which courtefie and noble aff:Rion and reſpe& of 
his, Feliſanne takes moſt lovingly and kindly of him, but yer loves him ſo tenderly and dearly, 
that by no means ſhe will peraait him to ingage z muchleſs to hazard himſelf in this crivial quar= 
rel; which being ( as ſhe affirmed ) more feminine than maſculine, did therefore more pro- 
perly belong to her own deciding and requital, the which ( in that regard ) ſhe prayed him 
wholly to leave and refer to her (elf.

The Lady Peliſanna well yet, pp to be Bor/4r y his Lacquie, andfeeing him deliver. 
Ietter to her lover Planeze, which ſhe feareth to be ſome challenge, ſhe thereat -(adorning and 
beautifying her Lilly cheeks with a Roſeat bluſh) *prayes him totell her what Borlary his letter 
contained ; When ( his own'tonour getting the ſupremacy of his affe&ion towards ber ) hetells 
her, that B.r/ary therein only tequefied him, to meet hirm the! next day in the Domo { which is 
the Cathedral Church of that City, dedicated to Saint Arb4ayaſins ) the which. he is now going 
to grant bim in his anfwer. But Feliſamas, ill jealous and fearful, prayes him to ſhew her 
thoſe two Letters, which he pleaſantly puts off with ſome kifſes, and yet: her blood and. heart ſo 
freezeth within ber with fear, as (he uſeth the beſt power of hey art, andthe chiefeft Art of. her 
affeRion, to conjure him not tofall out, much leſs to fight with Borlayy, at their meeting inthe 
Church.

The Lady Feliſanna receives this letter with much wonder, & ore-reads it with more con- 
tempt gad Cholcx,for if ſhe dildained Borlary and his atteion when ſhe was a Maid, much 
more doth ſhe now when God and hez'Husband have-made her a wite: Once ſhe was of opi- 
nion to haye thrown this his letter into the fire, & have antwercd it with diſdain & filence. 
But then again conſiderjag the yanity of his thoughts,and the obſcenity of his delires, ſhe

Borlary receiving and peruſing,this Challenge of Planieze,he is much grieved and ſorrow- 
ful;to ſee that Feliſanna had fo little diſcretion for her ſelf,and ſo much hatred againſt him, 
to ſhew her Husband theſe his Letters,and except ſhe meant to make her ſelf the preſent au- 
thor, and the caufe of her future affliion and miſery, he knows not elſe what ſhe intends

and not with Godzand ,therefore no marvel,if he ſec his laſcivious deſires to come too _ 
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of his ridiculous hopes,and both his hopes,and deſires herein to end ia as tnuch truc miſery, 
as they began in falſe hope of telicity and joy. : 
So Borlary having made a turn or two in his Garden to reſolve upon this buſine(s, which 
{> much imported both his honour and life: He at laſt, with joy in his looks, and courage in 
his countenance,turns to Planeze his Chirurgion, whom-/after he uſed reſpectively and cour- 
reouſly,he ſecretly rqunds him thus in his Ear 3 Tell Signior Planeze from me,that I will not 
fail to meet him to morrow morning, according co his requeſt and expectation, and {ſo he 
diſmiſſeth him, who as (oon returns this anſwer of Borlary to Planeze, whom he now finds 
(taying for him in the Church of the Auguſtine Friers, but God knows, with no intent or de- 
vation to pray,or to invoke his Divine & Sacred Majclty to divert him from this hisinten- 
ded bloodyenterprize,but rather to recondud home the Lady Feliſanxs his wife, who harm- 
lc(s {weet Gentlewoman, was there in that Church,upon the Altar of her heart, praffering 
up the moſt religious Prayers, and zealous Oriſons of her ſoul unto God, without once ſur- 
miſing or thinking what a mournful and dangerous part her husband was re(olved to at 
che next morning to the prejudice of her content,it not to the utter diſſolution and ruin of 
her Matrimonial joy and felicity. But her Husband Planeze bears this buſineſs, and thele his 
intentions (v ſecretly from his wite,as it was impoſlible tor her to have any (uſpition, much 
leſs knowledg of, this his next days intended Duel. 
The night, which brings reſt to others, hath not power to give it toour two inflamed 
Duclliſts, For the contideration of their honours and their lives, of their quarrel, and the 
cauſe thereof, doth equally poſlcls their brains, and pre-occupate and prevent their eyes of 
thcir fleeping faculties. So preferring their danger to their (atety, their reſolution to their

Again,there want not divers,cſpecially the younger ſort of the Nobility and Gentry of Ye.

thors,and that murther endethin as much truc milery,as it begins in falſe content and joy 3 
forit is a bitter oblation and odious facrifice to the Lord, who is the God of peace, and the 
Father of all unity and charity. 

But the Devil is ſo tamiliar a gueſt, and ſo frequent a councellor to Borlary,that he wret- 
chedly vows and execrably (wears, that Planeze ſhall no longer live but dic. Once he was 
of opinion, either topiltol or ponyard him in the ſtreet by night, but then again, ſeeing 
theimminency of that danger in the misfortune of his LacquyRomeo,he rejeRs1t as ruinous, 
and refolys on poylon, which he thinks is the ſhorteſt and (afett way tor him to ſend him for 

Hcaven, and thinksnone fo fit for his purpoſe to give and adminilter it to him as Planeze his 
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own Apothecary Caſtruchio, being the more contident in this his choice, becaule he knew 

him to be a wonderful poor man, and withal, extreamly vitious and debauched, as neither 
fearing nor cariug for God, but more an Atheiſt than a Chriltian, and more a Devil than a 
Catholick,and therefore believes that a little money will a& wonders in his heart and reſo- 
lution. Neither doth he fail in his judgment, or deccive himſelf in the hopes of his choice ; 
for he no ſooner proffercth him three hundred Duckatons, to poyſon Pianeze (one halt in 
hand.and the other when it is pertormed) but he accepts thereot,cngageth himſelt (by half 
and oath.) ſpeedily to diſpatch and hniſh it,and fo like two FaQtorsor turics of Hell, both of 
them ſwear ſecrefie each to other herein. 

Borlary longing, and Caſtruchio defiring to finiſh this Tragedy on Plancze, that he mighe 
likewiſe touch the laſt one hundred and hfty Duckatons The Spring approaching, whercin 
Planeze every year for the preſervation ot his health, was accuitomed to take Phylick of 
Caſtruchio, he no (ooner (ent for him to that effeR, but tirit purging,then bleeding him, he 
then artificially perſwades him to take a Vomit,the next morning, whereunto Planeze cafily 
conſents, (o he admimiſtreth it to him and therein infuling poyfon, he within fix days afcer 
dies thercot, when Caſtruchio demauding hisother one hundred and fifty Duckatons, Sorlary 
{pcedily pays it him with much content, joy and deleQation ; Burt let the firti know, and 
the ſecond remember, that it is the price of innocent blood. 

The oxder of our Hiſtory leads us now (asit were by the hand) to our forrowful young 
Widdow Feliſanns, who poor ſoul, ( not dreaming any way in the world either of -poy- 
ſon or of Borlary ) is ready to weep her (clt to death, that ſhe muſt ſurvive and cannot die 
with her dear and (weet Husband Planeze, and that as one bed,ſo one Grave mighe contain 
them, yea her grict is ſo great aud her (urrow fo infinite for the lols of this her other part 
of her (cf, that neither her Father 3 Kinsfolks or friends can poſlibly comfort her ; for fill 
the (ces him before her eyes, as it he were not buricd in his Grave, but in her heart, or that 
it was wholly impoſſible tor him to die as long as ſhe lives ; which exceſs of ſoxrovvs ſighs 
and tcars of hers lo withered the Roles and Lillies of her beauty, and to eclipſed the lultre 
ot her ſparkling eyes,that to the eyes and judgments ot all thole who ſaw or knew her, ſhe 
became fo pale and lean as ſhe was no longer Fehiſanna , but only the poor lick Anatomy of 
Feliſanna. 

- have (cen this wretched Gentleman Borlaxy, and this cxcerable Apothecary, Caſtru- 
<0, commit this horrible mucther upon the perſon of noble and generous Planeze, and we 
(hall not go tar, before we (hall ſee the facred Juſtice, and jult puniſhments of God to ſur- 
prizc aud overtake them tor the {ame;For God is now reſolved to triumph o're thoſe bloody 
milcreants,and although they have fo clolely acted and perpetrated this their lamentable 
marther,as there are nocarthly eyes to dete,nor witnels to give in evidence againtt them 
tor the ſame : yet our good and gracious God, who is the true ſearcher ot our hearts and 
xcins, will to his glory and their contubon bring this to hight, by an accident worthy of 
our deepclt conſideration, and of qur moſt ſerious and religious oblervation ; The manner 
whereot 1s thus. 

This wretched Apothecary Caſtrachio, having received his other hundred Duckatons of 
Borlary ( as we have tormerly underttood ) tor miniftring this bloody buline(s, and bcing ( as 
we know ) of a moſt vicious and debauched lite,he had already in his riots and prodigalicies 
ſpent and conſumed all his Eltate; And now this three hundred Dukatons which he xeceived 
of. Borlary tor pertorming this bloody bulinels, makes him by many degrees far worſe than 
he was beforc;for(as by Gods (acred & ſecret providence) it was impothble to proſper with 
him,{o his prophane vices and hans, and his bealtly pleaſures and. prodigaliciesmade it con- 
lume and mcle away as Snow againlt the Sunin ſuch ſort,that it ſeemed to him,that he was 
a thict to himſelf, and that one gt his hands and pockets hourly couzened and betrayed the 
others and although for a time he bore this his vicious courſe of life very cloſe and fecrer 
trom the eye and kuowledg of the world, whereby his credit far ggceeded his Ettate.fo after 
che committing, of this toul murther,both his eſtate, credit,and all went to wrack & ipoil, 
tor he lete nothing either unſpent or unpawned, and which is yet worie; he fell inro many 
arrex-gcs, & debts which at laſt grew fo clamorous( eſpecially when his prodigal & beaſtly 
htc of whoring,drunkenge(s and diging,came to be divulged and ſpread to the world )that 
by three of his greateſt Creditors he is arreſted and clapt into Priſon,and his Shop ſeized on 
by ther, which they find as empty of drugs,as his Maſters heart was ot pity, and his foul of 
piety : Andas it is the nature ( or rather the miſery ) of Priſons, that where one man ver- 
tuouſly improves bis life and a@ions there, a hundred do vitiouſly ruin themſelves, fo 
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Caftruchio being one of this latt number, he there walteth and conſumeth all that he hath,or 
which he can pollibly procure, and in a few weeks reduceth hirnſelt coo extream poverty 
and beggery, that he is clzpt into the common Gaol among the pooreſt ſort of Priſoners, 
who live by the alms & charity cf well diſpoſed peoplc, his clothes being all tottered and 
torn, having no bed to lie on, nor hardly bread to ſuthce tnature,or to maintain life, bein 
abandoned of all his friends & acquaintance, who will rather fee him ftarve and die than xc. 
lieve him; Aud yet in all theſe extremities,6& at the very lowelt ebb of thcle his wants and 
miſcries,he will yet neither look down into his Conſcience, heart and ſoul with {orrow,nor 
up to Hcaven or to God with repentance for all his toul tins and vices,eipcciat'y not for this 
his cruel and lamentable poyfoning of Planeze,which are the true reaſons and the efficient 
cauſes of theſe his miſerable calamities and afflictions,yea his wants and mileries are fo grear 
and infinite here in Priſon, thet none whoſoever will come thither to ſee him, much Icls cg 
pity him,and lcaſt ot all co relieve him, - Only Dorillz (a filthy old Baud of his) more out of 
importunacy to her, than ot her courteſie or charity to him, although ſhe dildain to 99 
her {cf into priſon tolec Caftruchis,yet ſhe is contented ſometimes to ſend him her Son Ber. 
ardo,a boy of ſome fixteen years of age to go his errands, ſo his neceſſity making his inven- 
tion pregnant & clear-tighted, after he had tried all his friends & acquaintance with Notes 
& Letters, which return itil] cmpty fitted, his memory at the laſt falls & pitcheth on Borlary 
who(for the bloody reaſon formerly mentioned) he thinks the only fit man of the world to 
redreſs his wants,and to rclieve his weather-beaten fortunes, and to him he often ſends Ber. 
nardo with many pitiful requetts and intreaties for mony; but to write to him he dares nor. 

Borlary conlidering, that he hath far more cauſeand reaſon to love Caſtrachio than to hate 
him,for that(by vertue of the premiſes)he ſees his own lite to lie at the mercyof his tongue, 
although he rather wiſh him in Heaven than in Priſon, yet bing extreamly covetous,& yet 
holding himſelf both in conſcieuce and diſcretion bound to relieve him 3: he theecfore ſends 
him ſome ſmall fums of money, but no way enough to buy him Clothes, or to maintain his 
former prodigalities,but rather hardly ſuthcicnt to maintain life in him, much leſs to che- 
riſh or patnper him. And ſo often doth Caſtruchio ſend the boy Bernardo to Borlary for mony, 
that at laſt being weary thereof, and reſolute topart with no more mony ( God here makes 
his covetouſnels partly the means to chalk out a way to his own confuſion) and is reſolved 
neither to ſpeak nor to ſee Bernard», to that effe@ gives order to his ſervants; when little 
Bernardo ſeeing that he wears out his time,and his ſhoos in vain,to hunt after Borlzry, whom 
he knows will not be ſpoken with by him, he tells Caſtrxchio that he provide himſelt of ano- 
ther Mciſenger towards Borlary, for he will go no more to him; becauſe he ſees it is wholly 
impcſlible for him to ſpeak with him; and at this diſcourteſic of Borlary, Caſtruchio doth 
now hire his lip with diſcoutent, and hang his head for anger, and from henceforth he be- 
gins to aſſume bad blood, and to conceive dangerous thoughts againſt him, but as yet the 
conſideration of his own fatety or danger makes him patient and filent; But God will not 
have him'to continue fo long, for almoſt preſently we ſhall ſee his patience burſt torth into 
violence and impetuolity, and his ſilence break out into extream choler and indignation 
againſt him, 

His old BaudDorilla,(as an expert Hag of her ſinful profeſſion )as often as ſhe hears or knows, 
that Caftruchio had any mony trom Borlary, ſo often ſhe would come to the Prifon to him, 
nd (pcedily carouſe and comume it with him ; but when by her Son Bernardo ſhe fees his 
purſe (hut, that fountain exhauſted, and: that her boy could no more (ee Borlary but a 
woodden facc,l mean his door ſhut,then ſhe (reſembling her (elf) again forſakes Caſtruchio, 
and will neither (ce him nor come near his Priſon, (o that at laft he not ſecing Bernardo,nor 
once hearing from Borlary in three weeks,or well near a month together,and being ready to 
periſh, ſtarve and die under the heavy burthen and preffure of his wants, he cearncfily (ends 
tor Dorilla to core ta him,and caufetch her to be informed, that if ſhe will come to him and 
deliver a letter to a fricndgot his, he will ſpeedily ſend him ſome ſtore vf mony, andthen ſhe 
ſhall have a ſhare and part thereof,ſo when no other reſpe& or conlideration will, then this 
ot money again brings this old ilehy Beldam Dorilia to the Priſon to Caſtrachio,who having 
provided her a Bottle of Wine, and fiye Gazettaes to'drink by the way (thereby the more 
caretully to affect his buſinels, he exceedingly incenſed with choler and revenge againſt 
Borlary tor this ingratitude towards, himJwrites him this angry Lecter,and deeply chargeth 
Dorilia with ſpeed,care,and ſecretie to deliver it into Borkary his own hands and to no other, 
-which Letter of his ſpake this language. *' 
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How know ſt that for three hundred Duckatons which thaw gaveſt me, 1 poyſontd Stignior Pla- 
neze in 4 Fomit, and w.lt thos now be ſo hard and crut!-bearted againſt me to ſuſfe* me to die in 
Priſon for want of ſo ſmall a ſun-m as twenty D+ckatons * 1 amy made of the ſam: ficſb and blood as 
thow art, and alth ugh my fartunts be low plunged, » t my bears us ſo bigh-ſeated andelevared, that 
1 give thee ro under ſtard that 1 will rather eanſent to be hanged than ſtarved, Wherefore becauſe my 
Traged wil / infallibly prov? thine, if thox mean to prevent th: one, and tn ſecure thy ſelf from the 
other, fail not ſpeedily to ſend me the ſaid twenty Duckatons by this brarer Dotilla, whom 1 have en. 
iroſted with my Letter faſt-ſcale1! ( and ſo ma; ſt thin with thine ) but for the ſecret therein (which 
ths w teſt of ) ſhe is Wholly ignorant of it ; In performing me this conrteſie thou ſhalt not onl 7 toe 
my tongue and pen, but my heart and ſoul to ſilence, or elſe nt, Amidſt thy wealth remember my 
peverty, which if thou forget, God bath tſer:ed me to make thee know, that thou doeſÞ not uſe, 
but abuſe it, and ther-1n thy ſelf.

Dorilla receiving this Letter from Caſtr»chio, ſhe puts it into her purſe and promiſeth him her 
belt care and fidelity for the delivery thereof to Seignior Bor/ary, although ſhe confeſſeth that 
ſhe neither knew him nor bis honſe : But ſ-e here the providence and mercy of God which clear- 
ly.zeſplends and ſhines in the. deportment and aRtion of this beaftly old Bawd, for ſhe meeting 

ſoame-of her Gamefters and Goſſips in the fireet ( though contrary tothe cuſtom of 7raly ) 
bo = goto a Tavern, where they all (will their heads and brains with Wine, eſpecially Do- 
711g. $0 the day being far ſpevt, her buſineſs for Caſtr»eb o is ended ere begun ; for ſhe forget- 
fing_her ſelf cannot remember his Letter, but as faſt as her reeling legs will permit her, away ſhe 
ſpeeds towards - her oryn houſe, which was ſome half a mile off inthe Ciry, But when ſhe was 
in the ſtreets and had a little taken the Air, then ſhe calls Caſirachro's Letter to mind, and her 
promiſe to him to deliver it, but to whom ( through her cups ) ſhe bath quite forgotten ; for | 
ſhe cannot orce hit on the name Borlary. But at laſt remembring the Letrer to be in her Purſe 
and ſhe by this time.in the midſt of the City, ſhe takes it out in her band, and ſeciog a fair, 
yet ſorrowful young Lady to ſtand at the ſtreet door of her houſe all in mourning Attire, and 
no body neer her, after ſhe had done her duty to her, ſhe reacheth her the Letters and humbly 
requeſterh her to tell her the Gentlemans name ro whom it was direted, when God out of 
the Profundity of his Power and Immenſity of his pleaſure, having ſo ordained and ordered 
it, that this fair young Lady was our ſweet Fel:ſanne, ( who for the death of her dear Husband 
Planeze, hath dighted her (elf all in mourning attire and apparel, thereby the better to make it 
correſpond with her teart :) Who reading the ſuperſcription thereof, and findiag it direRed to 
Seignior Borlar y ( by ſeme motion or inſpiration from Heaven ) her heart could fot refrain from 
ſending all the blood of her body into her face, when demanding of this womm, From whom this 
Letter came ; Doy:l/a ( as dranken in her fidelity and innocency, as ſhe yyas guilty of drun- 
kenneſs ) * tells her, that the Letter came from an Apothecary who lay in Priſon, named 
Caftruchio; At the very repetition of which name, -our Feli/amna again bluſhed, and then pa- 
ſeth, as if God had ſcme news to reveal her by this Letter, becauſe (he .remembreth that 
this Caſ{ruchio,. as'we have formerly underſtood was the very ſame Apothecary who gave 
her Husband Planeze Phyfick a little before his death; Whereupon ſhe praying Dori/la 
to come with her into bo houſe, becauſe the purpoſely and politiquely affirmed * ſhe 
cculd not read written-band her ſelf, but wculd pray her Father to do it ; the leaves her 
in the cuter Hall, and ber ſelf goes into the next room , where breaking up the Seals of this 
Letter, ſhe at the very firſt fight had knowledg that her Husband was poyſored, and 
hy whom, and that God had now miraculouſly revealed it to her through the igno- 
rence and drunkenneſs of this old woman, ſhe for meer-grief and ſorrow, is ready to fall 
to the greand in a (wound, had not her Fatber and ſcme of his ſervants, who over-hear- 
i1g her paſſionate out-cries, come ſpeedily to her aſſiſtance; which yet cculd not a- 
wake Dorilla , who had no ſoorer ſate her ſelf down in a chair in the Hall , but being top- 
heavy with Wine, ſhe preſently fell aſleep. Adrmiage rouſing up his fainting and ſorrow-

Law Planeze , ſo inquiting of her who breught 
her this Letter; ſhe afrer many ſighs and pauſes tells him, thatit was th: metcy and provigence 
of the Lord, who ſent it her by a drunken woman, who was forth in the Hall : They both go to 
her, and finding her faſt lzeping and ſnoring, Afimare pulls her by the ſleeve and wakes her, 
and thea demands of her, before his Daughter and'ſervants, Where, and frcem whom ſhe had 
this Letter; who as drunken as this Bawd is, ſhe is contiant in her firſt ſpeech, and conf: lion to 
Feliſenn 1, that ſhe had it from Caſtruchio an Apothecary who lay in Priſon, but the had forgor- 
ren to ivhom ſhe was to deliver it, and then prayes them both to dehver and give her back her 
Letter again. But Mimats ſeeing and knowing that it was the 1mmediate finger of God which 
thus Rrangely had revealed this murther of his Son-in-Law Plazeze, he calls in two Gentlemo- 
men his next Neighbours to comfort his Daughter Fe/sſarna, and {o leaving Dori/la to the Guard 
of twoof his ſervants, he ( with two other Gentlemen his Neighbours > takes his Coach, and 
having Caſtr#chio's Letter in his hand, he drives away to the State-bouſe, where he fincs out the 
Podeitate and PrefeR cf the City, and ſhewing them the Letter which revealed the poyſrning 
and Poyſoners of Plaxeze his Son-in-Law, they ( in honour to Juſtice, and out of their reſpet 
to the ſorrowful Lady bis Dauhter ) take their Coaches, and return With Axiara home to his 
houſe : Where they firlt examine the L:dy Fe/zſanna, and then Dori/ls, who is conſtant in her 
ficlt Depoſitiov. Whereat theie grave and old perſonages, wondring and admiring, that a Gen- 
tleman of Borlary his rank and quatity, (heuld make himſelf the guilty and bloody Author of fo 
fcul a murther ; they likewiſe ( admiring and bleſſing Gods providence in the deteRion there 
of } do preſently ſend away their ]sbiers ( or Sergeants ) to apprehend Borlary ; and ſo 
goto their Forum ( or ſeat of Juſtice ) and ſpeedily ſend away for Cafirachio, to be brovght 
from the Priſon before them : Who at the very firſt news of their accuſation of him, and the 
producing of his Letter to BorJary, curſeth the perſon and name of this old Bawd, Doril,, 
who is the prime Author of bis overthrow and death, and then confeffeth himſelf to be the AQ- 


- or, and Sexgwor Boylary to be the Author, cauſe, and inſtigator of this bis poyſoning of Pla. 


xezt ; but never puts bis hand on bis confcience and ſoul, that the ſtrange det 
table murther came direMy from Heaven, and from God.

The Sergzants ( by order from the Podeſtate and Prefect ) find Bor/ary in his own houſe 
ruMing in anew rich ſute of Apparel, cf black Sattin, trimmed with Gold-buttons, which he 
that day put on, and the next was determined to ride to the City of Bergamo, to ſeck in mar- 
rizgea very rich young widdow, whoſe Husband lately died, drowning himſelf ( as it were ) 
in pleaſure and ſecurity, without ſo much as once thinking of his poyſonivg of Planeze, or 
how he was revealed to be the Author thereof by Caftrnchio his Letter, ſent unto him by Do- 
+illa'; He is amazed and aſtoniſhed at this bis apprebevfion, now beating his bref, and then re- 
pentirg ( when it was too late ) that ever he imbrewed his hands in the innocent blood of Pla- 
weze., So both himſelf and Caftrachioare brought to the State-houſe, where the Podeſiate and 
Prefe& ficlt examine them apart, and then confront them each with other, Where findiog, 
that neither of chem deny, but both of them do confeſs themſelves guilty of this foul murther, 
they pronounce ſentence of death againſt them, and condemn Boy/ary to have his head cut off, 
and then his body to be burnt, and Caftrachie to be hanged, and his body to be thrown into the 
River of Addice, whereon he was firſt taken, the which, the next morning, was accordingly 
executed, All Verona is, as it iere, but one topgue to talk arid prattle of this foul and famen- 
table murther, and eſpecially of Gods miraculous deteRion thereof by this drunken Bawd Dd- 
rilla, who having heretofore often brought Caſftrachio to whores willingly, now at laſt ſhe 
brings him to the Gallows againſt her will, In the morning they are as. to their execution, 
where there flock ard reſort a world of SpeRators from all parts of the City, And although 
the charity of their Judges ſend them Prieſts and Friers to dire& their ſouls for Heaven, yet 
this miſerable wretch, Caſtrnchis (eeming po way repentant or ſorrowful for this his foul Fa, 
uttered a ſhort prayer to himſelf, and ſo cauſed the Top-man to turn him over, which he did, 
and within two hours after his body was thrown into the River.

That he grieved in his heart, and wes ſorrowful in ſoul, for this lamentable mur- 
ther of his, committed on the perſon of Planeze, as alſo for ſeducing.of Caſtrachio to 
eff.& it by poyſon, for whole death he affirmed, he was. likewiſe exceedingly af- 
Aifted and forrowful ; That it was the temptations of the fleſh and the Devil, who firſt 
drew him lufifully to aﬀeR the fair, chaſt, and vertuous Lady, Fels/amna, and conſequently 
to muriher her Husband, in full hope afterwards to obtain her for his wife. -* for his Cour-

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clan: : That he was infinitely forromful for all theſe bis enormous crimes, fcr the which he reli-

ET all Religious Chriſtians examine their hearts and ſouls, with what face we can tread 
n Earth,or look up to Heaven, when we ſtab at the majeſty of God,in killing and mur- 
thering Man, his Image, a bloody crime, ſo repugnaut to nature,as reaſon abhors it,a ſcar- 
let and crying fin ſo oppoſite to Grace, as God and his Angels deteſt it, And yet if ever Ex- 
rope were [tained or ſubmerged withit, now it is for as a ſwift current, or rather as a furi- 
ous torrent, it now flows, and overflows in moſt Kingdoms, Countries and Cities thereof, 
inſomuch as (in deſpight of divine and human Laws) it is now (almoſt) generally grown 
to a wretched cuſtom, and that almoſt toa ſecond nature, A fatal example whereof, this 
enſuing Hiſtory will report and relate us, Wherein God's Juſtice hath fo ſharply and (c- 
verely puniſhed the perpetrators thereof, that if we either acknowledg God for our Father, 
or our ſelves for his children and fervants, it will teach us to be leſs revengetul, and more 
charitable by their unfortunate ends, and deplorable judgments. 


I will now relate a ſad and bloody Hiſtory, which betided in the fair City of Chartres(the 
Capital of the fextil Country of Beavſſe ) ſo famous for her ſumptuous Cathedral Church, 
dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin Mary, as alſo for that Henry the fourth (that great King, and 
unparalleld Captain of France ) during the combuſtions of the League, was (deſpight of the 
League }crowned thercin, In which tair and pleaſant City,as there Kill dwell ſome Noble- - 
men, 
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Hiſt. XIN. Strent and bisthree unfortunate daughters. 
menand many Gentlemen, in reſpe& ot the ſweet air, and goodly Champaign Countrey 
thereabouts (ſecond for that to-no other in Frame. } So of late years there reſfided two rich 
and brave youngGentlemen, well-de{cended,being both of them heirs to their two deceaſed 

Fathers. The one of them named Monſieur de Campigny, and-the other Monfiexr de Beaums- 
rays, and their Demains and Lands lay withiu ſeven Leaguesof this City, in the way to- 

wards/endoſme. Now the bettes to (ce them in their true and natural Characters; They 
were both of them tall and ſlender, and of fair and (anguine complexions, and very ncar of 
an age ; For Champigny was twenty fix yearsold, and Bedwwarays twenty four, and yet the 
latt had a beard, and the.hrſt none.z and of the two, Champigny was by Ls the richer, bur 
Beawmarays the nobler deſcended, Now to lay this Hiſtory upon its proper (eat, and natural 
foundation, we mult underitand that thexe was a very rich Counſellor of the Prefidial- 
Court ofChartres, named Monfienr de Reſaire,whole wife being dead,teft him no other child, 

- but one fair young Daughter, of the age of ſome eighteen years, named Madaym>yſelle dg 

' Blancheville, very tall and flender of ſtature, and ofa wan and palc complexion, and a coal 

black hair and eye-brows, and of deportment and geſtur: infinitely proud, coy, and imperj- 

- ous, to whom at one time both theſe our two Gentlemen, Cha ieny and Beaumerays were 
imdoxtunate Sutors, and paſlianate Rivals to marry her, inſomuch-as the one of them could 
diflicultly be abſent from the Fathers houſe,and Daughters company,but the other was pre- 
ſent, which ingendred ſome malice,but more emulation between them. But in the end (at- 
tera whole years re-ſcarch and more) as the Willow was deſtined and relerved for Bea- 
marayr, {0 was the Laurcl for Chaney for, to his joy, Blancheville*s delire, and her Fathers 
content he marries her. Whereat Beaxmarays, knowing his bixth to be more noble and his 
breeding far more generous than that of Champigny )though not in outward ſhew, yet in in- 
ward {cu(c) was exyreamly diſcontented and torrowtful, but to remedy it he could not, 

In ſuch, and the like refuſing accidents,diſcretionis cver far better than pallion,and con- 
tempt than caxgs, But Beawmarays cannot, or at leaſt will not, be of this temper. Heforlakes 
reaſon to flic to choler, and fo loſeth his real and folid judgment, iff the Labyrinth of hee 
immaginary beauty. For being at ſupper in company ot ſome five or fix Gentgletnen, where 
mention was made of Blaucheville, he tranſported with malice and revenge towerd, ber, for- 
gat himſelf fo far,'as ( between jeſt and earncit) to let fall theſe indiſcreet and raſh words, 
That ſhe w45 more diſdainful than chaſte;a ſpeech which he ſhall have time enough both to xe- 
member and repent. The honour: of Ladics and Gentlewomen ought (till co be dear and 
precious to all Gentlemen of Honour, becauſe their loſs thereof can {eldom be repaired, but 
never ſo well or fo fully recovered, but that there (till remains (ome {tain or blemiſh there= 
of. This undeſerved ſcandal of Beawmarays to his Qwondem- Miltrits, Blanchepille, falls not to 
the ground, for the iniquity of our times, and the depravation of our manners are ſuch, as 
there are few companies without a Fool or a Traitor to their triends, and {ome are accom- 
panied with both. Monfiexr Marin, a Gentleman ot Cbartres ( more vain than honelt } will 
make himſelf one of this latt number, tor he being ambitiouſly deſirous to skrew himſelf 
into the favour and familiarity of Blancherile ( whom trom her infancy he afieccd and lo- 
ved) reportsand tells her this ſpeech of Beaumurays, whereat ſhe is exceedingly incenſed 
andexa(perated : But for that time (as a true woman ) the diſlcmbles her malice and re- 
venge towards him, and ſo rakes up the memory thereot in the embers of filencez but yet 
with this condition and refervatiou, that hercatter ſhe will take time to make it lame 
forth (towards him ) with mort violence and impetuolity. ; | 

In the mean time, there fatls out an unexpeRed and untimely difference between her Husband 
and Branmarays, whereat ſhe is: ſo far from grieving, as ſhe rejoyceth : Braumarays quarrel- 
leth with him for his priority ahd precedency of ſeats in the Church ( as being both of one Pa- 
riſh) as alſo for thathe cakesThe holy Bread firft, and goes before him in all Procefſions, as pre- 
tending it due to him by his right of extraſtion and propriety.

Having written this her' Letter, ſhe is irreſolute with her ſelf, by whom to ſend it him; but at 
laſt ſhe ſends it by ber Chamber-maid Martha, to whom only ſhe intruſteth this great ſecret, 
and chargeth her to deliver it to B.awmarays his own hands, and to crave his anſer thereof, 
CMartha being a witty fair maid, of ſome two and twenty- years of age, gots to Braumaray: 
houſe, andſpeaks with a young man of his, -nzmed Le alley, who tells her, that his maſteris 
now bufie with two Gentlemen in his Study, avd-that ſhe ſhall immediatly ſpeak with bim as 
ſoon as they'depart, In the interim, his eyes cannot refrain from amoroufly gazing and ravgeing 
vþon the excellency cf her bluſhing beauty, and upon- her-ſweet Vermilion cheeks, great rol- 
livg eyes, and flaxen hair, wherewith his heart at-the very firſt. encounter, is ſurprized: and ra- 
viſhed; * Here Le Yaley kifſeth and rekiffeth 34ariha; and. entertaing: her with much prattle, 
' and ACRIES love-ſpeeches, yea, then and there loves her ſo deatly, as he vows the ſhall 

remain hi miſireſs, and ke her ſervant till death. - So ſome half an hour after, the' two Gentle- 
men take leave'of his maſter, and then Le Valley brings Martha to him, who orderly delivers 
him her miſtreſſes Letter and meſſage : ſo he wondring at the laft, : receives the firſt, leaves her 
in the Hall-with his man Ze Yaley, and ſo ſteps to'his Study, and with much admiration, and

thus wronged and flighted.of him, in thathe diſdaineth to give. her any ſatisfation,. avd which 
is worſe, thathe /pererwptorily refuſeth and ſcorneth to-anſwet.her Letter ; She is ſo Rrargely 
tranſported with malic: and choler towards him for the fame, as: the yows to c:y quittance, 
and to be revenged of him 3 but as yet ſhe kriows not in what manner to-perform and perpetrate 
it, only ſheagainreſolves; not as yet to acquaint her Husband therewith, but to attend 4. rn

Two. years are almctt paſt away, wherein B:aumarays and-Championy (to their great ccſt 
and charge ) do vehemently conteſt in Law about thei Church quarrel for precedency, but 
they do it far more out of : malice towards themſelyes,| thee any way, out of piety towards 
God. And as: molt of the great Judicial Counts' of France are too too frequently oppreſſed 
with Laiy- ſutes-of this nature; ſo I may afh;m with as much. truth as pity, that this is a fatal 
rc.ck, whereon many hot contentious French ſpirits do mcſt irconfiderately ſuffer ſhip- 
wrack. ' At the: end of which time ( as the loſs of one party proves fiill the gain of the other )

he tel] preſently frum his Horſe dead to the ground, uttering only theſe words: O Mon- 
tagne, thou baſt ſlain me : Thou baſt ſlain me, God receive my Soul; and then and there withouc 
ſpeaking a word more immediately died. - | 
No ſooner hath Montagne wiped and ſheathed up his Sword,but his joyful Brother Beau- 
marays gallops up to him, and cheertully congratulates with him for the ſame : When in- 
fiantly the Marqueſs ot BeHary,& the two Lords his Sons,arrive to them though a lictle too 
late; They arc aſtoniſhed to lee two proper Gentlemen lie there lain in the ficld,and reek- 
ing in their hot blood; when turning to Beaumarays and his Brother Montagne, whom they 
knew, they congratulate with them tor their viories, and the Marqueſs, as briefly as his 
time & their wounds will permit,cnquires of them the cauſe of their quarrel;and the man- 
ner and particulars ot their combat, whereof being fully informed and ſatisfied by then, he 
{ends the dead bodies of Champigny and Mari to Chartres in his Coach; And underſtanding 
by Beaumariys and his Brother Montage, that for the preſervation of their ſafetics and lives,

Whiles thus the Marqueſs of Bellary is punts» towards Paris, and ay and his 
brother Montagne poſting tor Caen, come we briefly to Chartres, which now reſounds and 
rattles with the report and iſſue of this combate,whereGentlemen and Citizens,and all(ac- 
cording to their paſſions and affe ions) (peak differently thereof; ſome condemn the vanity 
of Beaumarays,others the folly and treachery of Marin, but all do, highly extoll the courage 
and generolity of Ch mpigny and Montagne. But leave we them to their cenſures,and cone 
we again to {peak of Blancheviilz, who takes the news of this untimely death of her Hus- 
band (o tenderly and ſorrowfully,that ſhe is ready to drown her (elf in tearsz It is not on- 
ly a grief to her hcart to ſee, bat a terrour to her conſcience, to know, that her Husband 
Champigny, and her trxxnd Marin, have both of them loſt their lives for her ſake, and when 
again the falls on the conſtderation and remembrance, that the firſt died by the hand and 
{word of Beaumarays, her mortal enemy, and the ſecond by that of his Brother Montagne, 
then ſhe is again ready to burſt her heart and breſt with lighing thereat. She is ſo uncapa- 
ble of Counſel; as (he will hear of no conſolation, nor ſpeak of any thing but of her malice 
and revenge towards Beaumarays; *and to write the truth, this implacable wrath and 
revenge of hers to him, takes up all her thoughts and ſpeeches, her contemplations and 
aQions, and both her time and her ſelf. To which end ſhe converts moſt of her Corn and 
Wine into moncy,goes to Pars, calis her (cif at the King's teet, and to tne feet of that great 
and il!ultrious Court of Parliement for Juſtice, agaiuſt beaumarays, the murtherer of. her 
Husband,the which again and again,ſhe aloud reſounds and ecchoes forth to their ears;yea, 
her r22e 3s to great, and her malice {o outragious cowards him, that notwithſtanding his 
- _ - body 
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body is abſent, yet ſhe ſpends-five hundred Crowns in Law to have him according to the 
Law and Cufiom of France to be hanged up in effigie : But although her ſuit be juſt, yet | by 
reaſon of his great friends in Court ) the ices her (c1t fo unfortunare, that ſhe cannot obtain 
it. Whereupon, after twelve months vain ſtiy in Pars, and a profuſe expence of money, ſhe 
(with much grief and ſorrow) ſecretly vows to her icIf, that it ever he return again to 
Chartres, or which is more, into France, that ſhe her {c)t will be both his Judg and Executi- 
oner, by revenging her Husbauds death in his, and trom this helliſh refolution of hers, ſhe 
deeply twears,that neither Earth nor Heaven ſhall divert her. 

Now,to follow the natural ſtream and tide of this Hiſtory: We muſt again bring Beau- 
marays and his Brother Montagne on the Stage thereot:For the Reader mult underſtand, that 
their wounds bcing drefſed and lecured, having beſtowed both their horſes on the Chirur- 
gion and guide, the two ſervants of the atorcſaid Marqucls of Bellary, and likewiſe written 
him a thankful Letter for his honourable courtelic extended to thern, and therewith like- 
wile prayed him to ſolicite the'King for their Grace and pardon in thcir ab.cnce, they pri. 
vately ( without any followers ) embark themliclves upon an Engliſh Veſſel at Caen, and (v 
with a proſperous gale zarriveat Rie,and trom thence take horſe tor London, where they ſet- 
tle up their abode and reſidence, from whence Beanmarays (ends to Chartres tor two of his 
foot-men,and his Brother Montagne for one of his, which come over to London to them ſome 
tix weeks after,and brings their Matters word how earneſtly and violently their adverſaries 
follow the rigour and ſeverity of the Law againſt them in Paris, but eſpecially againſt Beau- 
maraysthey receive theſe advertiſements from their (ervantsand friends, rather with gricf 
than contempt, and therefore to prevent their malice, and their own diſgrace and danger, 
they often write from Londox to Paris,to the Marqueſle of Bellary, and likewiſe to the Bihop 
of Chartres (their dear friend and Kiniman) to haſten their pardons from the King; So that 
Noble Lord,and this Reverend Prelate, pitying their danger and abfence as much as they 
wiſh their ſatety and return,take time at advantage,and the King in a well diſpoſed humor, 
and ſo do moſt cffkeQually and powerfully acquaint his Majeity, how thelc two abſent Gen 
tlemen and Brothers, Beaumarays and Montagne, were without jult caufe or reaſon, proyoked 
to this unfortunate combat by their adverſaries, that they were the Challenged, not the 
Challengers : that heretofore they had never commirted any at unworthy either of their 
honour,or of themſelves : That they had formerly reccived many wounds in his Majcſtics 
Wars; aud that their valour and courage was fuch, that in theſe times, which threatned 
more trouble then promiſed peace, they would undoubtedly prove happy and neceſſary 
members for his ſervice, with many other prevailing motives and reaſons conducing that 
way; which at laſt ſo weigh down the heart and mind of the King, that he freely conceded 
and gave them their pardons under his great Seal,the which to make the more authentical, 
they cauſed them to be enregiſtred and confirmed by the Court of Parliament of Paris, and 
thereupon both the Marquets and Biſhop joyntly and ſpeedily write to them thereof from 
Paris, Aud after ſome few months of their ſtay in London, they ſend them over theſe their 
Pardons, which are delivefed to them by the Earl of Tilkeres, then ordinary Embaſſadour 
there for this preſent French King,Lews XIII,the which they receive with infinite honour, 
content, and joy. | 

This good news of theirs makes them now like the air of France, better than that of Eng- 
Land. So they ſpeedily pack up their baggage, leave London, and with all celerity poſte away 
to Dover, Calis, and Paris. Where being arrived, the firſt thing they do, they tind out the 
Marqueſs of Bellary, and the Biſhop of Chartres, to whom they owe their peace, as they do 
their lives to the King: to whom they cxpreſs a thouſand demonttrations of unthanktuineſs 
tor this their honour and'favour ſhewed them. They likewiſe burn with defire to teſtific fo * 
much to the King,when the Marqueſs, ſeconded by the Biſhop, preſents them to his Majeſty, 
who falling to his feet, he gives them his Royal hand to kiſs. They can better exprels their 
thankfulne(s in deeds than words to him, and in language of their (words, than in that of 
their tongues: Only they tell his Majeſty, that having received their lives of his meer cle- 
mency and Royal favour, they. moſt humbly therefore implore him to grant them the fa- 
vour and honour, that they may ſpend and end them in his ſervice. -He allows of their zeal 
and humility, and to redouble his favour, he gives them again his hand to kiſs adding far- 
ther to them, that it is rather likely than impoſlible,thar he ſhall ſhortlyhave occaſion to ule 
their Swords and (ervice,and fo diſmiſſeth them. 

Theſe our two Brothers remain a month in Paris, wherein almoſt daily they render 
their thankful reſpets and ſervice tothe Marqueſs and Biſhop,at the end whereof leaving 
their dutics, and receiving their commands, they take horic and return home for Chartres, 
{from which by reaſon of their diſaſter they have been fo long abſent) where all their Kins- 
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folks and friends welcome chem home with infinite delight and joy, yea, almoſt all Char- 
zres and the Gentlemen thereabours,cxceedingly rejoice of their tortunate and ſafe returns. 
Only the Parents of Marin do envy Montagne deeply, and Blanchevitk the forruwful and 
incenſed Widdow of Champigny hates Beaumarays deadly. As for Montagne, he makes ſuch 
good means and friends, that in leſs than two months he obtains a perte& reconciliation 
of the firſt ; but although Beaumarays have made many fair overtures and proflers of a- 
toncment by his friends to the ſecond, yet in fix months he ſees it wholly impoſliblc for 
him to procure it of her, and which is worſe, ſke is ſtill outragions and revengetul towards 
him, that he thinks he never ſhall 3 for ſhe difdains to fee him, and ſcorns to hear of him: 
and (till her malice and indignation againſt him, - makes her conſtant in her former helliſh 
and bloody reſolution, that by one means or other ſhe wille*sc long murther him, as he 
hath her Husband; A feartul and moſt execrable reſolution, every way unworthy the 
heart of a Gentlewoman,and far more the foul of a Chriſtian, 

In the former part of this Hiſtory we have underſtood the atketion of Le Valley ( Beaunts+ 
rays his man) to Martha, Blanchevill's Chamber-maid. In the middle thereof we have re- 
efirked and ſcen the iumplacable intended malice and revenge of Blancheville towards Beau- 
marays. And we ſhall not go far before the end hereot will inform us what mournfal truits, 

and deplorable efte&s, thelc different accidents and perſons will procure us. 

As there isno love to that of a man,ſo I am of opinion,that there:is ho malice comparable 
to that of a woman,& it the truth deceive nor my judgment herxcin, I believe we ſhal (hort- 
ly ſce the Antithefis of this Poſition made good and verified in the perſons of Le Valley, and 
Blancheville. For whiles Le Valley is lovingly thiaking and inventing; all poſſible means how 
he may marry Martha, fo is Blancheville maliciouſly pondering and rumivating with her 
ſelf how or by what means or agents (he may murthes Beewmarays. Thus we (ce that the 
heart of the firſt it is full of kindnels and courtehe, as the mind and reſolutions of the lc- 
cond.is of cruelty and blood. Now the Reader for his better information, will I hope re- 
metnber, that in all this time of two years and upwards, fince Le Valey firſt (aw and ipake 
With his (weet-heart Martha,in his maſter's houſe, that there hath paſt many love tokens be- 
tween them, but as yet he could never draw her couſcut to marry him » for ſtill the tes 
hitn that ſhe loves heymiltreſs fo dearly, that ſhe will not depart from her ſervice, nor 
wed any man, without her free conſent, and therefore that they.bave far more reaſon to 
doubt than to hope of this match between them, coolidering the lamentable accident and 
difaſter which hath paſt between their Maſters, Le Valley ſeeing hemult fixtt win the mi- 

- firefs, before he can wed the maid, with his ſweet-hearts advice, reſ@lves to feck Blanche- 
ville's conſent thereto, the which he doth in fair and orderly terms, Blancheville who had 
formerly heard an inckling how dearly Le Valley affe&ed her maid Marths in the way of 
marriage, now by this motion thexeot to her (elf, ſhe is fully confirmed thereof. When 
obſerving more: paſlion than judgment, as well in/ his affeion. to her maid, as in his 
ſpeeches to her (elf; ſhe preſently (being induſtrious in herimalice, and vigilant in 
her revenge towards Beaumarays ) forgets God and all Goodneſs; abandoneth all Chri- 
ſtianity and humanity, and fo the Devil brings hera plot, or elſe her own heart 
and head fetcht it from Hell, She thinks that this poor ſervant Le Valley, is a fit agent 
and, inſtrument for her, cither to poyſon or piſtol his Maſter Beaumarays todeath, and 
that his love to hex maid Martha, and his conlideration of her freſh youth and beauty, ts 
a ſufficient bait, and powerful lure to make him undertake and perform it, and hereon ſhe 
ſettles up her bloody reſolution. To which end Blancheville having already ſufficiently 
woven this treachery in her heart, and cloſely and finely ſpun it in her brains, ſhe politick- 
ly gives Le Valley more hope than deſpair, that he ſhall ſhortly marry her maid Martha ; 
only ſhe tells him ſhe muſt confer with her, toſee how ſhe (tands affected co him, and that 
if he repair to her again at the end of the week, ſhe will chen afluredly give him ſuch an 
an{wer, as ſhe doubts not but will content and pleaſe him, or elſe the fault ſhall be his : 
But to conclude her ſpeech,ſhe chargeth hi not to ſpeak or utter a word hereot to his ma- 
iter Bcaumarays, all which Le Volley taithfully promiſeth her to perform. He goes from the 
miſtreſs to the maid, and reports what ſhe hath told ken,ſo theſe young folks flat- 
ter themlelves, that they very ſhortly ſhall be man arkywite. Blaxcbeville ( whoſe heart 
and mind runs whol!y upon a bloody revenge towards Beanmarays ) no ſooner underſtands 
that Le Valley is gone forth her doors, but the ſends for her maid Mzrtbs into her Cham+ 
ber, where! no way acquainting her with her bloody intent and policy) (he chargeth her to 
{wear that ſhc will never marry Le Valley without her free cgnſcnt, and that in the end ſhe 
ſhall not 1epcnt the following of her advice and counſel herein; which Martha ſolemnly 
doth, whercof chis malicious and viediQive Dame is exceedingly glad and fatisficd. 
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The end'of the week being come, away comes Le //2l-y to 1; tweet heart Martha, to 
know if ſhe be ſhortly reſolved to marry him, who having, been pericct!y taught her lcflon, 
tells him plainly, that ſhe will be his wite, conditionally that he can gain her miſtreſs Bley. 
cheville's conſent thereunto; but never withoutit. Whereof he bcjng excecding]y joyful, 
he giving her many kiſſes; intreats her t6 bring him to' her Miſtrels, and that he hopes 
to receive pleaſing news from her,to both their contents. Blancheville (with much longin 
impatiency) attends his comming, #nd rcceives and welcomes him into her Cloſer with a 
cheerful countenance, where bolting the door, this Helliſh Erymy (not Heavenly Urania ) 
paſſionately tells him, that it'ſhall bc impoſſible for htm ever to enjoy or tharry her maid 
Martha.- except he firſt ſwear to her to pertorm a ſecret buſineſs for her, which infinitely 
concerns her-content and ſervice. Le Valley defires to know of her what it is, but ſhe hilt 
ſwears him to ſecrecy herein, both from Martha, and from all the world, the which he 
freely ſwears : When Blancheville ( with hypocritical, yea with diabglical tears in her eyes) 
being inffxadted and prompted by the Devi!, repreſenterh anto him, how foully his Maſter 
Bearmarays had firſt wronged her chaftity and honour, then abuied her Husband in hy 
Church, aud afterwards killed him in the held;and therefore that he ſhould not only marry - 
' her maid Murtha, but that ſhe would likewife give him three hundred Crowns of marriage 
money with hergf for her fake;and at her requeſt ) he would kill his faid Miter, either hy” 
Poyſon, Ponyard, or Piſtol, of which ſum ſhe told him he ſhould have the one halt in hand, 
and the other when he ha&performed it,the which if he refuſed to do, fhe ſwore by her part 
of Heaven,that he ſhould never marry her,nor come near her. Seen 

Le Valley is atnazed. and aſtoniſhed at this bloody propoſition and requeſt of hers, the 
which ſhe might well percciye by the diftraction of his looks, and the perturbition of, his 
countenance. He'tells her, that atrhough he loves Mzrrbe far dearer than his life, yet he 
cannot tind in his heart to kil} the pooreft Chriſtian in the world, math lefs ſo good and 
ſodear a Maier as Beaumaray; was to him.” Blancheville (being now as ſybol in her malice, 
as ſhe was. malicious in her-$evenge towards Beaumarays Jihews Le Valleythe three hundred 
Crowns ia fair Gold, which was tar more than ever b<fore he had ſeen 3 Tells him what a 
dear fricud ſhe will ever remain to him and his wite, and (ina word )iczvesno lure unpra- 
iſed,nor charm unatterpted,to draw hinr to the enterprize of this deplorable, and to the 
execution-of this helliſh fact; * But finding Hhim' as: frozen as ſhe was hery therein, the bids 
him to take a weeks tume to-confider thereof, then to bring her his laſt retolution, & withal. 
to remember his vathof ſecrecy herein from aft the world, both which points he conſtant- 
ly prowiſeth her to perform. As he deſcends the ſtairs from her, his ſweet-heart Martha 
comes preſently to him to/know the mind and refolution of her Miſtreſs, whom he thinks 

then to atishe with this pleaſing anſwer , that he hopes a {mall rime will work and 
compaſs both their deſires, So after a tew kifſes and embraces, they tor that time take leave 
cagh of other. He is no ſooner returned home, but his heart is as penſive and ſorrowful, as 
his mind and brain is perplexed and troubled for the cauſe thereof, He conſults with him- 
ſcl£,and his reſolutions are as different as his defires. He cannot as yet tind in his heart to kill 
his Maſter,and yet he can reſolve rather to die, than to loſe Martha his Miſtreſs. True it is, 
that the light of the Lad 0:Blawcberille's Gold doth a& wonders in his heart, but far more 
the tight and remembrance of Marths's ſweet youth and delicious beauty : So the firſt 
tempts him exccedingly, the ſecond extreamly, and the Devil in both of them infinitely; 
yet not withſtanding, his faith and foul arc fo ſtrong with God, that hitherto he cannoc 
conſent to bedrawa to mmbrue his hands-in the innocent blood of his Maſter. But here be« 
falls an unexpected accident which violently precipitatesand throws him headlong ou the 
contrary re{olution. ; 

His Malter Beaumarays ( not for want of any reſpe&or love to Blancheville,but becauſe he 
perf:aly knew: ſhe extreamly hated him) having formerly charged his man LePalley, 
that he thould not trequent her houſe, nor no e dare to (cek her maid Martha in mar- 
riage the which he contidencly promiſed him uld. He now underſtands that contra- 
ry thercunto, his man Le Valley the very day Worc'was there , and continued till an 
earneſt ſuitor to her; ſo he her calls him to him,” and gives him five or fix ſound 
boxes on the Ear, for his diſbbey im,and vows that if he ever any more return thither, 
and (cek Martha in marriage, he would utterly caſhier him, and wholly diſcharge him 
from his fervice.. LeValley not accuſtomed to receive blows of his Maſter, was ſo extrcam- 
ly incenſcd hercat,as diſdaining the blows for his Maſter,and his Maſter for theblows ſake, 
they engender fuch bad blood in-him, as he preſently firikes a bargain, fictt with his choler, 
then with the Devil, that he would now adhere to the requeit of Bl2xcheville, and fo ſpeedi- 
1y rcturu his Maſter a ſharp requital and bloody revenge tor the ſame;and indeed from that 
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time forward he never looked on him but with an eye of hatred and deteftation. 
So without farther delay, the ſame night as ſoon as his Maſter was gone to bed, he trips 
away to Blancbeville's houſe, infosms her at large what had paſt betwixt his Matter and 
himſelf, and therefore aflures her that he is fully and conſtantly reſolved to murther him 
within three or tour days, it ſhe would pertorm her promiſe to him, to give him the three 
hundred Crowns, aud that alſo within a Month atter he ſhall marry Marths, whercat Blan- 
+ cbeville being beyond. meaſure joytul, ſhe taithfully and ſolemnly fwears him the pertorm- 
thereof, when (as a pledge of the reſt) the preſently pays him down the firſt hundred and 
fifty-in Gold, the which Le Valley joytully purieth'up. But the Receipt thereot ſhall colt 
dear, G , 
From the intended matter of the murtheref Beaumarays, theſe two agents of Satan and 
Hell, Blancherille and Le Valley, proceed to the manner thercof, ſhe propoleth that infernal 
drug,poylon 3 but he rejecteth it,as dangerous to be bought, and difiicult to be applied. And 
b:caule ſhe diſlikes to have him ponyard'd, therefore they both conclude and agree,that he 
ſhall piſtol him co death ; and. this is their definitve, cruel, and hellith reſolution. Le 
Valey having thus diſpatcht/his bulinels with Blancheville, and taken leave with kifles of his 
ſweet Martha, (who poor foul is as innocent, as they two are wholly and folely guilty of 
this deplorable con{piration.) he puts a cheertul countenance on his revengetul heart, ſo re- 
- turns home, and the very next day gets his Maſter's pocket Pifiol, which he loads with a 
brace of Bullets, and watchethevery day and hour for a defired opportuuity to ſend him to 
Heaven. So the third after Monlicur Montagne going abroad a hawking wich his Brothers 
Hawks and Spanijels, and taking almoſt all his men-ſervants with him,and leaving LeValley 
ro wait and atteud on his Maſter,then and there this fatal occaſion anſwered his prodigious 
expectation, For that very fore-noon, his Maſter Bearumarays comming from the houſe of 
Office, he calls up LeYalky to him in his chamber to truls his points, which wretched Villain 
he is butic in performing, but alas, in moſt barbarous and bloody manner : For as that good 
and NoblcGcntleman thought of nothing les chan of his danger or death,then this montiter 
of nature fingering his hind points with his lett hand, very toitly drew his Piſtol out of his 
pocket with his right,and then and there( with an internal courage and audacity )ſhot him 
into the Reynsof his back, nearly oppoſite to his heart, whereot he preſently fell down dead 
fo the ground, without having either the poweror happineſs to utter one prayer or word 
whatſoever, but only twoor three {mall fainting, or indeed dying groans, 
This bloody and execrable wretched Le Valley, fecing his Matter dead, he triumphs in his 
good tortune,to ſee what a brave Butcher he had proved himfelf in {o (pcedily and neatly 
diſpatching him. When to put the better varniſh on his villany,and ſo to make it appear to 
the World, that his Maſter was his own Muxtherer, he taketh the Piſtol and placcth it in 
his dead right hand,& layes the Key of the Thamber upon the Table, and the door haviag 
a lirong Spring-lock pals & ſhuts it faſt after him,, When agam, to make his innocency the 
more clear & conſpicuous to the world,he ſpeedily & ſecretly taking a horſe out of the Sta- 
ble, a Hawk on his fiſt, and a Spaniel at his heels, and fo very joyfully gallops away to the 
ficlds, where (after ſoruc hour at leaſt,or honr and half at moſt) he finds out Monſicur Mon- 
2agne, and tells him his Maſter ditpatcht him to him with a freſh Hawk, which was his 
belt and chiefeſt Gaſhawk, They Hawk. all day togerher, and LE VALLET 
( as accuſtomed ) is very officious and diligent to Monlicur MONTAGNE, 
who towards night returns home to Chartres, having { between thera all ) taken cight 
Patridges,and one Pheſant; He arrives at his Brother's houſe, where milling him, he gives 
the Phelant & four of the Patridges to the Cook ro dreſs for their Supper; when afterwards 
again miſiing his Brother Beaumarays,and enquiting for him,the menial ſervants ot the out- 
bouſes tell him they ſaw him not to day.Supper being preparing, and the Table covercd,he 
tends up Le Valley to look him in his Chamber,who'returns him this anſwer,that his Malicr 
15 not there,but the door is ſhut: Mont agne marvelleth at his Brother's long & unaccultom- 
ed abſence, and fo do all his (ervants. They find his Cloak, Rapier and Belt, hanging up at 
a pin in the Hall.and therctore deeming him not far,but at ſome neighbour's houſe, he ſends 
LeValey one way, and the reſt of the | Inowva to other places to find him out ; but whiles 
they (cek atter him, Le Valley (favoured by the night ) trips away (pecdily co the Lady 
Blaxchewile”s houſe, and there moſt briefly and ſecretly acquaints her how bravely he 
bath diſpatched his Maſter that forenoon. She cannot contain her (elf for joy of this 
{weet news, nor exprels it to him in leſs than a kiſs, he ſays he will tell her the reſt 
to morrow night, aud then come and receive the remainder of her promiſe to him, 
the which ſhe again and again (wears to him, ſhe wi!l perform it with a ſurplulage and 
Na 3 advantage, 
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advantage, fo he kiſſeth his ſweet-heart Martba,and again difpceds himfelf home : Where 
he and the reſt of the ſervants who were ſent into the ltreers, return Montagne n0 news of 
their Maſter his Brother ; Supper b-ing more than tully ready,his long miſling of him,doch 
at laſt bring him much doubt, and ſome ſaſpition and fear of his we}fare. It runs {till j; 
his mind, that he may be yet aſleep in his Chamber z wherefore he aſcends thither with 
LeValley, and others of his ſervants, who call aloud, and bounce amain at the door, bir 
they hear no anſwer nor ſpeech of him, the which doth the more augment his doubr, and 
redouble his fear of his Brother : At laſt he commands them to torce and break open the 
door, but-it being exceeding chick and'ftrong, they.caunot. Montagnes tender catc of his 
Brother, doth by this time infinitely increaſe his feat of him, which art lat ſo powerfutty 
ſurpriſcth him, that he preſently commands a Ladder to be erected to his Brother*s Chaty. 
ber window towards the Garden, and ſends up one of his Lacquys with a Torch to look 
into the Chamber, the Lacquy forced open the Caſement, and then thruſt in his Torch 
tit, and his head after, which he ſpeedily withdrawing very paſhionately cricth out ; That 
his Maſter hath murthered hunſclt with his Piſtol, and lies there dead all goarcd jn his 
blood. Montagne at this lamentable news tears his hair, weeps, and crics our ainain for ſor. 
row thereof, and ſo do all his ſervants. Among whom. Le Valley 1s obſerved to be one of the 
moſt, who weeps and erys mightily thereats Montagne being almoſt- as dead with gricf 
and ſorrow hereat,as his Brother Beaumarays was with his wounds ; he bids the Lacquy to 
tear down the Caſement, and toenter and unlock the door, which hedoth : So he with L; 
Yalley,and the refi of the (ervants,afcend and enter the Chamber, where'to their uncxpreſ- 
ſible grief and ſorrow) they tee this mourntul and murthercd perſonage;with the diſchar- 
ged Fiſtol faſt in Nis hand, and the key of the Chamber-door on the Table, as hath been al- 
ready expreſſed. Once Montagne thought that his Brother might be robbed and killed by | 
Thieves, but ſecing all his Trunks falt Jockedand.then opening his Study door,and finding 

all his Gold, Silver and Jewels therein good order, he abandons that ſuſpition and Jealou- 
fic.and then both he and they all believe, that he hath abſolutely murthered himſelf, The 
report of this Tragical and ſorrowful accident ſounds loud through the ſtreets of Chartres, 
Montagne ſends for the Kings Artorney,and the Fiſcal to lee,8& Chirurgions to vilit his dead 
Brothers body, they all concur and agree in opinion with Montagne and his ſervants, and {6 
generally affirm and conclude, That Beaumarays hath( with his little Piſtol)ſhot himſelf in- 
to the back with a brace of Bullets, whereof he dicd, which is ſweet mulick and melody to 
Le Valley, but his wormwood and gall comes after. And now Montagne with all requiite 
order, ttate and decency, folemnizeth his' Brother's Funerals, and not only all Chartres but 
all Beaxſſe,and all Gentlemen who knew him, yea, the Biſhop of Chertrer, the Marqueſs of 
Bellary, and the King himlelt much lamented and bewailed the unfortunate loſs of this 


noble and valiant Gentleman. ; , 


The grief and ſorrow of Montagne for his Brother's untimely death,is the joy and felicity 
of Le Valley and Blancheville;tor as he triumphs,(o for her part, ſhe js ſo extreamly delighted 
and raviſhed with this ſweet news,as at their next meeting (which is the very next night) 
the gives him his hundred and hftyCrowns,and becaule he hath diſpatched his Maſter Beau- 
marays (o ſpecdily and ſecretly, ſhe therefore takes a Diamond Ring off her finger (worth 
one hundred crowns)and likewile gives it him : When to make good her oath and promiſe 
to him (as alſo tg make his pretended joy compleat,) the very ſame day month after, marri- 
eth him to her maid Martha. But marriages that are founded and cemented with innocent 
blood, never have proſperous ends. Now is Blaxcheville proud in her revenge for the death 
of her mortal enemy Bcaumarays,& now likewile is LeValley(in his conceit & mind)rapt up 
into the third heaven of joy,in injoying his fair and ſweet wife Marthazand nzither of them 
hath the conſcience to think of, or the grace to repent this foul and bloody fa of theirs ; 
Which,(when they leaſt dream thereof os ſhall ſce God in his ſacred mercy in Juſtice, will 


ſpcedily detect,revenge and punith as t 


e {eque] thereof will declare and inform us. 


As the matter and manner of the deteQon of this lamentable murther of Beaumarays pro- 
cceded primarily trom God, ſo it did ſecondly from his forrowful Brother Montagne, who 
wanting all other witneſſes and evidence (& wholly guided by ſacred power,and {wayecd by 
divine influence) was led to it by four remarkable circumfiances and conſiderations, every 
way worthy of our knowledg,and retention. The firit was his finding and peruſing of Blan- 
cheville*s Letter to his Brother Beaumarays (which formerly we have fcen) wherein he ob- 
ſerved a wonderful deal of inveterate malice towards him from her : The ſecond was Le 

alleys ftudden marrying of her Chamber-maid Martha, by the which he conceived, that 
that ſuſpition ſtrongly refleGed on her, and this on him : The third was from the fight of 


the Diamond-Ring which Le Valley wore on his finger (being the ſame which

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formerly ſeen Blancheville to give him) tor Montogye belic ving that he had ſiolwit from his == 


dead Brother, his Maſter, he challenged him for-.it by order of Law, wherLe Valley to 


| clear himſelt of this pretended thett,was inforced to inform both him and the Judges,that 


it was given him in marriage with his wife, by the Lady Blaneheville her Miſtrisz the which 
confeſſion of his, indeed added much (uſpition and jealoulie of them both ro the heart and 
mind of Montagne, as believing that it mult be fome: extraordinary tyc and ſervices, which 
ſhould make Le Valley capable to deſerve fo great a bounty and reward of her. Bat the fourth 
and laſt conſideration was far more powerful and prevalent with him than all the chree for 
mer,to ground his ſuſpition againſt Le Valley for this murthering of his Brother,and where- 
in the Reader may deſervedly admire and wonder at the ccleftial providence and juſtice of 
God, which mult miraculouſly -and divinely appears hercin ; for the ſame day two months 
after the murther of Beaumereys, and the fame day month that Le Valley married his Wife 
Mariba, it pleaſed the Lord (in hisfccret pleaſure and juſtice) co fend him a Gangrene in 
his right band; which-beginning tro extend ahd'{pread, his Chiturgions, to fave his life, 
adviſcd, his ſaid haud to be ſpeedily cut off, which was accordwglyperiormed..'- + 

This ſuddenly cutting off Le Valkey's right hand;by advice of his Chifturgions,brings ter- 
ror to him, tear to Blancheville, and aſtoniſhment and admiration to Moxtagne;who ( led by 
the immediate ſpirit and hoger of.:God) doth now confidently; belicve, thatit was that - 
hand of his which piſtolled his Brother to death; and that it might be rather probable chan 
impoſlible, that Blanch: whe might be:the Author, and he che Actor of-this cruct murther. 
Wheretore grounding this his ſtrong ſuſpition upon the piety and innocency of his Brothers 
life and diſpolition, avalfo on his'awn tour former remiſed ſerious conſiderations and cir- 
cumftances, he neither can nor will take any contrary Law or peace of his thoughts 3 But 
goes to the Sengſhal,and King's Attorncy of that City,and acculeth Le Valley to be the mur< 
therer ot his brother Beaumarayr, | 

The wile and prudent: Judges, advertiſed the Prefidial Court thereof likewiſe ; $o they 

preſcntly cauled him to be apprehended andimpriſoned for the ſame; they charge himwith 
this crucl muxther gommitted on the perſon of his Maſter, but he toatly denies it wtf ma* 
ny tcartul Oaths and Imprecations : ' But his Grime being greater than his Apology, they 
ink ham to the wagck, where in the midfi c. his tortures, God fo deals with tis heart and 
prevails with his ſou], that he conteffed, it was he who murthered his Maltcr Beaumarays 
with a Filtol charged with a brace of Bullets,and that he was hired to pertorm it by the La- 
dy Blancheville, who gave him three hundred Crownsin gold, and a Diamond Ring to ett 
and finiſh it. At the relation and confeſſion whereof, Montagne and the Judges exceedingly 
admire and wonder, and being by them again demanded if his Wife Martha were not like- 
wile acceflary with them in this murther, he freely and conſtantly told then that ſhe was 
not, and that he would take it to his death,that ſhe was every way as innocent, as himſelf 
and Blancheville hex Miftris were guilty thereof. - 

The Judges of this Court ſpeedily fend Serjeants away to apprehend Blancheville,who is ſo 
far from the apprehenſion or fear of any danger,as (he dreams not thereot: They find her in 
her own houle playing on her Lute,and finging in-company of many Gentlemen and G-n- 
tlewomen her friends : The Sexjeants ſeize on her,and tells her her accuſation and crime, 
whercat ſhe is amazed and weeps exceedingly,/ and no 12s do thoſe who are with her : She 
is brought betore her Judges, who ſtrongly accuſe her for being the Author of this cruel 
murther of Beaumarays, and acquaint her with Le Valley's full and' free confeſſion thereof, as 
we have tormerly underſtood : When here,ſomerimes with tears,and then again with patlt- 
on and cholcr, the tells the Judges, That Le Yaltey is a devil and a villain thugto accuſe 


| hex falſly:Thar ſhe never gave him a Ring,or three hundred Crowns to do it;and takes God 


to witacls that ſhe is not guilty, but wholly innocent of that murther. 

But this poor and paſlionate Apology of hers will not paſs current with her Eyncie-eyed 
Judges who cane her to be confronted with Le Valley, who ſtands firm to his former accu- 
lation againſt her, and yet her faith is ſo weak with God, and ſo ſtrong with Satan, as with 
mapy crics and curſcs the again and again cries out proteſteth of her Innocency : They 
produce her Ring and part of her Gold, but ſhe boldly denies, and Rout]y torſwears both:So 
they pretently adjudge her to the Rack, whereto with much conſtancy ſhe permits her (elf 
to be faitned : But at the very firft touch and wrench thereot, her dainty delicate limbs not 
able to brook thoſe exquilite torments, God was pleaſed to be ſo'gracious and merciful to

- Le alley was no loonex dilpatched, but up: comes our Femal; Monſter Blancheville on the 
Lad&,whoſe youth and beauty drew-pity trom the hearts; and tears fxom'the eyes of moſt 
of her Spcators:; in-her. countenance ſhe ws very ſad and mourntul, an yet'l am enfor- 
ced to confcls this truth of her, (that in the laſt Scene and AR of her lite) her Pride and 
Vanity ſo far uſurped on her judgment, her piety, and her ſoul, that ſhe came here to take 
her lalt leave of the world, apparclled ina rich black razed Sattin gown, a crimſon damask 
Petticoat laid with white Sattin guards, a rich cutwork falling band, her hair all ſtrewed 
with {wcet powder,decked with white Ribband Knots and Roles,and a ſnow-white pair of 
Gloves on her hands, ſo ſhe there cravesleave of the people to ſpeak a few words before ſhe 
dics, which with a well compoſed countenance,and behaviourſhe doth in theſe terms. 

She faid that her dear aud tender atfetion to her Husband Champigny occaſioned her

band Lorenzo,or periſhed & ſunk in the Sea when thou fleddeti with him trom Savonz to Ge- 
nona, before he was thy Hysband. For ſurely thou halt great cauſe to think, and reafon to 
believe,that this cruelty of his towards thee xs a juſt plague and puniſhment (cnt thee from 
God, fur diſobeying thy Father,in marrying without his conſent and bleſſing ; with whom 
when thou livedli ftingle, thou hadſt ſo much Felicity and joy,as thou knewcelt not what bc- 
longed to ſorxow and milery,and now living a wife to this tny Husband, thou art inforced 
to taſte ſo much grict and miſery,as thou knoweſt no more what belongs to joy and felicity. 
Then thou diddeſt ſurfeit with the choice of the coltliett meats and viands, and now thou 
art ready to ſtarve meexly for want of bread ; Then thy apparel was rich,but now xent and 
torn:Then thy beauty made thee ſought in marriage by divers, and now thy griets and ſor- 
rows having defaced and withered it, thou art contenmed and hated of him who marricd 
thee. For can thy griets be matched,or thy a Ctions and ſorrows paralleld, when thou halt 
a Husband who ncither tears nor {erves God, who will neither go to Church or pray him- 
ſelf,or permit or ſutfer thee todo itzand who is ſo far trom loving thee, as he loves nothing 
better than to hate, revile, and beat thee : For (aye me) he drowns humlelf and his wits in 
wine, and keeps whores to thy Noſc,{pends all his eltate upon them,and upon Bawds, Pan- 
ders and Drunkards (the oft-icum and Caterpillers of the world) with whom he conſumes 
his time and himſeclt, making night day, and day night in theſe his beaſtly revels, and ob- 
ſcene voluptuouſneſs, and upon whom he hath (ſpent ſo much, as he now hath nothing lefe 
cither to ſpend,or maintain himſelf and thee, yea,thy milerics are fo great,and thy affli&i- 
ons and ſorrows ſo ſharp and intinite,that thou haſt no parent lefe roſuccor or relieve thee, 
and which is leſs,no friend who will aſlift or comfort thee. Poor young woman, and diſcon- 
ſolate ſorrowful wife that thou art, it were a blefled happineſs, and a happy blefling for 
thee that thow wert unborn or unmarried, Alas,alas,thymother 4icd too ſoon tor thee when 
thou wert young,and therefore ſhe cannot,and thy Father lives, (and is exceeding rich)yet 
hates thee io much as he will not aſliſt and relieve thee; And as all thy Kinsfolks refule to 
lend or (end thee any comfort in theſe thy wants and calamities; ſo thoſe who profeſſed 
them(clves thytriends in thy proſperity,will not now either {ce thee in thypoverty,or know 
thee in thy miſcry. When again and again looking on her pretty babe,and giving it many 
render kifles,then (her tears interrupting her words,and her ſighs again cutting her tears in 
piccees) ſhe continueth her ſpeech thus : And thou my ſweet babe,what ſhall I Gay to thee, 
tith almolt I can do nothing tor thee, for I have no food to give my (elf, how then can I give 
milk. to thee?and yet I love thee ſo dearly and tenderly, that although thy unkind & cruel 
father hate me fo deadly, yet I will ſtarve before thou ſhalt want, yea, I will cheerfully 
work,and{if occaſion ſerve) beg my felt to death to get ſuſtenance-and neceſſaries for the 
preſervation of thy lite, For live thou my (weet babe as happy as thy poor mother is miiſe- 
rable & untortunate: And if I die betore thee, (as I hope I ſhall not live long ſay thou hadſt 
a mother who loved thee a thouſand times dearer than her own lite; and who was rich in 
carc and atte&ion, though poor in Eſtate aud means to maintain thee. And it I leave thee 
poching behind me, ( becauſe I have now npthing left me either to give or leave thee )yet I 
will give thee my bleſling, and leave thee heir to theſe my moi religious prayers, That 
God in his divinelt favour and mercy 'will not pour down his wrath and puniſhments on 
thee, but thou mayelt live to be 3s' happy im thy vertues, as 1 fear thy Father will be miſc- 
rable in his vicesz and as true a ſervant and inſtrument of God's glory, as (with griet and 
tcars) I ice he is of his own diſgrace and diſhonour. | 
Neither is our vertuous Fernys deceived in the cloſe of this her paſſionate and preſaging, 
ſpeech cowards ber Husband,tor he continues his odious and ungodly courſe of life both to- 
wards God and her, and now (as well in his freſh as his drunken humors) makes it his pra- 
Qtice to revile,and his delight and glory to beat her;who notwithſtanding yet thinking and 
hoping to work (ome good in him,through the light of this poor infant his Son ; She often

ſenger,to whole aftection and education,as allo to God's gracious protection and preſerya- 
tion,ſhe religiouſly recommends him z when(to her exceeding grief and (cnlible affliction } 
ſhe ſecs it out of her poſſible power once to periwade her Husband Lorenzo cither to kils os 
to ſec him ac his departure, as it it were no part of his affection to blels it, or of his duty 
to-pray fo God to blels it, much les to kils it at partiug. A moſt unkind and unnatural part 
of a father to his ſweet and pretty young Son... Which ſtrange and diſcourteous ingratitude 
of his, it is not impoſlible tor .us to fee God as ſtrangely bath to requite and te- 
VEnge.

Sorrowfl Fermi having thus ſent away her little Son Thamaſo to hex Father Moron at 
Savors, {he the very ſame uight'dreams in her poor Bed and howle in Genova, that the ſhall 
. never be {o happy to {ce him again > when being awaked,and remembring this her ſorrow - 

ful and fad dream,ſhe tor meer griet bitterly weeps thereat,and although ſhe would,yet ſhe 
cannot poſlibly forget or ſupprels the remembrance thereof,or once put it out of her mind, 
ſo that thinking her (clf fortunate in placing this her little, ſun with her Father, and his 
Grandfather, ſhe is now very. penſive and ſorrowtul for his abſence, becauſe ſhe can uo lon- 
gcr (ee him, play with him, and kiſs him, and is infinitely diſconſolate and mournful when 
ſhe thinks of her dream of him, . In the Peg time her lewd Husband grows from bad to 
worſe, ſo that her co-habitation is but a bondage. with him, and her marriage and wedlock 
but an indenture of flavery,and a contraQ of miſery under him, Such is her incomparable 
gricf, ſuch her unparalleld afflictions and calamities.

yet ſhe cannot get ſo faſt as ker Husbands ſpends it prodigally and 1aſciviouſly Her care and 
vertues make her the pity, as his lewdaeſs and-vices make him the (corn and contempt of 
their Neighbors, So while ſhe fits at home cloſe at her needle in poor apparel, he 'Mly wan- 
ders abroad until he have brought his apparel to rags, and himſelf almoſt to nakednels, 
And here it is that wretched Husband Lorenzo now fitlt begins to harken to the Devil, yea, 
to prove a. very Devil him(clt,towards this his dear and virtuous Wife; for he enters into a 
conſultation with himſelt that it he were once ot his Wite Fermia,he might marry ſome 
other with a good portion to maintain him, and To again (et up his Trade of Baking, which 
now had forlaken him, becauſe he had —_— and unthriftily forſaken it. When his 
faith being as weak with God, as his infamous life and vices were odious to the world, he 
aſſumes a bloody aud damnable reſolution to murther her, and, hereunto the Devil is Rill 
at his cibow to provoke and egg him onward, and continually blows the coals to this his 
malice and indignation agaiult her : So neither his mind or heart, his conſcience or ſoul can 
divert him from this teartul enterprizc,and lamentable bloody bulineſs. The which to per- 
form and perpctratec,he on a great holiday (which was the purification of the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary) takes her with him into a Vineyard ſome halt a mile trom the City of Genova under

But Moron by his ſervants, ſends him a peremptory refuſal ro both 
theſe his requeſts, and ſo will neither ſee him, nor ſuffer him to ſee-his Son, bur abſolutely 
for ever forbids him his houſe : Whereat Lorenzo all in choler traves S2avone and returns to 


-Genova, where (cling away his wife's old Clothes to provide him new, he ſeeks many May- 


densand Widows in marriage, but the fame of his bad life, and infamous carriage and de- 
portment with his late Wite,is (o freſh and great; that they all diſdain him ; ſo that utterly 
deſpairing ever to raiſe himſelf and' his fortunes by marriage, he forfakes and leaves Genova, 
inrolls hin(elf a Bandetti,and for many years together practileth thar thieviſh profeſſion, to 
the which we will leave him,and ſpeak a little of his young and little Sow Thom2ſd, 
x. Old Moron Trains up this his Grand-child Thomaſo, very vertuouſly and induſtriouſly, 
and at the age of fourteen years, bids him chaſe and imbrace any trade he beſt liketh:When 
Thomaſo exceedingly delighting in Limming, Graving,'Imagery, he becomes a Goldſmith, 
& if four or five years after,is become a ſingular, expert and skiltul work-man1n his trade; 
His Grand-father loves him dearly and tenderly,& intends to make him his heir ; but Tho- 
maſo(led as I think, by the immediate hand and providence of God,or out of his own natural 
inclination)being of a gadding humor to travel abroad, and ſee other Cities and Countrys, 
and having a particular itching deſire to ſee Rowe, (which he underſtood is'one of the yery 
rime nd chief places of the world for rich and*curious Goldſmiths.) He finding a French 
ſhip of Marſeilles (which by contrary winds ftoptin the Road of Savors bound up for Civitz 
Vecbia, very ſecretly packs up his trunk and trinkets, and fo goes along in that ſhip : Now 
as ſbon as his Grand-father Mvron underſtands hereof, he very much grieves at this his raſh 
and ſudden departure:So Thom2ſo arrives at Civita Vechia,goes up to Hoſftia by (ea,and thence 
on the River Tiber to Rome, whicre he becomes a ſingular ingenious Goldſmith, and thrives 
ſo well, (as after a few years) he there keeps ſhop for himſelf, and conſtantly builds up his 
reſidence.ln all this long tra and progreſſion of time, which(my true information tels me) 
isat leaſt twenty four years z his Father Lorenzo continues a thieviſh Bandeeti in the tate 
of Genova and Lucs, where he commits ſo many leud robberies and ſtrange rapines, depre- 
dations and thefts,as that country at laſt becomes too hot for him,and he coo obnoxious for 
it,ſo he leaves it, and travelleth into Tuſtany, and to: the fair and famous City of Florence, 
which is the Metropolis thereof, where with the monies he had gotten by the revenues of 
his robberies, he again ſets up his old trade of a Baker'; in which prefeſſion he knew him< - 
ſelf expert and excellent, and here he ſetteth himſelfto live and dwell takes a fair com- 
modious houſe, and looks out hard for ſome rich otd Maiden, or young Widdow to make 
his new Witc; But God willprevent bis thoughts, andfruftrate bis defignes and defres berein: For,as 
yet his bloody thoughts have not made their peace with his foul, nor his ſoul with his All- 
ing and righteous God for the cruet murthering of his old Wite Fermia, which as an 
impetuous ſtorm and fierce tempeſt, will ſaddenly betal him, when he leaft dreams or thinks

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0 Urban VIII. and Cofmos the great Duke of Florence his Brother (in honour to him and their 
Illuſtrious blood and family; whereof they are now chiet)) reſolving to make his entry and 
abode in that City of Rome to be fiately & magniticent z He cauſeth his Houſe and Train in 
all points to be compoſed of double Othcers aud Servants, to whom he gives rich and coſtly 
liveries, and among others our Lorenzo is found out, elected and pricked down to be one of 
his Bakers for his own trencher in that Journey, where in R-me he flants it out moſt gallant- 
lyand bravely in rich Apparel, and is till moſt deboiſhed & prodigal in his expences before 
any other ot the Cardinals menial Servants, without ever any more thinking or dreaming 
of the murthering of his Wite Fermia,but rather abſolutely believes, that as he, ſo God had 
wholly buried the remembrance of that bloody fa of his in perpetual filence and oblivion: 
but the Devil will deceive. his hopes. For now that lamentable murther of his cries aloud to 
Heaven,and to God for vengancewherein we ſhall behold and ſee,that it is the Providence 
and Pleaſure of God, many timesto puniſh one fin in and by another, yea, and ſometimes

Chalices,& a curiou3 ſmall gold crucifix ſet with a few Saphires & Emerald, sall amounting 
tothe value of four hundred and tifry Duckatons. This young Goldſmith ( whoſe name we 
thall anon know, )is amazed at this great loſs, when being guided and directed by the im- 
mediate finger of God, he knows not to whony ſaipet or accule for this robbery but Lo- 
renz,» the Cardinal of Florence his Baker: whom he ſaw,and obſerved did very often and too 
familiarly trequent his ſhop, and far the more doth he fortitze and increaſe this his ſuſpition 
of him, becauſe then makmg a curious mquiry and reſearch of his former lite and actions, 
he found both the one and the other in all points fo vicious and debauched,as we have for- 
merxly underitood, only the murther of his wife Fermis excepted, which as yet none but 
God and himſelf knew : Whereupon' well knowing that he lay not in his Loxd Cardinals 
Palace, which asall others are priviledged as ſanQuarics, but in a Taylors houſe near ad- 
joyning : he with an Officer ſearched his Chamber and Trunk, wherein he found one of 
his Chalices, but not the other,or the gold Crucitix, which Lorenzo immediately had (old 
both to pay his debts, and to put ſome double Piſtols in his pockets for his vain and prodi- 
gal expences; when hunting after this his thief Lorenza,he preſently tmds him,commits him 
co prilon,and accuſcth him to the Captain aud Judges of Rome: Who upon knowledg and 
ſight of one ot the Chalices found in Lorenz»'s Trunk,and alſo upon his contellion of having 
ſoid away the other,and likewiſe the Crucitix of gold, they condemn him to be hanged the 
very next day for the (ame. Lorenzo (bitterly weeping and fuming ar this his diſaſter) doth 
moſt humbly ſue and petition the Lord Cardinal his maſter to beg his lite of the Pope, who 
conſidering him to be a baſe Companion, and no Gentleman, and his tact (during this his 
ſervice) to be very toul and icandalous. He is too Noble and wiſe to attempt or undertake 
it, and thercfore becomes deaf to his requeſts; Whereupon Lorenzo is that night returned 

to his priſon, where he hath leiſare though not time enough to think upon his conſcience 
and ſoul, upon the baſeneſle of this his robbery, and the foulneſſe and bloodineſle of mur- 
thering hi} wife Fermis, ; 

The ncxt morning he is brought to his death, at the common place of execution at the 

Pp 3 Bridge- 
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Bridg-toot,in-a little walled Court cloſe tothe Caltle of Saint Angelo, where a world of peo. 
ple flock from all parts of Rome to fee the Cardinal of Florence his Baker take his latt leave of 
the world, being the night before prepared by a Frier, in his ſouls journey towards Heg. 
ven,as ſoon as hc aſccnded the Ladder, he there contefleth this his robbery : And likewiſe 
that his name was Andrea Lorenzo,. and that he (about ſome twenty and three years hince ) 
murthered his own wite,named Fermia Moron in a Vineyard neer Genova : whereot he (aith 
he will no longer charge his (Cul : The which the young Gold{mith (whole name wasTho. 
maſs Lurenzo over: hearing) he preſently burſt forth into tears, and very pallionately- and 
ſorrowtully crys out,that this man on the Ladder is his own Father; and that Fermis Moron 
was his own Mother, and therefore he with a world of ſobs, fighs, and tears prayeth the 
Officers, and then the Executioner of Juſtice to forbear, and leave the-prifoncr tora {mall 
while, which accordingly they do ; When at the deſcent of his Father trom the Ladder, 
Thomajo (in preſence of all that huge number of people who were preſent) throws himte!f 
at his teet, and ſeeming to drown himſelf in his tears for ſorrow, confefieth him(elt to be 
his Son, and acknowlcdgeth Fermia Moron to be his Mother, and thexefore prays him to tor- 
give him this his innocent ingratitude towards him, in ſeeking his death of whom he had 
received his own lite : And although the conſideration of his Mother's lamentable murther 
doth picrce him to the heart with grict,yet knowing him likewile to be his Father,& him 
ſelf his Sou, he freely and willingly offers the Captain of Rome,and the Judges all his Eſtate 
to ſave his Father's life, but this his robbery is ſo toul, and that former murther of his ſo in- 
humane and lamentable, yea ſo odious to God and the World, and ſocxecrable to Men and 
Angels, that none will preſume todare to ſpeak in his behalt : So the next day Lorenzo is 
hanged, having firſt freely forgiven his Son Thomaſo, and entreated him likewiſe to forgive 
him for murchcring of his Mother, and tor any othes thing elſe, he at hisdeath (aid little ; 
But curſed the name and memory of that miicrablc and covetous wretch his Fatherin Law 
Moron, whoſe unkindneſs and cruclty he {aid had occafioned and brought him to all this mi- 
ſery. But he ſpake not a word of his grict or ſorrow for having murthered his wiſe Fermiz 
Moron ; Only he aid and believed that this his untimely death was a juſt revenge and 
puniſhment of God to him tor the ſame. 

The common ſort of the ſpectators and people of Rome, ſcemed to tax the Cardinal of 
Florence his Maſter for not ſaving this his Bakers life; but the wiſer and more religious fort? 
applauded his generoſity and picty for not attempting it from the Pope : bur all doadmire 
and wonder at God's ſacred providence and divine Juſtice in making the Son the cauſe and 
inſtrument of his Father's hanging for murthering of his Mother, the which indeed gave 
cauſe of ſpecch and matter of wonder at Rome, Genova; Savona, and Florence, yea, to all 
Italy. And thus was the wicked lite and deſeryed death of this bloody Villain Lorenzo, and 
in this manner did the Juſtice of the Lord triumph o're his crime in his puniſhment, And 
as for his Son Thomaſo( the Gold{mith)) atter this infamous and ſcandalous death of his Fa- 
ther, he could no longer content himſelf to live in Rome, but returned to Savors to his 
Grandfather Moron, who received him with many demonſirations of Joy, and affection, 
and atter his death made him fole heir to all his wealth and Ekate.

{THE Golden times being paſt, what doth this Iron or flinty age of ours produce, but Thorns

Baptiſt yna ahd Amarant%a having thus read and confidered theſe two ſeveral Letters of their Fa- 
ther and Sifter 74qu1nta, they are infinitely incenſed and chollerick to ſee his diſcourtefie, and 
her diffimulation and cruelty towards them, in that they muſt be enforced to live a ſolitary coun- 
try-life in Cardzra, whiles ſhe triumphs in gride, and flaunts it out in bravery in Florexce ;, and 
as they much repine and murmure at his diſ-affeQtion, ſo they infinitely diſdain and ain of 
her imperious courſes and'carriage towards rhem, adding no belief to ber Letter, but judging it 
to be' hypocritical, They pity the weakneſs of cheir Father's judgment, in ſuffering himſelf to

But Baptiſting and Amarartha are too young and wilful to make good uſe of their Giſter 74- 
quint's bad affe&ion and malicious carriage towards them , for elſe, had they bad as much wit 
as beauty, or as much affeRion as malice, they would then flie that which they follow, and de-

A promiſe and contra& written with more blood than ink, or rather not with ink, but wholly 
with blood, and which therefore God, in his divine providence, may hereafter produce, and 
bring to light, to ſerve as a powerful witneſs, and inſtrument of his glory, and, peradventure, 
to the ivfamy and confuſion of thoſe who gave and received it, 

«Amarantha haying thus given this promiſe to Bernerdo, and likewiſe received his and his in- 
tended wifes P:eri#'s oaths in counterchange , ſhe now thinks with her ſelf, that ſhe muſt again 
return P;eri4 to Florexce, and by ſome flie hypocrifie, to re-inveſt and (crew her anew into her 
old Lady Bapritina's ſervice, thereby to be the more able and fit to diſpatch her, Now as ſhe 
is maliciouſly ruminating on this invention, there falls out an accident which ſeems both to favour 
her hopes, and to further her deſires and expeRation berein : For by this time, Bape; ina writes 
over to Malevela to deal ſecretly and ſeriouſly with Pura for her return to Florence to her ſervice,

ful buſineſs, To whichend, Pieriais diſpatched for Florence, and the fifteenth day after, Ber- 
aardo is likewiſe ſecretly and. preciſely to arrive there to her. by night, and then is the dice& 
and appointed time for them to cloſe and ſhut up this Tragedy, We muſt now allow and con- 
ceive Pieria to be again entertained of her old Lady Baptiſtina in Florexce, with much courtefie 
and joy ; and for the ſeal and ciment of this their reciprocal reconciliation, her Lady gives her a 
pew black wrought Silk Gown, and a purple Damask Peticoat, the which ( as a treacherous 
diſſembling wretch } ſhe ſeems to receive of her with mnch content and thankfulneſe, the 
which yet we ſhall ſhortly ſee her requite with a moſt ipbumane and prodigious ingratitude ; fer 
her defire of marriage, and Jong'ng for a Husband, makes her think every hour ten, befare 
the fifteenth day be arrived, and for her late Lady eAmarentba ( who ſees by no other eyes, 
but by thoſe of malice and revenge towards her Siſter ) the thinks every day an age, before 
ſhe hear of her diſpatch.

All that night Berner- 
dr's dead body lay gored in his blood ( which abundantly iflued forth his mouth ) as alſoin the 
dirt of the ſtreet, nneſpied of any mortal eye; but affoon as the morning began to appear tho» 
row the windows of Heaven, then it was found, and likewiſe to be done by the fall off a horſe ; 
whereof his neck, the btholders ſaw, was broken: the which the ſooner they were induced'and 
led to believe, becauſe they likewiſe found a horſe neer-him, Rragling in the ſireets without his 
Rider : This bis dead bodyis therefore pteſently expoſed to the Criminal Judges of that fair and 
fzmous City, who forthwith, cauſe his pockets to be ſearched, where, inſtead cf gold, they, by 
the direQion of ' God, find the before ncminated promiſe of a yeerly Annuity, which we have 
formerly underſtood Amarantha gave him : Wherenpon, they knowing the Lady Amarantta to 
be Seignior Leonard Streni his daughter, and by this Note, confidently believing this dead man 
to be the ſame Bernardo, and he to be Ameranthe's ſervant; they { without once ſaſpeRing or 
dreaming'of any marther committed by him ) hold it a part of their office and duty to acquaint 
Strex; herewith. But the news of this dead found Corps ratling thorow the ſtreets of the City, 
it devanceth this care of theirs, and ſo ſpeedily arrives to Strem: his bouſe before them ; whereat 
Pieria ( looking for nothing leſs ) takes ſo hot an alarm of grief, fear, and deſpair, that her 
euilty thoughts and conſcience ( like ſo many Blood-bonnds ) Mill purſuing her. She ſeeing this 
uplook'd for diſaſter and death of her Bernardo to be an act of God, and a blow from Heaven, 
which' infallibly predicted borh her davger and death ; ſhe therefore prefently flies out of doors, 
and ( with much celerity and more feat) betakes her ſelf tothe leaſt frequented and moſt re- 
moteſt ſtreets cf the City for her ſafety. By thistime- the Criminal officers are arrived at Srrens 
his houſe, whom they acquaint with this mournful accident, ſhewing him this aſſurance of An- 
nuity, afid inquire of. him if it be the Lady Amarenths his Daughter's hand, as alſo the'dead 
corps, and if this were her ſervant, who ( with a countenance compoſed of aſtoniſhment, fear, 
and ſorrow ) acknowledgeth to them, that it is bis Daughter Amarantha's own hand-yvriting, 
and the dead perſonage to be her ſerving-man Bernardo : Whereupon they confidently believe, 
and he forrowfully fears, that this Death of his, and that Aſſurance of hers, doth either 
import or include ſome greater diſaſter and misfortune : Whereupon, they again, modeſt- 
ly, yet jaridically, demand of him for his Daughter Amarambs, and her Chamber-maid, 
Pieria, who returns them this anſwer; that the firſt is at his Mannor of Cardwra, neer ; 
Piftois, and the ſecond here in this houſe, and now ſerving his eldeſt Daughter Baptiſtins : 
they demand to fpeak with Pieria, whom he cauſeth to be (ought in all places of his houſe, 
but ſhe is not to be found, fo he ſends to look her in his Daughters Chamber, her Miſtreſs:

"appointed. for her entrance and reception drawing near, the Lady Abbeſs is dealt with by 
her Mother,her Cell provided,her (piritual Apparel made,all her Kinstolks and chief friends 
x javited to a ſolemn Feaſt, to celebrate thisour new holy-Siſter*'s Marriage to God and the 
Church, But whiles thus Dong Catherina the mother,and Don Martino her Son are exceedings 
ly buſie about che preparation and folemnity of this ſpiritual buſineſs, Dex Pedro and Mox- 
Fredo reſolve to run a contrary courſe, and (0 toltcal away Ceciliana the very night before 
the pretixed day of her entrance into the Nunnery,as holding that Saturday night the fitteſt 
time,and moſt void of all fuſpition and fear, whereof (both by tongue and letter ) they give 
her exact and curious notice z* which firiking infinite joy to her heart and thoughts, ſhe ac- 
cordingly makes her ſelf ready, packs up all her Jewels and Bracelets in a ſmall Casket, 
and acquainting none of the world therewith, for that her Brother Dox Pedro's Chamber 
was next to hers, and he as vigilant and watchtul as her ſelf, for Monfredo's coming about 
midnight, which was the appointed hour for his Rendezvouz.

ly ſhutting all the doors aftcr him, whiles Monfredo with his other felf and his two friends 
drive away to Valdebclle, a Manner-houſe of his ſome cight leagues from Burgos. 

Don Pedbs lies purpoſely long in his bed the next morning, thereby the betrer to colour 
oat his ignorance and innocency of his Sifter's clandeſtine flight and eſcape : So his Mother 
about five, or near {ix of the clock, ſends Felicia her Daughter's Waiting-Gentlewoman to 
hex Chamber to awake and apparcl her to reccive many young Ladies and Gentlewomen, 
who-wexe come to viſit her,and totake their leaves of her betore her entry into God's houſes 
but Felicia ſpecdily returns to her with this unlookt-for anſwer 3; That her Lady's Chamber 
door is faſt locked, whereat ſhe hath many times called and knock'd aloud, but hears no 
ſpeech. The Mother is amazed hereat,-and no lefs, (rather more) is her Son Dow Martino, fo 
they both- run to her Chamber,and knock and call aloud, but hearing no an{wer, they force' 
open the door ; where they find the Neſt, but the Bird lownaway 3 whereat the Mother in«' 
fnitely weeps,and her Son Don Martino doth exceedingly rage and ttorm,at this their affront 
and ſcandal, he tclls his Mother he will engage his life, that his Brother Don Pedro is acceſ-- 
ſary to his Siſter Cealians's flight, and gone with her; ſo they both run to'his Chamber, but 
find him in his Bed faſt ſleeping and (noring,as he pretends, and they believe; their out-cries 
awake him; but they: ſhall find him as ſubtil and reſerved in his policy towards them, as 
they were in their malice to his Sifter 3. ſo he hears their news, puts on his apparel, ſeerns to 
be all in fire and choler hereat, proffereth his Morher his beft endeavours and power to reco- 
ver his Siſter, and\to revenge himſelf on the Villain who hath ſtoln her away. But his Bro- 
ther Dox Martino is 10 galled and netled at the eſcape of his Siſter, and theſe words of his 
Brother,as he tels him to his face, inthe preſence of their Mother,that his ſpeeches and prof= 
fers are counterfcit, and himſelf a difſembler, and that it is impoſlible but he aſlitted and fa- 
voured her eſcape-and departure 3 for which uncivil and foul language of one Brother co 
anothey; Don Pedro: gives him the lic, and ſeconds it with a Box on the Ear, and then very 
caunning- 
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'neral eexms xeturns him this ſhort reply 3- That ſhe is now accomptable to none but to God 
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cunningly betakes himſelf toconſfolate and comfort the Lady his Mother, who is not a lit- 
tle grieved and angry at this her ſecond affliction, and .the more in regard he didit in her 
pretence 3 fo Don Pedr» reconducting her to her Chamber, and leaving her weeping in com- 
pany of many of their ſorrowtul Kinsfolks an Neighbors, he then calls for his Horle, and 
under colour to find out his Siſter, he rides to Valdebelle,to her and Monfredo, ſtays there ſome 
eight days, where being exceeding careful of the preſervation of his Sifter's honour and re« 
putation,he before his departure ſees them ſolemnly, but ſecretly, married 3 where leaving 
them to their Nuptial joys, and pleaſures, heagain returns to-Burgos, and tels his Mother it 
is impoſlible for him to hear any news of his Siſter. 

And now what doth the return, fight, and preſence of Don Pedro do here in his Mother's 
houſe at Burgos, but only revive his Brother Don Martino's old malice, and new choler and 
revenge againſt him for the lieand box on the Ear, which he ſo lately gave him ? For the 
remembrance thercot {o inflames his heart and thoughts againſt him that he torgetting his 
conſcience and foul, yea, Heaven and God, as he afſumes and gives lite to his toriner bloody 
reſolution to murther him, and thinks uo {afer nor ſurer way for him to effect ity than by

poyſoneth him ſo he is found dead in his Bed ; When Don Martino, the more clulcly to over+ 
vail this damnable tact of his, purpoſely gives it out, that it was an Impoltume which broke 
within him, and fo he died ſuddenly thereof in his bed; there bcing no tervant of his own, 
nor none elſe that night near him, or by him to aſſiſt him, and this report of hs paſfeth 
Ccurrant with the world ; ſo the Lady his Mother and himfelt cauic him to be buzied with 
more ſilence than ſolemnity, and every way inferior to his honourable birth and ,gene= 
rous vertues, becauſe ſhe ſtill affeed and loved Don Martino far better than him; 40 his 
death did not much affli& or grieve her, and far leſs his Brother Don Martino. But:tor his 
Siſter Cecilians, as ſoon as ſhe underſtood and heard hereof, ſhe is ſo appalled with grict,)and 
daunted with ſorrow and deſpair, that ſhe ſends a world of fighs to Heaven, and a deluge of 
tears to Earth for the death of this her beli and deareſt brother. Her Husband Don Monfreds 
(tor henceforth ſo we muſt call him), likewiſe intinitely laments Dox Pedro's death, as ha» 
ving loſt aconftant friend, and a dear and incomparable Brother in law in him; and yet all 
the means which he can uſe to comfort this his (orrowtful wite, hath will, but not power 
enough toeffe@ it 3 for ſtill ſhe weeps and fobs, and ({t il] her heart and foul do prompt,and 
tell her, that it is one Brother who hath killed another, and that her Brother Don Marte 
is infallibly the murtherer of his and her Brother Dox Pedro z but ſhe hath only preſumption, 
no proots tor this her ſuſpition, and theretore ſhe leaves the dereftion and iflue hereot to 
time, and to God, | 

Now by this time we muſt underſtand that Dovs Catherina hath perfe& news, that it is 
Monfredo who hath ſtoln away her Daughter Ceciliana, and keeps her at his houſe of Valde- 
belle, in the Country, but as yct ſhe knows not that he hath married her z -wherefore being 
delirous of her return, not tor any great affection which ſhe now bore her, but only to ac+

But to follow the ſtream of our Hiltory, and the ceremonies of Duels, we muſt paſs from 
Duatbrifſon and Valfontain, the Principals,/zoLe Roche and Pont Chanfey their Seconds, tote 
in what thape they will come forth, and how they reloive to bear themſelves in the conclu< 
tion and knitting up of this'reconciliation:;As for Pont Chaxſey,he thinks1t nodiſp iragement 
or ſhame to him now to retuleto tight, lintb his Prucipal -hath given his Enemy thetoyl; it 
giving him his lite;but/comrarywiſe, Ls Roche being Second to the Challenger, nor the Chal- 
lenged, hetheretore holdsit no lawtul plea or excuſe tor him to exerapt him(elt ftromitight- 
ing. Pont Chauſey's modcity feems to- over»-vcil his -valour witty filence and - indiffexency; 
which the inſulting vanity of Ls Rechs dortr(o4ar milcontterias he erroneovtly attribute $47, 
rather to fear and cowardife,than to-reafon or judgment. The wortt' of Porw#Cbaufey's malice, 
ventcth noother (peechesand language;but that he will tullow & abide the cenlure of their 
Priacipals, whether they, þting their Seconds, ought to hight or no 3 and accordingly he is 
ready. cither.to retire or advance : bur La Rocbe's intemperare- paflions flying a higher pitch, 
with much vehemency and choler. proteltcth, that he came into the field purpolely co fight 
and.not to keep theep or to catch flies with his Rapicr': the ewo Brothers interpolſe and con- 
ſult hereon, and do joyntly athrm; that becaule they themſc] ves are reconciled, and. become 
good friends, they hold it repugnant to reaſon, and contradictory to the-right-and nature of 
Duels, that«their Seconds ſhould once-draw their weapons,” much lel(s fightzBut this neither 
doth, nox can as yet fatisfie Ls Roche, white choler is now become (© boyndlels, as he-in lof- 
ty terms eclevateth Vaifontain?s.v alour tothe Skies, and dejeteth Quatbriſſon's cowardiſe as 
low as Hell, begging permiſſion of the one to fight with the Second, cand peremprorily in- 
forming the other,that he will tghtzbut both @zatbriſſon & V alfortain condemn thoſe fames 
and this heat of Le Roche, and arc fotar trom applauding it in him,as- they (in down-right 
eerms) repute it to temerity and raſhneſs;and not to magnanimity andwvalour;yea,hisimpa- 
tiency hath ſo provoked-and moved their patience, as(not in jeſt, but uvearneft) they baridy 
thelc words to-him, That he glorieth fo mach in his generoſity, as in now ambitiomily ſeek- 
ing to add to his valour, he ſubſtra@eth from his judgment. When Pont Chanſey'to retort & 
wipe off the lealt taint or blemiſh which eithex Lz Roche or the two Brothers might conceive

' tight, but Poxt Chanſey preſently throws up the Cards, & prays the reſt of the Gentlemen to 
ali him in drawing up the fluce,S emptying the Pond, tor that his heart ſtill prompts him 
there is ſome one drowned therein ; whereunto they all give tree conſent : fo by that time 
the watcr is half out, lo (with much adoration and pity ) they behold a dead body float- 
ing therein, and yet faſtned with a Rope to the bottom of the Pond. And prying more 
narrowly to diſcern it, they (by the Coats it wore) perceived it to be a woman, whom they 
caule to be taken up in che Mill-boatzbut her fleſh is (o rived and withered with the water, 
ind eaten and distiguxed by the fiſh,as it was impoſſible to know what ſhe was 3 & ſhe ſtunk 
to odioufly,as almolt none durſt approach her. Poxt Cbanſey (& his aſſociates) [ccing this Y” 
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ful and lamentable ſpectacle,and comparing therewith theMuller's carnclt retuſal,not to per - 
mit them to empty his pond, he here confirms his former jealoutic, and now contidently fa- 
ſpecs him either to be the Author or Actor of this cruel Murther. To which end he and his 
Aſſociates lay exa& and curious wait for his return with the Winez who coming therewith 
from the Town merrily ſinging, & not {o much as once dreaming what had hapned at the 
Pond;he aſcending the top of the Hill by the Wood's fide;& eſpying his Pond emptied, then 
the foulnels of his fat and conſcience,and the imminency of his danger, doth (© terrific and 
amaze him, that he ſets down his pots of wine on the ground,and (committing his lafety to 
the celerity and ſwiftnel(s of his heels)he with all poſſible fpeed runs away towards the cen- 
ter of the Wood; the which Poxt Chauſey and the reſt of the Gentlemen «ſpying, they need 
no other Evidence but this his flight, to proclaim himſelf guilty of this murther; and {© they 
ſpcedily ſend after him, and within one hour after,he is found out, apprehended, & brought 
back; they vehemently accuſing, and he as reſolutely exculing himſelf of this Murther; buc 
notwithſtanding, they ſhut him up cloſc in his own Mill; till it be tound what this drowned 
murthered woman is. 

The report of this mournful accident,being ſpeedily divulged in Vannes,and bruted in the 
neighbour-Pariſhes, there are a world of - people who from all parts flock to the Pond to be 
{ſpe&ators of this dead womanz and among the reſt, Yvou Malliot,and his wife Fane Chaumet, 
no ſooner underſtand hereof,but knowing it to be a woman, & drowned iu Moufiexr de Caer- 
ftzing*s Pond, they exceeding]y fear it is their Daughter Mariettazand to lee the iſſue & truth ' 
hereof, ſhe runs before, and he limps after as faſt as he can, as if they ſhould not come time 
enough to make themſelves miſerable with the ſight 8 obje& of their miſery. Now they are 
no ſooner arrived to the Pond, but they fee all che people ftand aloof from this murdered 
Corps, b:cauſe of the ſtink thereof; but they ( hardned by their tear, & encouraged by thcir 
affection) do willingly ruſh towards it, but cannot as yet diſcern what ſhe was, by reafon the 
Fiſhes had almoſt eaten away all the fleſh from her bones; which therefore no way ſatisfying 
their curioſity and enquiry, they then fall to waſh away the mud and oze from her clothes, 
hoping to draw ſome information and light from then, as alas they now inſtantly do : for 
they find the Waſtcoat and two Pettycoats,that of Aſh-colour Serge,and theſe of green and 
red Bayes, tobe the very ſame which their Daughter Mariezts wore when ſhe cither fled, or 
was ſtoln from them ; whereat croſſing their arms, and (ending their fighs to Heaven, and 
their tears to Earth, this poor afflicted Father & Mother cry out,that it was the dead body of 
their fair and unfortunate Daughter Marietta;and doubtleſs, that either Monfſerr Quatbriſſon, 
or Pieret the Miller, or both of them, were her Murtherers: whereat all the people ad mire 
and wonder, every one ſpeaking thereof as their ſeveral fancy led them, and as they ſtood 
affected or diſafteQed to Qwatbriſſon and the Miller. | 
- Bur Pont Chanſey rides preſently to Varnes (leaving the other three Gentlemen his friends 
to guard the Miller in his Mill }and advertiſcth the Seneſhall,& the other two Judges,of this 
deplorable fa; ſo they (end for this Miller toVannes,and the next day being brought before 
them, they examine and accuſe him for thus murthering of Marietes; but (having learnt his 
anſwer and reſolution of the Devil)he with many bitter oaths and curſes denies it, depoſing 
and (wearing,that he never knew her,nor ſaw her:but this falſe anſwer and counterfeit coin 
of his, will no way paſs current with his Judges,but they forthwith ordain him to the Rack. 
Our wretched Miller Picrot is amazed and terrified at the tight hereof; yea, now his courage 
begins to fail him,as fearing it to be the true Prologue,and tatal Harbinger to his deathz(o he 
endures the ſingle torment reaſonable wel;but feeling the pinches and tortures of the ſecond, 
and wel knowing, that his beart,joynts,& paticnce,can never endure it,he then & there con- 
f-M-th to his Judges, that he was the only author and ator of this murther,& that he ſtrang- 
lcd her in his Mill, and then ſank her in hisPond, becauſe ſhe would never conſent or yeild to 
be his wifczbut ſpeaks not a word of Qatbriſſon,or that he had any way ſeduced or hired him 
to commit itzbue fed his exorbitant thoughts & erroneous hopes with the air of this vain be- 
licf, That when he was condetnned to dye here in Vannes, that he would then appeal thence 
to theCourt of Parliament of Retnes, where he knew his young Maſter ,Quatbriſſon then was, 
$& where he preſumed he had ſo many great & noble friends,as he ſhould not need to fear his 
life. But(contrary to theſe his weak & poor hopes)the very next morning when he expe&ed 
ro hear the (entence of death pronounced againſt him, his Judges again adjudg him to the 
torments of the Scarpines,to know if Monſieur Quatbriſſon,or any other, were acceſlary with 
him in this murtherz when they cauſe his lcft foot to be burnt fo ſoundly, as he will not en- 
dure to have his right touched, and ſo conteffeth that his young Matter, Q»atbriſſon, ſeduced 
and hircd him to {trangle Marietta in her bed, in his Milkand promiſed hum the Fee-fimple 
or Leaſe thereof, to perform it z that he it was who likewiſe threw her into the Pond, and 


ehat he alfo believes the was quick with child by his ſaid Maſter. All 
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_ All Vannes wonder and talk of \Quetorifſen's baſe ingratitude and cruelty towards this lilly 
and harmlc(s young Country- Maiden, Marietta; yea,this foul and lamentable Murther,admi- 
viltreth likewiſe talk in all che adjoining Towns and Pariſhes So this execrable Miller, Pte- 
rot,is by the Seneſchal* condemned to be broken alive on the Wheel; but yet (in regard of the 
neceflity of his confrontation) they defer his execution till Duathriſſon be apprehended in Ren- 
nes,where the Seneſhal and King'sAttorney-General of Vannes,do by poſt (end ſend away his 
accuſation to that famous Court of Parliament;where, while he is prauncing in the ſtreets of 
that City on his great Hc 'ſe,and ruMfling in his Scarlets & Sattins, with three Lacquies(rich- 
ly clad )at-his heels,the height of this pomp & bravery, makes his ſhame the more apparent, 
aud his crimes the more foul and notorious:for then when he'thought himſelf to be tartheft 
trom danger, lo the Jultice and Provideuce of God brings him neareſt co ic : for he is nyow' 
here (by a band of Huyliers;or Purſevants)taken off from his horle,apprehended and impret- 
{oned by the command of the Licutenant-Criminal of that,great Court, who yet vainly re 
poling on the hidelity and ſecrete of Pierot,his Father's Miller, he feetns to be no way diſmaid* 
or daunted thereat ; but when he hears his Accuſation and Indi&ment read, that Marietts's 
murthered body. was found in the Pond,that Pierot the Miller was apprehended & imprifon-/ 
ed tor the ſame,and that he had cenfefled him to be the Author,and himfelt the Actor of this' 
ber crucl murther; then, ſay,he is fo appalled and daunted;& fo tar from any hope of life,as* 
he utterly defpairs thereof,and. palpably ſees the image ot death betore his Eyes*: When(with' 
a few tcars,and many lighs)he here to his Judges conteſleth himfelf to bY the Author of this 
foul ta&,and fo begs pardon thereof of God: for from theſe his grave and igcorruptible Mz+ 
giltrates, he is aſſured and confident ro find none. Whereupon, although four of the Council, 
and one of the Prefidents, were reſolved, in regard of this his inhuman and haſe-crime, to 
have him hanged;yet the reſt of that wiſe and honorable S:nate, knowing him co be the Son 
and Heir to a very ancient Gentleman,nobly deſcended,they o*re-fway and prevail with the 
others; and ſo they adjudg him the very next day to have his head cut off, alchough this his 
ſorrowful aged Father, Monſtexr de Caerſtaing, offered the one halt of his Lands to fave his 
litez and likewiſe was a moſt importunate Suppliant to the Duke of Tremoville( who then and 
there prefided at the Eſtates for the Nobility )to intercede with that Parliament for his re- 
prieval,and with the King for his pardon, but in vain: tor that noble Duke (conſidering the 
baſeneſs and enormity ot this his inhuman fact) was too wile to attempt the one, and too 
honourable and generous to ſeek the other. So the very next morning ©atbriſſon (apparel- 
led in a Sute of black Sattin,trimmed with gold Lace is brought to the Scaftold(at the com- 
mon place of Execution, which 1s in the midli of the City), where a very great concourſe of 
people of all ſorts,refort and flock to fee him take his laſt tarewell of this world,of whom the 
greateſt part and number lamented and pitied,that ſo proper and noble a Gentleman ſhould 
fix(t deſerve,and then receive (o untimely a death : When, after the Prieſts and Friers have 
here prepared and dire&tcd his ſoul, he, aſcending the Scaffold, with ſomewhat a low voice, 
and dejected and ſorrowtful countenance, he delivered this ſhort ſpeech :; 

That in regard he knows that (now when he is to take his laſt leave of this life) to charge 
his conſcience with the concealing of any capital crime, is the direct & true way to fend his 
{oul to Hcll inſtead of Heaven, he will now therefore reveal that he is yet more execrable & 
bloody, than his Judges think or know,or his Spectators imagine; tor that he not only hired 
Pierot, his Father's Miller. to murther Marietta; but alſo the Apothecary, Moxcallier, to poy- 
{on his own Brother, Yalfontain; of both which foul and bloody crimes of his, he now treely 
confe fieth himſelt guilty, & now from his heart and ſoul forrowtully lamenteth & repenteth 
than; that his tilthyQuſt and inordinate affeion to women, was the firit caule, and his neg- 
leo: prayer to God, the ſecond, which- hath juſtly brought him to this ſhameful end and 
confulion; and therefore he beſeecheth all whoare preſent,to be ſeriouſly forewarned of the 
like, by his woful example, and that (in Chriſtian charity ) they will now joyn their devout 
prayers with his, to God for his ſoul. When on the Scattold praying alittle while filently to 
himlelt kneeling, and then putting off his Doublet, he commits himlelt to the Executioner, 
who at one blow ſevercd his head trom his ſhoulders. But this puniſhment 6 death of Buat- 
briſſon,ſutficeth not now to give full content and ſatistaRion to his Judges, who (by his own 
contefſion) conſidering his inhuman and deplorable poyfoning of his own Brother Valfon- 

' tain, they as {oon as he is dead, and before he be cold,adjudg his body to be taken down,and 
there burnt to aſhes at the foot of the Gibbet, which accordingly is pertormed. 

And here our thoughts and curiohity muſt now return Poſt trom Rennes to Vannes , and 
from wretched ©4.4tbriſſon,to the bale and bloody Miller, Piero, whom God and his Judges 
havc now ordaincd (hall likewiſe ſmart for this his lamentable murther on poor and harm- 
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lels Marietta. He is brought to the Gallows in his ojd duſty mealy Suit of Canvas, where a 
Prieſt preparing him to dye, he(cither out of impiety, or ignorance,or both) delivereth this 
idle ſpeech to the people, That becauſe Marietts was young and fair,he is now heartily ſorry 
that he had not married her; and that it he had been as wiſe as covetous, the two hundred 
Crowns, or the Leaſe of his Mill, which his young Maſter, Monfiexr Duatbriſſon , proffered 
him, might bave'made him wink at her diſhoneſty; and that although ſhe were not a true 
Maid «0 her ſelf, yet that ſhe might have proved a true and honeſt Wife to him; with many 
other frivolous words,and lewd ſpeeches, tending that way; which I purpoſely omit,and rc- 
ſolve to pals over in ſilence, as holding them unworthy either of my relation, or the Rea. 
der's knowledg ; when not having the grace once toname God, to ſpeak of his Soul, tode- 
fixe Heaven, or to ſeem tobe any way repentant and forrowful for this his bloody offence, 
he-is iripped naked, having only his ſhirt faftned about his waſte,and with an Tron Barr hath 


+ his 5 kys, thighs, arms,and breaſt, broken alive, and there his miſerable body is left naked and 
bloody on the 


Wheel, for the ſpace of two days, thereby to terrific and dererr the beholders 
from attempting the like wretched crime. And the Judges of Vannes being certificd from 
the Court of Parliament at Rennes, that 2uatbriſſox at his death charged the Apothecary, 
Moncallier, to have (at his hiring and inſtigation ) poyſoned his Brother Valfontain, they hold 
the Church to be too holy aplace for the body and burial of ſo prophane and bloody a Vil- 
lain : when, after. well near a whole year's time that he was buried in Saint Francis Church 
in that Town, they cauſe his Coffin to be raken up, and both his Body and it tobe burnt by 
the Common-Hang-man, and his aſhes co be thrown into the air 3 which to the joy of all 
the Spectators is accordingly performed, | 
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GOD's Revenge againſt the Crying and 
Execrable Sin of Murther.

Vaſti firſt murtbereth bis Son George, and next poyſoneth bis own Wiſe Helicr 3 and being after- 
ward; almoſt killed by « mad Bullin tbe fields, be revesleth theſe bis two Mwrtbers, for the which 
be is firſt hanged, and then burnt. 


": religious hearts, there can nothing be ſo diſtaſiful as Sin , nor any Sin ſo odious and 

execrable as Murther : for, it being contrary to Nature and Grace, the very thqught, 
much more the a& thereof, ſtrikes horror to their hearts and conſciences. Wherefore,it this 
foul and bloody Sin be fo diſpleaſing to godly men, how infinitely more deteſtable is it then 
to God himſclt, who made all living creatures to ſerye man,and only created man purpoſe- 
ly to ſerve himſelf ? But as Choler and Malice: proceed from the paſſions of men, ſo doth 
Murther from the Devil : for clſe we ſhould not fo often and frequently ſe it perpetrated 
in moſt Countreys and Cities of the World, as we do. A mourntful Example whereof I here 
produce to your view and (crious conſideration. 


The place of this Hiſtory is Friboxrg (an ancient City of Switzerland), which gives name 
toone of the Divitions( or Cantons)of that famous ang warlike Country ; wherein (of freſh 
memory }dwelt a rich Burger named Peter Vafty, who had to his Wife a modeſt,diſcreet, and 
yertuous woman, named Heſter, by whom he had one only child, a Son called George Vaſti, 
| Aaa 3 whom 
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p whom God ſent them the latter end of the firftyear.of their marriage 3 and from the term 


of ſome ten years following, this married couple lived in molt kind and loving fort cach with 
other; yea, their hearts he. inclinations ſo ſympathizcd in murual and interchangeable atte- 
ion, as they held and reputed none of their neighbours {o-rieh 4n content as themtclves: tor 
ſhe was careful of her Family; and he very diligent and induſtrious to maintain it ; both of 
them being chaſte and contiment in themletves, very religious towards God, and exceeding 
charitable, affable, and courteous to all their Nexghbours and Acquaintance z only they arc 
ſo tcmperatein their drinking;as he would not,and ſhe could not be tainted with that bealt- 
ly vice of drunkenneſs, whereuntothat Coumtry,and the greatelt part of that people are but 
too excc lively addited and ſubje&.So that had Paſti till embraced and followed thuſe Vir- 
tues in the gourſe and conduRtion of his life, he had not then defiled this Hiſtory with the 
profuſion of ſo many fins, nor befprinkled it with the cffution of fo.much innocent blood, 
nor conſequently have adminiſired ſo much ſorrow tothe Reader, in peruſing and knowing 
it:butzas contrary Cauſes produce contraryEffeQsz(o he(by this time polluting himſelt with 
filthy and pernicious company, it is no marvel if he leave his temperancy, to follow drun- 
kenneſs, his chaſtity to commit fornication and adultery 3 yea, it isno marvel, I (ay,it the(c 
foul fins (as Bawds to Rage and Revenge ) exact ſuch power in his heart, and predominacy 
in his ſoul,as in the end to draw him to murther : tor, good men cannot receive a greater 
plague, nor the Devil afford or give them a worſe peltilence, than bad company. It is the 
fatal Shelfs , and-diſma) Rocks, whereon a world of people have, and do daily ſuffer ſhip- 
wrack; yca,itis the griet of a Kingdom, and Country,the bane of our Age, and the corrup- 
tion and poyſon of our Tirnes : for it turns,thoſe who proteſs and purſue jt,out of their E- 
ftates and Homes, which they are then enforced either to ſell, or rather to give away to U- 
ſurersand Cormorants; and conſequently, which makes themifelves;and their poor Wives & 
Children, ready to ſtarve and dycin our ſtreets. So this is now the: caſe of our Vaſti, and 
therefore it will be his happinels, if it prove not his miſery hereafter: tor atter twelve years 
time of a moſt peaceable cohabitation, and godly converſation between himgand his virtu- 
ous Wife Heſter, it.is a thouſand griefs and pities that ſhe muſt now be intorced to lee fo brui- 
tiſh and beattly a Mctamorphoſis in her Husband); for he is no more the man which he was, 
nor the Husband which ſhe formerly found him to be. He loves neither his houſe nor his 
wife, but ſtays abroad every day with his Whores, and then at night returns home co: her 
ſtark drunk lamentable fort reviles & beats her, whereas heretotore he would rather havc 
loſt his life, than have ſtrucken herzand whereas'heretotfore he affeted & loved her ſo dearly, 
as he thought hexcquld not be kind erough to her,now(in the extxravagancy of thele his de- 
bauchcd humours)he hates her ſo deadly,as he deems and ſuppoſeth he cannot be (ufficiently 
cruel to her, although her affection be till ſo fervent to him, and her care fo vigilant and re- 
ſpe&tul of him, as the gives hyn nothing but cither {weet words;tears,fighs.{ilence,or pray- 
ers;yca,ſhe proves her lelf fo good a woman to {o bad man, aud {o courrtons and virtuous 
a wife to ſo unkind and vicious a hushang,as to: the eyes and judgments of all theirKinsfolks 
and Neighbours,thcy know it is now het praiſe arid glory, & fear it will hereafter prove his 
ſhame and miſery.She leaves no means uneiayed,or invention unſought & unattempted,to 
divert and turn this foul inundation of His vice, into the [weet [ſtreams of virtue,and the pure 
rivers of godlinels,but alas good woman! her care proves vain,and her affection & zcal im- 
poſſible herein,although her pale cheeks, mournful eyes, briniſh tears,far-fetch'd ſighs,religi- 
ous prayers,and {weet perſwaſions, do ftilt ſecond and accompany her endeavours in this her 
defired hope of his reformation:for ſhe is enforced to know that he keeps a young Strumpeat 
named Salyna,at the Town of Cleraux,ſome fix leagues from Fribourg , whither molt morn- 
ings he goes to hcrzand'to make himſelf the more treacherous a diſſeinbler'to his wife, & the 
more exectible a traytor to his foul, he fortifieth and coloureth out this his accuſtomed jour- 
ney to his Strutmpet, with this falſe Apology,that he goes to'Cleranx ty hear the Sermons of 
Mr. Abraham Tifflin, a very famous and religious Preacher there; when-God;and his ulcerated 
ſoul and conſcience, know the contrary, and that this pretended excuſe of his, is but only a 
falſe cloak,to over-vcil his true Adultery,and prophane Impiety : for'he needed nor to have 
formerly added whoredom to his drunkenneſs, and now ingratitude,crueky;and imipiety,to 
his whoredom,in regard theleaſt of theſe enormons crimes/and ftns,affuredly have the pow- 
er,and will infallibly find the means to makehim futurely as miſerable; as now he fooliſhly 
thinks himſelt happy; for theſe his journeys to Cleranx,are only the Pilgrimage of his, wan- 
ton Luſt, Saly# is the Saint of his voluptuous'devotion, her houſe the Temple of his ob- 
ſcene wiſhes, and Adultery the oblation and facrifice of his laſcivious deſires, 
We can difficultly make our ſelves guilty of a fouler fin on carth,than to ſcem ſanRitied in 
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out, when we are rotten within jn our faith and religion: for as man is the beſt and nobleſ of 
all God's creatures, to an hypocrite towards God, is the worlt of men; yea,or rather a Devil 
and no man ; for our hearts and actions, and. our moſt retired thoughts, and fecret darling- 
ſins, are conſpicuous and tranſparent to God's cyes, as his decrees and relolutions are viſible 
to ours, fith he (ces all things, and we (ce nothing when we do not ſee him, A miſerable 
height of impiety, in making of our (clves fooliſhly fianers, and wilfully hypocrites, and yer 
it is a more tatal and tcartul degree thereot, when we ſodelight in fan, and glory in hypo- 
crifie, as to make Apologies for the ſame. 

But Vaſti,not thinking either of Religion or God,frolicks it out with Salyns his Strumper, 
in Cleraux, whilcs his own virtuous wite Heſter weeps at home at Fribourg 3 and when he rc- 
turns thence, he is {till fo hard-hearted and cruel to her,as he continually beats her. Now by 
this time George their Son is fixteen years of age,of' a man's courage and fiature,& of a very 
pregnant wit z {o that as young as he 1s, he hath been long enough a ſorrowtul cyc-witnels 
of his Father's cruelty in beating ot his Mother:he hath formerly lecn the lamentable effects, 
and now he falls on his knees to her, and ( with tcars and prayers ) beſeccheth her to ac- 
quaint him wich the true cauſe thereot,and from whence it proceeds: whey his Mother(ad- 
ding tore confidence to his wiſdom,than to his youth)trom point to point fully relates it to 
him,accordingly as we have formerly underſtood. George burſt forth into ſorrowtul paſlious 
at her repetition,& his knowledg hercot, as not able to retrain from fighing to (ee her ligh, 
nor trom weeping to (ee her weep, He as much, grievcs to be the Son of {o vicious a Father,as 
he rejoyceth and glorieth to be that of {o virtuous a Mother:fo he makes her ſorrows his, & 
here weds himſelt to her quarrcl,(with promiſSagd oath )cither to right it with his Father, 
or tO revenge it on Salyna, whom he knows to be the original cauſe of all theſe ſtorms and 
tempclis, of all theſe atflitions and milerics which betall his Mother, and in her himſelg He 
will no longer be a child,becauſc God & Nature hath now made him a Man:ſo the very next 
time he ſees his Father beat his Mother, he ſteps to her afliftance , and defends her from the 
tyranny of his blows; and then advagceth fo tar,as he perfortns it with an unwilling willing 
reliſtance of himzthe which his Father takes cxtreawly illand cholerickly from him, gives 
him ſharp words, & menaceth him with bitter blows. George his Son,firſt xeturns hitn a brief 
rcherſal of the wrangs and indignities he ill offereth to his Motherzwhen proteſting of his 
obedience to-him, he yet tells him, that he is willing to cutertain his words, but no onger 
capable to digeſt & receive his blows; adding withal( as a paſſionate Corollary )that cre lon 
he will viſit his Strumpet Salyns in Clerawx,and make her feel a part of her bale carriage and 
111 detervings both towards his Mother and himſelf, Yafti is much aſtoniſhed at this audacity 
and boldnets of his Son,but far more to hear him name & threaten Salyna,the very thought 
of which his ſpeeches grates him. to his heart,and grieves him to his (oul:(o he puts water it 
his wine, holds it for that time a virtue to be no longer ſtormy, but calmz6& then(cholcrick- 
ly threatning hun with his hager) he departs co his Chamber, leaving his Wite and his Son 
conſulting in the Parlour, how( with molt aſlurance,and lealt ſcandal ) they may provide for 
their affairs. The next morning, V afti his Father keeps his bed, & gives order, that neither his 
Waite or Son have admittance to himsthe which dilcourtelic of bis, gives his Sora freſh and 
ttrong, motive to revive his laſt night s diſcontent againſt his Father , and his choler againlt 

$2lyna, when bidding his Mother the Good-morrow,and craving her bleſſing, he(purpoſely ) 
frames anexculc to leave her till ſhe be ready, and (o very privately takes bonds and that 
morning aCts a bulineſs every way wotthy of himlelt,& indeed far more worthy of laugh- 
ter,than of our pity.For it is not ſo much his malice to Salyxa, as his afteQtion to his Mot 
Hefter, which carries him and his reſolution co Cleraux;where entring Salyno's houſe, he( with 
fire in his Jooks,and thunder un hig ſpeeches )calls her whore & (trumper,chargeth her for a- 
buling his Fathcr,and in him his Mother and himſelf, His choler cannot retain her patience, 
to hear her talſe An{wers and Apologies to the contrary 3 but diſdaining as much to uſe his 
ſword on a womangas to foul it on aftrumpet,he takes his man's ſhort cudgel, and gives her 
at leaſt 2 dozen blows on her back, arms, and ſhoulders therewith , ſeriouſly vowing and 
ſwearing tv her, That if ſhe forſake not his Father's company,and uſe the means that hence- 
forth he do utterly abandon her, he will ſhortly give her (o bitter a payment and requital,as 
he will hardly leave her cither the will or power to thank him tor his courtelie; and ſo re 
mounts his borle,and preſently gallops home to hus Mother, whom he acquaints therewith, 
but yet conceals ic trom his Father;whereat ſhe ſeems not to be a little joytul,and yet hearti- 
ly prayeth to God, that this breed-no bad blood in her Husband,or prove erther an incitati- 
vn to his choler againlt her (elf, or a propenhon of revenge againlt their Son, as 
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Bat this Joy of Heſter,and her Son George, proves the tighs and tears of Salyna, who not ac- 
cuſtomed to receive ſuch ſharp payment & uſage tro any man's hands whoſoever, it makes 
her extream cholerick and vinditive,fo that her ftomack is fo great,and her heart ſo highiy 
and imperiouſly lodged, that ſhe will not ſuffer this cruel affront offered her by George Va{ts, 
to go unrequited: but yet ſhe will be as adviſed and ſecret in her revenge towards him,as he 
was raſh and publick in his toward her, To which cnd and purpoſe, (ccing that Yaſti his Fa- 
ther came not to her that day(whereby ſhe judged he was wholly ignoraut what had befal- 
len her from his Son), ſhe that night writes him a ſhort Letter, ,and the next morning (ends 
it home to Fribourg to him, by a confident Meſſenger of hers; who arriving there,and tinding 
him penſively walking in his Garden, he reſpeRtfally delivered it to him 3 who breaking up 
the Seals thereof, found it ſpake thus:

TY all the inviolable love and tender affi lion which is betwixt w, I pray and conjxre you to leave 
Fribourg,and come over $0'me-with haſte and expedition #0 Clexaux, becauſe 1 bave a great and 
important ſecret to reveal to you, which equally coneerns uw, and which I tlare nos #0 commit 10 Pen' and 
Paper, for that the relation and kyowhedg thererf, needs no other witneſſes but our ſelves. If you any 
way neglef this my advice, or deny or defer this my requeſt, the grief will be-mine own, but the prejac- 
dice and repentance yours bereafter.I write you 1heſe few lines with infinite offlition and ſorrow, which 
. nothing can defate, but your ſight; nor remedy, but your preſence ;- and when you come to me , prepare 
your beart aud reſolution to reccive it from me with far more tears than kiſſes.

This Letter of hers doth fo nettle Vaſt: witfapprehenfion and fcar, that his Son George hath 
offered her ſome violence and out-rage, as he is altnoſt as {oon in Cleranx, as he 15 out of Fri- 
bours, where, his Miſtreſs, Salyns, very pafſfionately and cholerickly informs him of his Son's 
cruelty towards her, and (to add the more efficacy to her ſpecches, the more power to her 
complaiuts,and the more oyl to the fire of his anger and revenge )ſhe torgets nor to paint out 
to him(in all their colours )the number of his Son's blows,and the nature avd quality of his 
threats given her; when watering her words with her tears,ſhe {wears,that it he (ſpeedily do 
not right and revenge theſe her wrongs upon his ſaid Son,ſhe wil never kils or ſee him more. 
Vafti takes thefe ſpeeches from Salyns's tongue , and placeth them in his ow heart; yea, hc 
hereart is ſo cholerickly intended toward his Son, & fo ſotriſhly atk. ted to her, as conlulting 
with rage, but not with reaſonzand with Satan,not with God; he (to exhale her tears,and 10 
to give conſolation to her ſorrows) tells her, That he loves her {o tenderly-and conſtantly, 
as he will not fail to kill his Son for this uncivil & inhuman fact of his towards her.Salyna is 
amazed and aſtoniſhed at this his unnatural reſolution to his Sonzthe which(as vicious as ſhe 
is) ſhe abhorrs and condemns in him as ſoon as uuderftands. So ſhe tells him plainly, that al- 
beit ſhe have given him her heart and body ; yet, that ſhe is not ſoexemprt of grace, nor (© 
wretchedly inftructed in Piety, as to take away her ſoul from God and. theretorc, that al- 
though ſhe be guilty of Adultery,yet ſhe wil never be of Murther:ſo in religious terms(wor- 
thy of an honetter woman thaa her lelt the powerfully ſeeks todifſwade him from this bloo- 
dy and annatural attcmpt,as well to prevent their future wrongs and fears,as to ſecure their. 
| dangers and reputations 3 and fo prays him-to ſeek out ſome other remedy and requital to- 
wards his Son ; the which he promiſeth her, and ſeals it with ſome oaths and many kiſſes; 
ſtays and dines with her, and immediately takes horſe and rides homewazds. His Son George 
finding his Father ridden forth, and being aſcertained that he was gone.to Cleranx, to his 
Strumpet $lyna, where ſhe would acquaint him at full with his beating of herzhe tearing his 
choler; holds it more diſcretion than obedience in him, to take his Sword with him for his 
defence; when chuting a good horſe out of the ſtable, he daems it more (ecure, and leſs dan- 
gerous, to meet his Father halt way betwixt Cleranx and Fribourg, and there in the open 
Field to'expedt and attend what he had to ſay to him. Vaſti ſeeing his Son George afar off,

Fa. Since when becameſt thou ſo ſawcy and peremptory ? 
So. From that very time I firſt underſtood you were become ſo vicious. 
Fa. T have a mad Son in thee. 
So. It were agreat bappineſs both for my Mother and my (elf, if you proved a tamer Husband to 
ber, and an honeſter Father to me. 
Fa. If thoufollow thoſe courſes, to love thy Mother better than my (elf, I vow 1 will 
wholly —parey + yr | — | 
So. If you follow theſe courſes, to love Strumpets better than my Mother, I ſwear you will ſhortl 
conſume al your Eftate, and diſmberit your ſelf firſt. . 
Fa. This word Strampet is very rife in thy mouth. 
So. 1 wiſh to God that the thing were not ſo frequent in your beart. 
Fa. Wilt thou be friends with Salyns, and reconcile thy ſelf to her ? 
So. Tes,ben Iſee you become an enemy 10 ber,and a friend to myMother andy our ſelf ,& not before, 
Fa, Why, Charity is the true mark of a Chriſtian. | 
So. But I aſſure you, ſo is not Adultery and Cruelty. 
Fa. Shall I make — betwixt _ "= Salyna n 
So. No 3 but I would make it the joy of my bears, and thegho my life, if I miebt be ſo ba 
$0 hnit and confirm a good peace hd your ſelf and my Mother, Py... 
Fa, Wilt thou attempt it, if I requeſt thee ? 
©, I will, if you pleaſ: to command me. 
Fa, I pray thee George do. 
So, My beft endeavours ſhall berein wait on your defires ,, and dutifully follow your commandr, 
Fa. But be careful to make my reconciliation with thy Mother eternal. 
So, Itcan never ſubſiſt nor proſper , if you benceforth reſolve to makg it temporary, becauſe affe* 
on and amity which once recerve end, bad never beginning, 
Fa, Here 1 vow conſtantly a reformation ot my lite from all other women, and a perpe- 
tual renovation of my afﬀfe&tton to my Wife thy Mother.

Fa. George, here in the preſence of God 1 cheerfully and freely doit from my heart, 
So. Amen, Amen, Sir. 
This Meadow-conterence thus ended between them, they ride home towards Fribowrg,and 
by the way Vaſti willeth and prayeth his Son to finith this peace between him and his Mother 
that very night, and to'diſpole her ſo-effetually thereunto , as that they may make a merry 
ſupper of it,and all former differences between them to be then and there <nded,and for ever 
trampled under footzthe which George his Son to the beſt of his poſſible power cheerfully and 
joyfully promileth him. So home, they come; Vafte walks in his Garden, and George tmds our 
his Mother in hex own Chamber; being newly rifen trom her prayers, wherein ſhe was fo 
7ealous & religious,as run the greateſt part of her time. Here George informs his Mother 
Heſter at full, what con ce had now paſt in the opert helds betwixt him and his Father;ane# 
(in 3 word jhe herea&ts his part and dury (0 well and diſcreet]y,as he leaves no part nor per- 
{walions unatrempted, to draw her to this attonement with hisFather, When at firſt, con- 
lidering the nature 4n{ quality of her Husband's unkind and cruel uſage to her; ſhe found an 
oppuition hereof in her mind, and a reliſtarice in her will, and a reluQtancy in her nature and 
jadgment.

forced to relate, that Vaſti the ſame night had not lain in bed by his Witc five or fix hours, 
but ſhe (good woman) lecping in her innocency,he(as a Devil-incarnate)was waking in his 
malice and revenge,and laughing in his ſleeve to ſee how cunning and ſubtilly he hath lull'd

And although her 
apprchenlion do tar exceed her knowleds hereig , yet her ſaſpition will give hex no truce, 
neither can her jealoulic adminiſter any peace either to her heart or mind, before the be re- 
ſolved by Yaſti of the doubttul and different truth thereof, She is fo propbane and laſcivi- 
ous, as (he can content her {elf to make him guilty of Fornication 3 but yet Religion hath 
left ſome ſparks and impreſſions, of Piety in her, that ſhe would till have him inyocent of 
Revengeaud Murther ; to which effe,by his own Meſſenger {be returns himh this Anſwer:

thoſe of all his Neighbours round about him, axe untouched and: (afe. ' His;Cornalſo whith 
grows in the held,brings forth little or no encreaſe, his Vines wither & dye away, all hisHor- 
ics are fioln from him, and moſt of his Cattel,Sheep,and Goats,dye ot a new and ſtrange di- 
leaſe: for being (2s it were mad) they wiltullyand outragioully run-themſelves rodeath one 
againſt the other.

reccivesit from hin with no leſs delight and exhilaration. When being (as ſtrongly ſeduced

ſee it effected. All this while our innocent and harmle(s old Palmerius,albeit he have the will, 
but not the power fo pleaſe his young wite Imperis by night, yet by day'yea,and almoſt every 
day) he hath both thepower and will to beftow'fome rich gitts and preſents on her,and to 
rain down ſhowers of Gold into her lap, as Fovedid to his fair Denae; and as one way he held 
it his felicity to gaze and contemplate on the excellency of her pure beautyiſo again he made 
it his delight and glory to ſee her flant it outinrich and brave Apparel, and alloto provide” 
her the moſt rarelt Viands and daintic ſt Diet that'Gold or: \Silver could procure. But poor 
Palmeris | ( all this colt andcourtefic of thine to thy Wife notwithſtanding) I am coforced 
ro write with cqual pity to thee,and ſhame to her 3 little-doſt thou conceive or think what a 
dangerous Cockatrice or pernicious Viper thou harbourelt, in harbouring her in thy houſe, 
thy bed, thy bolome, þ 
The diſmal night being now come which theſe four cxecrable perſons have defigned and 
deſtin2dfor the hniſhing of this deplorable buſineſs 3 it is nooner twelve of the Clock by 
Morofm's Watch, but he, with Aſtonicus and Donato (with their Rapiers and Piſtols, without 
any light) iſſue forth their lodging, and preſently trip to: Palmeris houſe, where (according 
to promue)they find the ftreet-door a little open, and Inperis({as a Fury of Hell )there ready 
to reccive them, when although it were a time and place far more hitter for them: to tremble

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"chan kils; yet ſo fervent is thetire of Morofori and Imperia's laſcivious and furious affe@tions, as

- Whiles Morofini, Aftonicus,and Danito, do in their lodging, for, zoy of this their bloody fad, 
carowle the remainder of the ight, and the next morning, keep their beds till nine of the 
clock, without once thinking of or Heaven, or of fearing either Hell or Satan, Imperia 
putting an Augel's face on herdevilliſh heart, goes(according to her accuſtomed manner ) a- 
bout fix of the Clock in the morning, away with her Waiting-maid, and her Prayer-Book 
and Beads in hand, to hear Maſs at Saint Frencis (which is the Gray-Fryers) Church, near to

mouth z whereat he makes ſolamentable and forrowful an out-cry, thatthe noiſe thereof 
brings up two ſervants of the houſe, to enquire and know what the cauſe thereof might be;

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by putting this Grange in his mouth; and that his face being black and {wollen, was only his 
own (irugliog for life again death : which opinion of theirs, in common tenle and reafon,

When he alſo informed him, That this was the very ſame Letter 
which he formerly told him of, the which Seignior Bondzno (the Father to-his Aunt Imperia) 
ſent to his Unkle this morning from Loreteo, by an Ian« r of that Town named Antanio 
Herbas, whom he ſaid he had brought along wich him ro afirm ſo much : the which being 
called up before the Podeſtate, he upon his corporal Oath did fo : when the Podeſiate ta- 
king that Letter from Richardo, and breaking up the Seals thereof , he finds it ro ſpeak this

Gloves of Moroſmi,the Letter of Bondino,and the acknowledgment of Herba, although bere- 
upon he verily believes that Palmerizs was fliflied in his bed by his Wife Imperiz,and her lover 
Morofinz, yet (as a wiſe Judg and a prudent Magiſtrate ) he will inform. his knowledg of one

many other paſſionate and forrowful ſpeeches conducting and looking that way : but theſe 
her ſpeeches & tears cannot prevail with the-Podeſtateztor both he and his two Colleagues 
do yet firmly believe that ſhe is guilty of this inhuman murther. So he impriloneth her in a

But here again, violently called away by the importunate cries of Aftonicas and Donato, and 
yet far more by the conſideration of his own proper fear and danger ; M:rcario is no ſooner 
ttollen away from them, but they all three, wich their Swords drawn,ruſh down the ſtairs 
with «qual intents and reſolutions to exchange their Tan for their Ship, and thereby co me- 
tamorpnoſe their danger intoſecurity.

unto they the ſooner hearken and conlent,in regard the Serjeants and Ofhcers do politickly 
cry out to them, and pray them to yceldzas afhrming,that totheir knowledg, their reſoluti- 
on and fear doth far exceed the danger of their oftences. They make a virtue of -neccllity, 
and unlocking the doors of theit.Inn and Chambers, do cheertully yceld up their Perſons, 
Piſtols,aud Swords,to the Pope*sOfficers of Juſtice , who ſoon convey them all three to the 
o n-Priſon of. that City, which was the ſame wherem our.not ſo ſorrowtul as unfor- 
tunatc Imperig was already entred; and where, to her unexpreflible griet, and Moroſini's un- 
aralle!'d affliction and diſconſolation, ſuch exact cbarge' was given of the Podeſtate, and 
h curious heed. obſerved and taken of the Gaoler, that he could not poſhbly be permit- 
ted cither to ſee or ſpeak with hex, or ſhe with him; the which indeed they conceived to be

fax more (harp than their crime, and infinitely more bitter than the conlderation either of

Now the, news of theſe lamentable accidents being ſpeedily. poſted from Ancona tv Loreto, 
gu. Imperia's cruel Father Bondino no ſooner is aſcertained thereof, but ſecing bis Sou-in-law 
Palm:rius murthered in his bed, and his Wite,his own only Daughter,Jwperis( with her Rut- 


+ Morofmg, and his two Couſorts) co be impriſoned as the Authors ang actors thereof, he 
r the love he bore to her lite, and the tender pity and ſorrow he felt of the infamy of her 
approaching death,ſuddenly falls fick and dicswhereot his impriſoned Daughtcr Imperis un- 
derſtandivg, ſhe (in regard of his former ſeverity towards her,) is ſomuch pallionate, and fo 
little compaſſionate, as ſhe rather rejoyceth than lamenteth at itz only ſhe prays God to for- 
give-his ſoul of that cruelty ot his in enforcing her to marry Palmeris, which ſhe knows to 
be.the original caulc and fatal cloud, from whence have proceeded all thete diſmal ſtorms ' 
oft aMiction, and tempelis of untimely death, which ſhe fears muſt very ſ{hurtly befall both 
her (ef, and her ſecond ſelf, Morofini. Y "or 
© Whilcs thngs Aftonicus and Danato grieve at;their hard fortune and danger, & Moroſini and 
Tmperia do, reciprocally more. lament and ſorrow for their ſeparation, than for their impri- 
fonment; and that the Podeſiate and other Officers of Juſtice of Ancona, are reſolved firſt 
ro inform the Nagy, and then to cxpe& his Holineſs pleaſure-/for the arraignment and pu- 
niſhment of theſe four Priſoners. . It pleaſed God exceeding]y to viſit the Town of Loretto, 
and. eſpecially the City of, Ancona, with the Plague. , -whexeof many thouſands ip a few 
months were {wept away :. io, by ſpecial Commiſſon and "Order from Rome , they (in 
company of divers other, Prifoners ). axe conveyed to the City of Polignio , two (mall days 
Journey from Ancone, and there to be arraigned and trycd upon their lives and deaths : at 
which time, as they palt by the old little-City of Tolenrino , where 1 then (in my intended 
travels towards Rome) lay,upon my recovery of a Burning-Feverz when, I ſay,the nature of 
their crimes, and the quality of their perſons, made my curiolity ſo ambitious, as to lee and 
obſerve them jn their (evera] Chambers of the Inn, where they that night lay , which was 
at the Sign of the Pope's Arms : as tor Afioniews and Donato, I tound them tobe rather fad 
than merry:  Morofmi to be fax, more merry than wiſe z and Imperia to be-infinicely more fair 
than fortunate; and all of them to be leſs ſorrowful for their affliction and danger, than for 
the cauſe thereot. tl $ods x 
Withia-threc hours of their arrival to Polignio,they are all four convented before the two 
Criminal Judges, who are, purpoſely ſent from.Rome thicher,and are there and then leverally 
charged with this foul murthering or ang todeath the old Seignior Palmerius in his bed, 
which all and every one of then apart do Lifly deny, notwithſtanding that Fund: the Hoſte, 
affd Richardo che Nephew, give in.evidence ot ſtrong preſumption againtt them, and alſo 
notwithſtanding of  Mereſim's Gloves, and Boxndino's Letter written to his .Son-in-law Palme- 
rivs, and delivered by Herbas,as we hav. formerly underſtood. But theſe two grave and pru- 
dent Judges yet ixongly ſuſpeRing the contrary , they will not' bedeluded with the airy 
words andſugicd ſpeeches and, proteſtations of their pretended innocency, but conſult be- 
| tween themiclves what here to-reſolve on for the vindication of this truth: ſoat laſt they 
hold it cxpedicnt and requiſite, fixlt to expoſe Aſtonicus to the torment of the Rackzthe which 
he ( being, a ſixong & robuſtous man) endureth with a fixm reſolution &conſtancy every way 
above him(clf,6 almoſt beyond belief, & ſtill. confeſſeth nothing but his iunocency and igno- 
rance of this deplorable tact: whereot the.

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Judges,if, he will conte(s the truth; but after ſorae,forrowtal tears, ani pitiful ctycs, lie tully 
and amply doth,and in the ſame manner & foxm'as jo all jcs circumitances we have 10: mers 
ly-underlitood. The which whcn the Judges hear of, they cawuot refrain tirtt from admuirang 
and wondering thercat, and thea from lamenting that Perſonages of their rank and quality 
ſhould be the authors aod actors of {6 foul and lamentable a Murther, cſpecially of this tair 
Gentlewoman Imperia, to her own good old Husband Palmeriaxs. Now by this ce allo are 
Moroſini, Imperia, and Aftonicw,acquaintcd with this fatal conteſſion and acculation of Donato, 
againit them tor this murthexrzwhexeat they do infinitely lament and gricyc,becaule they are 
thereby perfealy aflured,thar it hath infallibly made them all three 114b!e and obnoxious tg 
death; as alſo, tor that their {uppolcd firm friend Doxato proved himlclt fo talſc a man,aad {o 
true a coward, to be the cauſe thereof, wherein they ſo much torget then;ſelves, as they do 
pot once think, and they will nat theretore remember , that the dete;on of this theis tau 
Murther procceded immediately from Heaven,and originally from the Providence-aud Jus 
ſtice of the Lord of Hoſts, 

The very ſame aiternoon, the Judges ſent for Morofins, Imperia,and Affonicus, to appear be> 
fore them in their publick Tribunal ot Juſtice, where they tictt acquaint & charge them with 
Denato's confeſſion and accuſation againit thera for murthering ot Palmeriws , whereat they 
arc {0 far from being any way dilmaycd or daunted, as they ail do deny and refel his aceu- 
ſation, and fo in high terms doſtang upon thyjr innoc:ncy and jultitication. But when they 
{ce Donato brought into the Couxrt-in a Chair ( fos his tiery turments of the Searpines bad-(o 

' cruelly ſcorched , and pititully burnt away the: ficth of the ſole of his right toot, almoit 
to the bone, that he was wholly unable either to goor ſtand) and that they were to be con- 
fronted facc to face with him 3, as allo, they.bcing alſo hotly territicd and theeatned by the 
Judges with the torments of theRack &Scarpines,then God wes (o gracious to,their hearts, 
and fo merciful to their fouls, that they looking mourntully each at ot her, ſhe weeping,and 
they lighing, aud, all of. them deſpairing of, lite, and too pertetly aſſured of death, they all 
confe(s the whole truth of this foul taQtot thgirs, and (o confirm as much as Donato had for- 
merly affirmed of this their blogdy crime of. murthering Polmerizs mn his bed': when one of 
theſe two reverend and grave Judges, immediately thereupon do condemn them all four to 
be hanged the next morning at the common place of Execution of thatCity;althoughDoxa- 
20, becauſe of his confeflion thexeot, in vain flattered himſelf that he ſhould receive a pardon 
for his life. So they are all-ſent,back to their Priſon from whence they came, where all the 
courtelie which the importunate requeſts of Moroſini,and the inceſlant lighs and tears of In 
peria, can obtain of, theic Judges,is, that they,grant them an hour of time to ſce,converſe,and 
{peak one with .the othcr that vight in priſon, in preſence of. their Gaolers, and ſome other 
perſons, before they dye, When Merofas being guided towards her Chamber, ſuch is the 
weaknels of his Religion towards God, and the tervency ( ox,rather the exoxbitancy) of his 
affection towards her, that as he paſleth from. Chamber to Chamber, he is ſo far from once 
thioking, much leſs fearing'of death, as he abſolutely believes he is;going toa victory and a

But the 
45 not fo glad of his news, as the 15 then clugious'to enquire if her Morofini be likewiſe pardon- 
ed; ſo the Officer tells her, no and that heabſolutely muſt ſuffer death: then ſhe weeps far 
faſter than ſhe rejoycethzand afhrms;that the will not live, but dye. The Judgcs ſend tor her, 
and perſwade her to live, but ſhe begs them as import unately to give Moroſmi his lrte,as they 
do her,to accept & receive her own. They tell her,thcy havenot the power to grant her the 
firſi;and the replies, that ſhe then hath not the will to embrace & entertain the ſecond, They 
acquaint Moroſmi herewith, who by their order,and by their ſelves, do ſtrongly perſwade her 
hereunto;but her firſt anſwer & reſolucion is her laft,that (ſhe will accept of no life if he mult 
© dyezneither wil he refuſe any death conditionally,that ſhe may live to-furvive him. The ewo 
Friers and two Nunns uſe their beſt art and oratory toper{wade her hereunco;but thcy meer 
with impoſſibility co make ber affetiou to Morofmi, and her reſolution to her felf , fc xible 
hereunto, Her life is not half ſo precious to her, as is his; forif ſhe had mavy,as ſhe hath: but 
one, the is both ready and reſolute to loſe and facrifice them all for his ſake; & would eftcem 
it her felicity,that her death might redeem & ranſom hislite: the-Judges(out of their good- 
neſs and charity ) afford a whole day to invite and peri{wade hereunto : but (he is ftilt deaf 
to their requeſts, and ſti]] one and the ſame'woman, deſirous to live with him, or conſtant 
and reſolute to dye for him. Therefore, when nothing can prevail with her, becauſe dyc he 
moſt, ſo dye ſhe will ; to thewhich ſhe chearfully prepares her fclf, with an equal affection 


" -and reſolution, which I catheradmire than commend in'her. 


- So the next morning they are al! four brought to the place of comttion execution to ſuffer 
death. Where Donaro is firſt lifted up to the Ladder; who, being tuler ofpam than words,ſ{uid 
little in effe&; but that he withed he had either dyed in Conflantiople ordleppo,or elſe fumk in 
the Sca before he came to Ancors, and not to have here ended his days in-mifery and infamy. 
The next who was ordered to follow him, was Aftoniew, who told the World boldly and 
plainly, that he carcd lefs for his death, than for the cauſe thercot and that he loved Morofmi 
{d perſe&ly and dearly, that he rather rejoiced than grieved to dye for him;only he repent- 
ed himſelt for affitting to-murtherPolnmerize;and from his heart and foul befeeched God tofor- 
give it himz6 ſo he was turned over. Then Moroſini aſcends the Ladder,clad in a hair-colour 
Satin-ſuit, and 2 pair of Crimſon filk Stockings,' with Gatters and Roſes edged with ilver 
lace,being ſo vain in his carriage, aQtion, and ſpeeches, as before he once thought of God, he 
(with a world of fighs)takes a folemn league of his Sweee-heart Imperiz,&with all the pow- 
ers of his heart and foul, prgys her to accept of his life, and fo to ſurvive him, He makes an 
exa@ and godly confeſſion of his fins to God & the World; and yet nevertheleſs he is ſo vaiu 
in his "Medion towards Imperia, as he takes both to witneſs;that had he a thouſand lives, he 
would cheerfully loſe them all to ſave and-preſerve hets.' As for Imperia, ſuch was her dear 


' andtender affe@ion to him , as ſhe would fain look on him aslong as he lives; and yer ſhe 


equally defires and reſolves rather to dye than toſee him dye : and becauſe ſhe hath not rhe 
power, therefore ſhe turns her face and'eyes from him, and will not have'the will to ſee him 
dye : when he having ſaid his prayers, and-fo recommended his ſoul into'the hands bf” his 
Redeemer, he is alſo turned over, SUE 

Now although our Imperis be here again and again ſolicited by the Judges; Fryers,” and 
Nunns,to accept of her life; yet ſhe ({ceing her other (elf, Morofmni,dead,ſhe therefore diſdains 
to ſurvivehim : ſhe hath ſo much love int her heart , 'as now The hath lirtlevife , and*tefs 
joy in her looks and countenance. She afeends the Ladder'in'a plain'blatk Taffata Gowh, a 
plain thick-ſer Ruff, a white Lawn Quaif, and a long black' Cypreſs Vatl'over hier head, 


- witha white pair of Gloves, and her Prayer-Book in her hands, When being far more cx- 


pable to weep than ſpeak; ſhe caſting a wotidetful ſad and \forrowfiil look'otr her dead fover 
Morofini, after many volleys of far-fetch'd fighs, ſhe deliyers this ſhort ſpeeth to that great 
concourſe of * people , who from City and Countrey flocked thither to ſee her and them

" andi _ bim in bis Orchard ; where, «month after, a Wolf digs bim up, ard devours a great 

part of bis body; which Father Juſtinian and Adrian underſtanding, they fhe pon the ſame, but 
are afterwards both of them apprehended and banged for it. 
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Here our hearts are given to covetoulneſs and cruelty, there is little ſign of grace, 
V and theretore leſs hope of our proſperity cither in this life,or the next:tor thole are 
fins which ſo eclipſe our judgments, and obicure and darken our underſtandings, that we 
thereby run blindfolded and headlong to all miſery and confuſion ; and nuakes our eſtates ſo 
deſperate, that we ſhall not deſerve to be piticd of others, becauſe we would neither pity 
nor compaſſionate others, or (which is worſe ) our ſelves, A deplorable example whercot, 
this enſuing Hiltory will preſent to our knowledg and conſideration , in the perſonsof two 
execrable wretches, which did wiltully caſt away themſelves and their lives, upon foul and 
enormous motives. May we religiouſly rcad it, to the information of our CE 
reformation of our lives. 


_A Rich Goldſmith of Djjox ( the Capital City of Burgundy ) named Moaſienr DeLanrier, 
aged ot- ſome threeſcore years or upwards, having been at Frankford Mart , and there "fold 
n-any ]c wels, Bracclets,and Chains of Pearl, for the which he had there receiv*d ſome 1700 

Crowuszas he returned home wards with all that great ſum of money,converted into double _ 
Piſto!s, 
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vate Leather Girdle next to his body, [t chanced that he feli fick onthe way, wheteof find- 
ing himſelf ill and weak, and theretore both unwilling & tinable to travel;ke gor'into's poor 
Countrey-Tavertr-upon the high-way,ſome five leagues off from the Town bf out. dra 
he took up his lodging for that night; & there three other Merchants who wete in hiscorti(- 
ny (whereof one was of Axxone,and the other two of Troyer iv Champagte)) very uttkindly 
forlook him, and left him alone to himſelf. His fickneſs that night encreafing( which gave 
him much pain,& little reſt ),he not liking his lodging ,and tearing himſelf noriafe there, the 
next morning takes horſe,& very ſoftly ndes towards Salyner, where he artived about torns 
two of the clock after dinner,and went intothe very tirſt Inn which he met, at the extream- 
eſt end of the Town, at the Sign of St. Denz, whereof the Hoalt of the Houſe was nattied 
Adriag, and his wite Iſabel, they were both of them about ſome forty years 618; very ſhort 
of ſtature, and weakof conſtitution of body: he,of a cote-btack countenance, but the tair,and 
of a pale white colour. As for him, he was of a diffolute liſe and carriage, extrexmly given 
to Wine and Women 3 he was of poor parentage, and bornto no Means at all; but the was 
well deſcended, and brought him at leaft two thouſand Crowns to her pottion in marcilge; 
the which he had prodigally waſted, and debauchedly ſpent avd fquandred away, in follow- 
ing of his vicious riot,and obſcene pleaſures and prodigalitics: As tor her,ſhe was of a modeſt 
carriage, and of a virtuous diſpolitipn and incligation;(o that,by Antithefis, I may very well 
aver and affirm, That his baſe vices made her (ſweet virtues the more apparent and contpicu- 
ous,& her virtues his yices,to all that knew them. She made chaſtity and piety to be the two 
ſweet ornamentsand Jumeal virtues of her life; yea,to be the Elixir of her lite, & the life of 
her ſoul. It was therefore an extream grief to her heart, & a matchle(s torment co her mind, 
to ſee the ſordid ations and humours of her Husband, 'as being every wdy more capableto 
pity than to remedy them. She grieved to ſee how(becauſe he would not ſcrveGod the could 
not ſerye himzand therefore, that he had vitiouſly ſpent fo much, as now ina manner he hizd 
almoſt nbthing more left to ſpend :- the fight and knowledg whereof , drowns all the plea- 
fares of her life, inſomuch as ſhe could facrifice to nothing bur to ſorrow and repentance;and 
that which grieved her moft and worſt of all, was, to ſce that he diſdained her advice and 
counſel, and that he was fo far from refortnation, as his vices grew and encreaſed with his 
years; and had now not only taken up a habit, but a ſecond nature; in the perverſity of” his 
lewd a&ions and affeRtions, All the Lillies of. her joys, and the Roſes of her content, were 
curned into thorns of grief, and briers and thiftles of her vexition; infomuch as ſhe was far 
more able to figh,than to ſpeak forth her calamitics and miferies, He loved not his hoaſe;and 
(which was worſe he hated her company: yea, his eſtate was ſo miſerable,ſo deplorable,as he 
never converled with God in prayer,and very feldom frequented his Churth.the Service,or 
Sacraments, and, to ſbew himſelf the more prophane, he hated all Prielis and Preachers of 
God's holy Word and Ordinances,and loved none fo well as his riotous and roaring cotrpa- 
nions, the very bang of the heart, and the true, poyſon ad contagion of the foul.” © © * 
And into this houſe; and to' this vicious Hoaft Adrian, is our lick De Laurier chtred, for the 
end of his ſickneſs,and the recovery of his heatth;and 1 write ratherwirh tears than Tak,that 
it was impoſſible for him to have entred into 4, worſe: but ſach was his fate, ſuch his misfor- 
rune. He likes che carriage of Iſabel his Holtis, fax better than the countenance or condiri- 
on of Adrian hee Hus bang; but'as his diſeaſe gives him no truce lo conſequently he can'give 
no'peace to his patience. He grieves to be fiek In an unknown place; ad 4mbng ſtrangers; 
biit far more to beſo far off from his own hoaſe;and from his only Child and Son, Leonards, 
whom he loves far dearer than himſelf. Tt is another afiition to him, thar his money arid 
ſ6hme Jewels, art here, and ngt arhome 3 and, if his judgrbent fail him not, he ſaggeſteth 
ro himſelf,rhat the fight and knowledy thereof may engender him far more danger than (e- 
cuixity: bur he conceals and diſſembles thar, far better than he cah his ſickneſs; for he puts his 
little Casket wherein it is, utider his Head atid Bo'ſter. He cauſtth Adrian his Hoaſt to bring 
him a Phyſician named Ls Mottezwho ſeeing his water,& feeling his pulſe,tells him heis ye- 
ry dangerouſly fick of a Burving-Feverzthe which to prevent,he lets him blood two ſeveral 
days following,and'then gives hum far more hope than deſpair of his healthzbuc all this not- 
withſtanding, De Lasrier finds hitpſclfvery weak, arid his lickne( rather much to encreaſe, 
that atiy way to dirminith.

and their houſc almoſt hourly; they are all three tired with his ſottiſk incivility,and doting 
importunacy,eſpecially Dominice, who meaſuring his age by her yourh, and knowing him to 
be far fitter for his Grave than a Wite, ſhe thine {corns him as'tnuch as he loyes her: but 
yet ſay ſhe what ſhe will,or do her Mother and Brother what they can,yet they cannot free 
their houſc,or ſhift their hands of him;although they many times make hich look upon bare 
walls,content himſelf to converſe with the meaneſt of thelf ſervants,and fo to return with- 


out ſeeing either of Mother, Soni or Daughrer, ' 


But Dominics holding her beauty and years now to be worthy of a Husband,ſhe is ſo inci- 
vil and incontinent,as ſhe prays her Mother to procure and prgvide her one: For(to uſe her 
own words) ſhe (aith, Sbe is weary to lie alone, and live fingle, and fully reſolved no longer either to 
tuifle away ber time, or to caſt away her youth and Heauty. Her Lady-Mother (in molt virtuous 
texms) checks her impaudency,blames her imphadicity,and concludes, that if the forſake thoſe 
immodeſt humours and inclinativns and fo ferve and fear God religiouſly, then there is no 
doubt but in good time he ( of his itious fayour and goodneſs towards her)will provide

At the receit and peruſal of this Letter, Roderigo is infinitely ſorrowful, eſpecially when he 
conlidereth,that it is only Domimics's deat affeQion to him,and his long ay trom her, which 
hath occaſioned her ficknefs : whereupon his love conſulting with his honour , his honour 
with his conſcience, and his conſcience with God 3 he conjureth the Meſſenger to returit 
{pecdily to Granado, to the Lady Cervamells, and her Daughter Dominica, from him , and 
to aſſure them, that all buGoeſs ot the world (et apart,he will be there with them the next 
day, and bring them the an(wers of their Letters himſelf z whereat, at the Mefſenger's re- 


turn, they both of them exceedingly rejoyce. Ryderigo now (( according to his promiſe 


comes.to Graxado, viſiteth Cervantells, and his lick Miſtreſs Dominica 3 ſalutes the one with 
complements, the other with kifles, Dominica iitending to give him her body, but not her 
heart, diſſembleth her affection to him, aud frowns on-him exceedingly, as it her love to 
bim, and his to her, were dearer to her than all the world, and far more precious than her 
lite. But contrariwiſe , Koderigo intendFas he ſpeaks , and (peaks as he intends 3. yea, he is 
ſo fincere and real in hisaffcQion to her, as ſhe is counterfeit and treacherous to him. So, 
glorying in her beauty, and triumphing in her youth, he with much difficulty obtains his 
Father's conſent, and marries her; their Nuptials being ſolemnized- in Granado with ſtate 
and bravery, anſwerable to their deſcents and qualities : but he will find a wanton Lai, 
for a conſtant Lacrecez and a laſcivious Phryne, tor a chaſt Penelope.

Here let all virtuous Ladies and Gentlew5men,and all true-hearted and generous Noble- 
men and Gentlemen judg, if this S2#ifiore did not ſkew himſelf a moſt baſe Nobleman,and 
a cruel-hearted Tyrant towards this ſweet and'unfortunate Gentlewoman,fith the confide- 
ration of her yourh and beanty in her (elf, ot her tender love and affeion to him, of his 
oaths and promiles to be her Husband, of the loſs of her honpur and fortunes; yea,fith the 
fight of her lean and thin cheeks, wherein the Roſs and Lillies of her former beauty were 
withercd with her forrows and his inhdelities, and the fight and conlideration of hge great 
belly which he had given her,together with her birth & quality, and the infiniteneſs of her 
fighs,prayers,fobs & tear*,could draw no more reaſon or compaſſion from him towards her. 
And nowit is, that at the ſight & conſideration of this his barbarous cruelty towards her,

5 Although this ignoble Baron triumph in this his cruelty towards his former love Urfma, 
and ſo ſpeedily potte away and acquaint his new one Bertranne therewith, who as much re- 
joyceth,as the other bitterly weeps & laments thereatzyet ( according to order) I muſt again 
ſpeak vf our ſorrowtul Urſina, who hath other more mourntul parts,and lamentable paſtons 
to a& upon the ſtage of this our Hiſtory, Who having thus received the repulle and refuſal 
from her treacherous lover Sandifiore,ſhe( within a month after:) with a ſorrowful heart and 
courage,rclolves'as well as ſhe may )to diſpence for a time with her tears,and to provide for 
her reputation, ſhe hath as yet acquainted none but Santtifiore with the diſgrace ot her great 
bclly,tor neither her Kinsfolks, Friends, Neighbors, Father,or his Servants,do as yet know itz 
ſhe is of a weak body and feeble conltitution,and theretore to conceal this ſcandal from ber 
Father,as alſo trom all the world,and to provide tor the lying down of her great belly, ſhe 
holds it requilite to diſcover this great and important fcrct but only to one,and fo to crave 
the aid and aſliftance of this confident bolom friend. To which end,the thinks none fo fit for 
her purpoſe,and therefore makes choice of no other, but of an old Aunt ot hers, who was her

her former ſorrows and tears,and wholly rejeR and caſt off that baſe Baron of Sandiifiers, who 
{6 ungratefully had ruined,and fo treacherouſly had firſt forſaken and rejeRed her; but here 
jnPurzeole we thall fee her pextorm nothing lefs;foralthough ſhe yet hold hitn to be incangled 
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ing his hcart and atic@ions by her own;and meaſuring him by her {eit,the (till loves him fo 
dearly that ſhe nevertheleſs believes he cannet hate her ſo deadly, as tb rejeR attd repndiate

enſuing Letter, the which, without the knowledg of her Aunt Mellefants, ſhe ſends him to 
Noples,by her truſty meſſenger Sebaſtiano her Father's Coachman:

0 preſerve thine own bonour, and pervent mine own. diſgrace and ſhante, I have left Naples to 
ſojourn here for a time in Putzeole with the Lady Mellefanta mine Aunt, where thy preſence 
will make me as truly joyful and bappy,as I feel and know my ſelf infinitely miſerable without it ; For 
although of late ( but for what cauſe, or reaſon,God knows, T know not ) it bath pleaſed thee to exerciſe 
my affection and , mage in1by diſcontent ;, yet in regard I am thy Wife by purebaſe,fith thou art my 
Huband by promtiſe, whereof the c:pies of thy former Letters will inform and remember thee, that. 
thou madeſt God the judg, and thy ſoul and conſcience the witneſſes, I cannot believe that than art 
ſo irreligions, or that thou beareft me (0 lirtle love, or ſo much malice, t9 make thy ſelf guilty of ſmeb 
foul infidelity to me, and impiety towards God, and Þ appeal to them all, if my tender and untamted 
affection to thee, have not every way deſerved the contrary as thy hands, Again, as in boping to marry 
thec, I gave thee my beart, ſo in aſſurance” and comfidence thereof, thou FI likewiſe bercave me of 
my bonour , and therefore if the counterpane of that contratt ds any way fade or die in thy memory, yet 
reſt confident, that the Original lives ſtill in Heaven, 4s the pledg and ſeal thereof doth now in my 
unhappy Womb bere on earth, Miſtakg me not my dear SanCtifiore, for I write not this out of any ma< 
lice, bus out of true affeftion 20 thee, to the end, that thou neayeſt thereby ſeriouſly conſider, and reli= 
giouſly remember with thy ſelf, that I ame to thee, thow to wet and what that unfortunate in- 
nocent unborn Babe in my belly is to us both, Aud altbough I am tby Wife before God, yet I will now 
in all humility make my ſelf thy bandmaid, and with a world of ſighs andiears, throw my ſelf at 
thy feet ( and lower if I could ) to conjure and beg thee; By my poor beauty which once thou didjt ſo much 
aimire and adore ; by the memory of my loſt Virginity, which thou wr«ſtedjt from me with ſo many a- 
morouw (ighs,and tears, by allthy deep oaths, vows, and nw which thou ſo religiouſly gaveſt me 
10 remain ſtill loving to me 4 by thine honour which ſhowld be dearer to thee than thy life; by thy conſci» 
ence and ſoul, which ought to be far more precions to thee, than all the lives and bonours of the world;yes 
foraby poor Taſants ſake 3 and laſilly for Gods ſake, abondon thy unjuſt difÞleaſure and immerited diſ- 
content conceived againſt me , and my dear SanQtifiore come away to me to Purzeolc, and there make 
me thy Wife in tbe ſight of bis Church and People,as I am already in that of Heaven and bis Angels,1

inthe luresof Bertranns beauty,and the temptations of her Father de T ores wealth, yet judge 
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ſay aggin,come away t0 me my ſweet SanGtitiore, for thy ſight will delight my beart, and thy preſence 
and company raviſh my ſoul with joy. It is imp-ſſible for Bertranna, either to love or bonony thee the 
thouſand part ſo dearly as thy Urlina doth, and tl deatb reſolve to do; 1 will freelyforger all thy 
former eſcapes and diſcourteſies towards me, and do attribute th.m more t0 ber fooliſh vanity, than 
auy way 0 thy unkind diſp»fition or inclination 3 yea, 1 will not kytit my brows rohen thou comet to me, 
but will chearfull and joyfully prepare my ſelf to fedſt thee with ſmile;, and to ſurfet thee with kiſſes -

Whiles Bellinda ſtands upon theſe terms with her Husband De More, bis brains ( as fo 
many wheels and ſphears) are inceſſantly rolling and wheeling about the Orb of jealoulie, 
to find out the marrow and —_C laſcivious league berween his Wife and Palure, 
in the agitation and conduction w , he isas ſecret, as ſhe fimple and inconfiderate, bis 
Palicy is-to-find out any Letter or Letters of Palur4 to her, and her Cloſer and Casket are the 
only places as he ſuppoſeth, for her to hide and conceal them in. So on a Munday morning, 
- 2s his Lady FBelinds is gone tothe Pariſh Church to hear Maſs, he purpoſely ſtays at home 
toeffe this his ſecret intent and purpoſe, and then very privately enters her Chamber, and 
his jealoufie makes him ſo induſtrious of Lock-ſmith's-hooks, and infiruments to open any 
Tock. So he firſt reſolves to try and open that of her Cloſer, which when he was on the ve- 
ry point to do, caſting afide bis eye, he ſees the Tayny Damask Gown which his Wife 
wore the day before, wherefore he flies to it to ſearch and riflz the Pockets thereof, for her 
keys. Now Bellinds's haſte and devotion to the Church was ſo great, as both ſhe and her

- embrace ; this line Iſay, his extream jealoufie makes him to read over, at leaft as often as 
it hath ſyllables, for this Letter and this branch of this Letter confirms his jealouſie, and 
now "makes him fully afſured and confident, that his Wife and Pa/wure have defiled his hos 
nour, and his bed, by committing adultery togerher ; when vowing a ſharp and ſpeedy re- 
vyenge hereof, he ( with a pantiog heart, and trembling hand, lays the Velvet Purſe again in 
the Cabinet, then locks it, as alſo her Cloſet and Chamber door, haviog firſt left rhe keys again 
inthe Pocket of his Ladies Gown, and ſo comes down into the Hall among his Servants, as 
if he were happy to knory that, which it is his miſery, becauſe he cannot be ignorant 
thereof. 

By this time his Wife the Lady Belinda is returned from Church ; be Dines with her, and

orſes ſpeedily tobe made ready, and wills him to accompany him to the Town of Arraial- 
les, Feral!» performs this order of his Lord, and then tells hig that he will gointo the Gar- 
den, and acquaint bis Lady and 'Miſtris with his abſence, and to receive her commands be- 
fore his departare; but his Lord commands him to the contrary, and neither to ſee or ſpeak 
with her, ſothey take horſe and away, Now within half an hour after, the Lady Bellinds 
retiirns from the Garden, and underſtanding of their departure, ( in regard of the ſud- 
denne(s and unexpeRation thereof) knows not what to ſay or think thereof, or whither, or 
#bour what buſineſs they are gone ; but ſhe neither once dreams nor conceives ſo much as 4 
thought, that her Husband De More had found her Sweet-bexct Palura's Letter, much leſs, 
that he had any malicious or deſperate _ ſo ſuddenly to put io execution againſt 
nnz | bim 
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him for acc regard and cauſe, as to tide to. e{rraialles to him, to hght with bim, 

The youth and bzauty of his young Wiſe and Lady Be/hags, aiming him with jealcufic, 
and chis jzalouſie with icreconcileable malice and revenge againit P4/ara, he cruelly refel- 
ving to make his Body and Life pay dear for it, rides away towards his houſe near Arraial- 
{.s, and Haying ſome half a quaiter of a League from it in a fair green Meadow, ſends bus 
man, Feralls to him, and prays him ſpeedily to take his horſe, and ccme ſpeak with him 
there, about a buſineſs which much imports his good ; Fereals, ( knowing leaſt of this quar- 
rel, whereof his Lord and Maſter De Mora thought moit ) finds out Don Palare at his 
houſe, and in reſpeRful-rearms, delivereth him his meſſage ; which Pa/ures underiiand- 
ing, his guilty conſcience makes him exceedingly to doubt, and wonder of De Mord's in- 
tention and reſolution herein 3 but his luliful heart and affeRions, looking more on the 
ycung Lady Be:inda his Wife, than the old Lord De M4014 her Husbind. he ſpeedily ( with, 
out any ſervant of his) takes horſe and rides away with Feralo to him in the Meadow, 
where De: 21,8 ( on horſe-back ) impaticntly attended his coming, Salatations being here 
ended between them, which Palure obſerves in De Mora, - to be more ſhort than Ceremant- 
ous, and more abrupt than reſpetful) De Aeora calls his Man Ferallo to him, and privately 
commands him to ride a Meadow or two off, and not to dare offer, either to fiir or draw, 
whatſoever he (ze paſs betivixt him and Palxra, the which his Man Fe: 4/lo obeys, but with 
much wonder and admiration, what this bufineſs might mean or produce between them, 
Here De cHMora very paffionately and cholerickly chargeth Palure for abuſing and diſho. 
pouring of ' him, by committing adultery with his Wife Bellindz ; the which Palare re- 
torts to him as a foul ſcandal, and falſe aſperfion, and ( as an horourable Gentleman ) in 
his ſpeeches and anſwer to De 34 ra, makes his own innocency, and his Wife the Lady Bel- 
linda's chaflity very apparent and probable : but" theſe feigned excuſes and falſe oaths and 
ſpeeches cf Pa'ura do no way ſatisfie, but rather the more incenſe the jealouſic, and in- 
flame the malice and revenge of De Afers againſt him ; whereupon he ſhews him his own 
Letter, and with much bicterneſs and vetemency, demands him if that his own hand- 
writing donot palpably convince him of adultery with his Lady, Palara is amazed at the

grace his virtuous, chat, and innocent, Lady Bellinda', but theſe feigned palliating excuſes 
of his, cannot paſs currant with the jealouſie and revenge of De Mora, who now ( to reduce 
contemplation iato aRion ) tells Palzra, that nothing but his death can expiate and ſatisfic 
this his crime, and therefore ( 6n horſe-back as be was ) draivs his Sword, and bids Palzre 
do thelike. The which Palsre bearing and ſeeing, he equally for the preſervation .of Belfiw- 
da's honour, and bis own life, ( as a brave and generous Gentleman ) likewiſe draws,as high. 
ly diſdainiog to have bis youth and courage out-braved by this old Cavalier; but here 
fore they begin to fight, Palara with many firong reaſons, and pathetical perſwafions 
again and: again prays De Mora to debit from the combate, and to reſt ſatisfied with the 
eruth of his Lady Bellinda*s honour, and his own innocency inthis their ſuppoſed and pceten-

be preſently, ſe'l off from his Horſe dead tothe ground, baving neither the power to repent

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his (ins, -1or the grace or happineſs to- pray unto: God for the ſalvation "of his own ſoul ; 
and thus was che unumely end, and lamentable death of this valiant young Cavalier /«- 
{un-4, 

De Mora ſeeing Palnra dead, and having more reaſcn outwardly to rejorce in this his vi- 
Rory, than inwardly in the cauſe and manner thereof, he waves his Handker..chief to his man 
Feraſlo to come to him, ( Who was an eye-witneſs, and ſpe&ator,” and co-mate ) which he 
preſently doth, to whom he ſpeaks thus ; Firt, Acquaint Palera's Servants in his bouſe, that 
I have ſlain their Maſter in a Duel ; then ride home, and tell my Wife the Lady Bellirds, that 
I have ſent her Ruffian and Adulterer Palurs to Heaven, and within fix days afrer come away 
to me at Zisbone, whither I am now poafting ; when throwing him ſome Gold for his jour= 
ney, he takes leave of him and away, and at the very next Town dreileth his wounds, waich 
prove hopeful and not dangeraus. 

Now doth Fer-{o (according to his Lords commiſſion and order) inform Palwra's Servants 
of his death, and of his ſaid Lord and Maſters victory, but ( for bis honour and reputations 
ſake ) conceals that he baſely and — kild bim with bis Piſtols : they are ex- 
treamly ſorrowful for this his migfortunate : fo whiles they fetch home his breathleſs 
body, and prepare for his decent Burial ; Ferallo returns home, and truly avd punctually 
«lates to his Lady Bellznda the ifſue of this combat ; as alſo of bis Lord De Mora's ſpeeches 
which he commanded him to tell her, whom poor Lady isall in tears for the death of her 
Lover Palu-as; and well (he might, in regard ſhe loved him a thouſand times deater than her 
own life, $0 upon the receit of this ſorrowful news, ſhe (huts her ſelf up in ber Chamber, 
and for many days together, her grief and lamentations for his death are ſo infinite, as ſhe 
will admit of no company, counſel, or conſolation whatſoever ; ſhe confidereth how deeply 
the misfortune of thi: diſaſter will ſcandalouſly refle& on her honour, and fall on her repu- 
tation and therefore vows to requite P alwrg's death ſeverely, and to revenge it ſharply on the 
Ne of her Husband De Afors who was his murtherer, at leaſt when the ſhall be ſo happy, or 
rather ſo miſerable, to ſee him return to her from Z:-boue, She exceedingly wondreth at 
his ſecret malice, and ſudden indignation and reſolution towards Pa/wre, but more at the 
cauſe thereof, and from what point of the Compaſs, or part of Hell this furious Wind (hculd 
r__ ,; when at lati, having notbing elſe capable to comfort her, or to give truce to 

r tears, but the hght of Palurae's aforeſaid Letter ſent to her, the which in tender 
affeRion to bim, the for bis ſake had ſo often peruſed and kiſſed , ſhe therefore paſſionately 
and penſively flies to ber Cloſet, and with affeRion and ſorrow to her Cabinet, to feaſt her 
eyes with the Gght, and to delight and comfort her heact with the peruſal thereof ; when 
( contrary to her expeRation ) ſhe finds the Letter taken away, her other Papers diſplaced, 
and her Jewels reverſed in ber Cabinet, and then ſhe knows for certiin, that it is her Hus- 
band De ores, who had thus rifled ber Cabinet, and who had bereaved and robbed ber 
of this ſweet Letter, which { next to Palura's fight and preſence ) was the chiefeft joy of her 
heart, and the ſweetelt felicity and content of her mind , the which confidering, the there- 
fore abſolutely believes, that the detection and peruſal of this Letter, was the the ſole cauſe of - 
ber Lord and Husbands jealouſie, as that of her ſweet Palar.'s death ; wherein indeed 
the is nothing deceived, for ſome fix weeks after, he returns home to her from Lib ne, where 
( in favour of bis Noble Birth and Deſcent, of his many great Friends, and of a buge 
Sum of Money ) he ( in abſence of tre Viceroy ) had obtained his pardon, from the 

Chamber cf that City , and the very firſt ſalutations that he gave his Lady Belinds, 
( the which, I know not whether he delivered to her with more contempt or choller ) was 
thus :
